Anti-Bias 

Resolution

An anti-discrimination 
resolution, calling on licensing 
agencies in the city to deny 
licenses to groups with biased 
membership practices was 
approved by aldermen Tuesday 
night after a long debate. 

It asks Newton officers, 
boards, committees, com¬ 
missions and employees em¬ 
powered to grant licenses to 
"actively utilize their authority 
to prevent any person, cor¬ 
poration, organization or 
business” fronj discriminating 
for reasons dt race, color, 
religion, sex, national origin, 
age or ancestry. 

Debate centered on an ad¬ 
ditional provision of the board 
action that exempts applicants 
limiting membership to com¬ 
mon religious affiliations, 
common ethnic heritage, 
specific sex, or age grouping. 

EXEMPTIONS 

Alderman Lois Pines set off a 
debate that ran more than an 
hour by demanding the age and 
sex exemptions be deleted from 
the resolution. 

“Why should the licensing 
authority be allowed to main¬ 
tain a policy of discrimination 
against women or the aged?” 
she asked. 

“The question before us is one 
that relates to women in our 
society and we (the aldermen) 
ought to address ourselves to 
the broader question of 
women’s roles.

Unveil Improvements Program 


In late 1972 the Board of 
Alderman was presented with 
the City’s Capital Im¬ 
provements Program. 

In presenting the six-year 
master plan, Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann stated that “present 
Massachusetts municipal tax 


policy leaves the city with only 
one major way to finance 
necessary city services — the 
archaic and regressive 
property tax.”

Proposal Would Protect 
Rights Of Non-Smokers 


Newton’s newly elected State 
Representative Lois G. Pines 
has joined Dr. Paul Dudley 
White and Dr. Richard Overholt 
in sponsoring a bill to ban 
smoking in public places except 
in designated areas. 

The bill, filed in the State 
Legislature, is “aimed at 
protecting the rights of the non- 
smoker and at eliminating one 
more source of environmental 
pollution,” Rep. Pines said. 

Mrs. Pines, a practicing tax 
attorney and member of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen, 
authored the legislation. It 
provides that whoever is in 


charge of a public building will 
be empowered to report 
smoking violations and of¬ 
fenders can be fined up to $50. 

Tickets 

The State representative said 
that her bill is intended “to 
make it easy to enforce ‘no 
smoking’ rules except in 
designated areas by allowing 
police and firefighters to ticket 
offender^.” 

“In addition,” she said, “any 
owner of a so-called public 
place can be fined up to $200 for 
allowing smoking anywhere but 
in designated areas.”

Beckwith Re-elected 
School Board Head

Douglas, chairman of the 
Humanities Department at 
M.I.T., was elected to the 
School Committee in 1968, and is 
serving his third two-year term.

Imposed On 

“It is unfair for the two-thirds 
majority of the population who 
are non-smokers to be imposed 
on by the smoking minority,” 
Rep. Pines stated. “It is time to 
make the majority non-smoker 
at least as equal as the minority 
smoker.” 

“Recent U.S. Public Health 
studies measuring carbon 
monoxide levels in smoke-filled 
rooms have revealed that these 
levels equal and sometimes 
exceed the legal limits 
established in some areas for 
maximum air pollution per¬ 
mitted for ambient air quality” 
she said “According to the US 
Surgeon General, this is 
especially significant for people 
who are already suffering from 
bronchopulmonary disease and 
coronary heart disease. 
Researchers have also noted 
that the carbon monoxide level 
in smoke-filled rooms can alter 
auditory discrimination, visual 
acuity and the ability to 
distinguish relative brightness 
if an individual is exposed to 
high smoke concentration for 
long periods of time without 
relief.” 

Mrs. Pines went on: “In 
recognition of the existing 
problem the Civil Aeronautics 
Board has proposed to adopt a 
rule requiring airlines to 
provide separate smoking 
sections on all flights.

After months of debate and 
years of negotiations, positive 
action was finally taken on the 
status of Newton Junior College 
this week. 

The School Committee 
Tuesday night unanimously 
passed a resolution declaring its 
“intention to terminate 
financial support of Newton 
Junior College on June 30, 
1975,” with the added 
stipulation that a “final 
review” of the fiscal situation 
of the institution be made in 
September. 

The board also voted to raise 
tuition costs of the Nursing 
School’s applicants incorporate 
non-refundable depostis into the 
college’s admissions program. 

In addition, physical education 
was eliminated as a 
requirement for the associate 
degree, and data processing 
was abolished as an ongoing 
part of the curriculum. 

Curtail Costs 

These latter steps were taken 
by the board as part of an 
overall effort to curtail costs 
and trim the 1973 school budget 
to an acceptable level of 
financial feasibility. 

The committee is currently 
grappling with budget 
recommendations, and had 
been told by Junior College 
President Charles W. Dudley 
that certain items could easily 
be deleted from his requirement 
list without impairing 
educational quality. 

The resolution, coming on the 
heels of extensive philosophical 
arguments, fiscal chart 
presentations, and speeches by 
college staff and students alike 
before the School Board, was 
passed solely as “a statement of 
position,’’ according to 
Chairman Manuel Beckwith. 

“There is nothing ‘firm’ in he 
passage of the declaration, 
Beckwith emphasized. “It is a 
resolution of intent. In no May 
does it take an optimistic 
viewpoint; it is just a hope that 
something will happen.” 

Absorbed 

This “something” alluded to 
the aspirations of the members, 


and Dudley himself, that 
Newton Junior College will 
eventually be absorbed into the 
statewide system of community 
colleges. 

Negotiations have been going 
on for years by Newton’s state 
representatives to obtain direct 
financial support of the school 
by the state. For over two 
years, Dudley has labored on 
plans by which his College could 
be eased into the community 
college complex. (At the 
meeting Tuesday, a vote of 
appreciation was passed 
praising Dudley and his staff). 

Last October, the School 
Committee offered to the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Regional Community Colleges 
the old F.A. Day Junior High 
School’s vacated buildings as 
temporary facilities. Even 
though there was no charge 
involved, the proposal, for¬ 
warded to the MBRCC, has so 
far not been accepted. 

Proposals 

School Committee member 
Richard M. Douglas com¬ 
mented: “1 think the faculty (of 
NJC) is aware of the disap¬ 
pointment suffered in our ef¬ 
forts to get the MBRCC to ac¬ 
cept our proposals." 

Douglas lamented, “We’ve 
a good relationship with 
the board, but no response.” He 
personally harbors a hope that 
the school will become in¬ 
corporated irfto the state 
system. 

Another member, Mrs. 
Eleanor S. Rosenblum, stated 
that “hopes are not very 
realistic." Taking everything 
into consideration, she said, 
“it’s not too realistic to hope the 
state would transfer NJC to 
their system." She concluded 
that she would "reluctantly” 
support the general sense of the 
resolution. 

Resolution 

Douglas who read the 
resolution aloud, summed up 
the repeated efforts on the part 
of the city to come to grips with 
the problem.

Tentative Okay For School Accounts

In its first major decision on 
the 1973 School Budget, the 
Newton School Committee this 
week gave tentative approval to 
an allotment of $19,312,541 for 
personnel and auxiliary ac¬ 
counts for the 1973-74 calendar 
year. 

The figure represents an 
addition of $1,168,760 to the 1972 
total, or an increase of just over 
five per cent. The vote, given 
affirmative nods by seven of the 
eight board members (Alvin 
Mandell abstained) 
was not a final decision, but 
represented a so-called “sense 
of the meeting” approval. 

The final decision, on this and 


the non-salary portion of the 
budget, is slated for a meeting 
Feb. 5. 

The approved budget followed 
the original overview presented 
last week by Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink, and in¬ 
cluded an allowance for a net 
drop of 20 teachers from the 
Newton school system, in¬ 
cluding seven elementary, 
three secondary, three central 
service, and seven Junior 
College posts. 

Reductions 

In addition, the School 
Board’s vote also was a passage 
of certain cost reductions 
recommended by Fink in the 
week since his initial requests. 


Fink had enumerated a total of 
$15,365 which could be cut from 
his overview of a week before, 
on the auxiliary accounts 
ledger. 

The following figures, ap¬ 
proved as recommended, were 
placed before the board Tuesday 
night: a drop of $4,000 from the 
elementary and junior high 
school athletic program, $900 
from summer testing, $1,000 
from the Junior College Smdent 
Assistants coffer, $4,085 from 
NJC’s summer school program, 
$3,000 from the High School 
summer program, and $2,380 
from the summer creative arts 
program.

Total 

The final total of the Auxiliary 
Accounts given tentative ap¬ 
proval was $1,110,547, an in¬ 
crease of 5.4 per cent over last 
year’s budgeted funding. 

Auxiliary accounts include 
money for such items as 
programs for special education 
(emotionally disturbed, han¬ 
dicapped, etc.), work-study 
programs, consultants, sub¬ 
stitute teachers’ salaries, 
athletics, summer programs, 
and music programs. All of 
these involve instruction of 
some sort. 

In addition, auxiliary ac¬ 
counts encompass over $800,000 
worth of allocated items such as 
custodial costs of summer 
workshops, clerical operations, 
and research and evaluation.

The Centers will continue to 
offer SAT reviews, reading 
development classes, and 
tutoring in subject areas. 


Anyone passing Newton High 
School these days cannot help 
but notice the landscaping and 
"fixing up" being done by 
Newman House students across 
the street. 

More than sixty teenagers, 
led by sophomores Barbara 
Manes, Bruce Burgess and John 
Glynn, have been working hard 
to beautify Newman House and 
make it a model neighbor for 
the area surrounding Newton 
High School. 

"We are planning to do more 
than upgrade the appearance of 
Newman House," states senior 
David French, student co- 
president. "To show our con¬ 
cern for the families who bear 
the brunt of the high school 
traffic, we intend to reorientate 
our entire operation," he said. 

Following a plan designed by 
architect Mark Dooling, a fence 
has been erected to screen 
Clyde Street homes from 
student traffic on Walnut street, 
and extensive planting of trees, 
shrubs and flowers has been 
undertaken. As soon as 
feasible, the driveway and all 
regular access to Newman 
House will be relocated from 
Clyde Street to the front of 
Newman House. 

While the winter weather has 
brought a temporary halt to 
student work outside Newman 
House, even more dramatic 
changes have been taking place 
inside. The most important is in 


the staffing structure. 

A year ago at this time 
Newman House was conducting 
a 10 hour a week drop in 
program. Because of the "open 
campus" policy initiated last 
year at Newton High, Newman 
House came under increasing 
pressure to make its operation 
coincide with the class day. 

"Unfortunately," explains 
Dr. Stuart Martin, 

Newman House director, "no 
provision seems to have been 
made for the hundreds of 
students who could then 
legitimately leave the high 
school campus during class 
hours. Students sat in their 
cars or drove around they 
congregated on the steps of 
buildings, in parking lots, on the 
lawns of private homes. They 
drifted around the neigh¬ 
borhood and the stores in 
Newtonville. Newman House 
seemed to be the only off- 
campus institution capable of 
and willing to cope with a 
portion of this problem." 

With the full support of the 
parent board of directors, the 
volunteers staffing Newman 
House gradually expanded their 
commitment, and additional 
moderators were obtained until 
the full class day was covered. 
Because of the strong loyalty of 
most of the students using the 
house, it continues to be 
relatively easy to supervise. 

It has a friendly atmosphere 


and a spirit of cooperation 
which keeps problems to a 
minimum and makes the house 
an attractive "second home" 
for a host of students who would 
otherwise have nowhere else to 
go but up and down the streets. 

"The young adults who form 
the basic staff of Newman 
House," states Mr. Allan Ryan, 
president of the parent board, 
"give their time because they 
see the real needs which this 
unique drop-in program fulfills. 
They deserve the thanks of 
students, parents and the entire 
city for the hundreds of hours 
which they generously con¬ 
tribute to our youngsters of high 
school age." 

Experienced moderators who 
returned this autumn include 
Dana Albano, who is employed 
at the Auburndaie Star Market 
and gives up his one day off per 
week to work at Newman 
House. Dana, a graduate of 
Newton High, is enrolled in the 
evening division of 
Framingham State College. 

Barbara Staszesky, a junior 
at Simmons College majoring in 
early childhood education, 
began her long association with 
Newman House when she was a 
sophomore at Newton High. 

David Thorp, a philosophy 
major at Boston College, 
dropped by two year ago "to see 
what the center was like," and 
has become deeply committed 
to its work ever since. 


New staff members Include 
Nancy Hines, a Junior at 
Newton College of the Sacred 
Heart who has previous ex¬ 
perience in working with the 
Wayland Hotline and Gregory 
Lock who has been enrolled at 
the Andover-Newton School of 
Theology, and is now studying 
at Boston College for his 
Master’s Degree in Secondary 
Education. 

Supplementing the efforts of 
these young staff members are 
Mrs. Joan Mannix and Mrs. 
Mary O’Brien, both of whom 
have served on the Newman 
House Board of Directors and 
have teenagers of their own. Dr. 
Martin is also on hand to lend 
encouragement and advice. 

With the re-opening of the 
Newman House drop-in 
program this September, the 
staffing procedures have been 
reassessed and upgraded. The 
staff members have gone 
beyond informal discussions of 
the operational content of the 
drop-in program. 

A weekly meeting has been 
established which is equivalent 
to a counselor-intern program. 

The moderators are keenly 
aware that there are many 
students whom they have been 
unable to "reach” and, support 
roles which they could not fulfill 
because of a lack of counseling 
skills for which dedication and 
experience do not adequately 
compensate.

Egelson exercised his one- 
man objection rights stating 
that although he “deplored” the 
renewed bombing of North 
Vietnam, he felt the aldermen 
should send the resolution to a 
committee and redraft it to 
condemn not only the action of 
the federal administration but 
also “the action of terrorists 
against the South Vietnamese 
people.” 

In addition to seeking the 
withdrawal of U.S. troops, the 
resolution, to be transmitted to 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
also called for the cessation of 
all bombing in Indochina and 
withdrawal of aide to the Thieu 
regime in South Vietnam. 

Anita Greenbaum, outspoken 
critic of the war, left alder- 
manic chambers after Egelson 
chartered the resolution saying 
that she and other peace ad¬ 
vocates “have gone through this 
for the last three or four years." 

“I just don’t understand how 
they can just let a thing like this 
go,” she commented. 

Responding to aldermanic 
arguments that it was the city 
leaders’ business to conduct 
city business and not involve 
themselves in national affairs 
and to allegations that those 
who would favor this resolution 
at this time were in the 
minority, Mrs. Greenbaum 
cited the sweeping victories of 
peace advocates George 
McGovern and Congressman 
Robert F. Drinan, and said the 
aldermen “have a mandate of 
the people.”

Not All Mansions 

There’s no question that some of the ardent backers of the so- 
called anti-zoning law visualized in its passage a chance to force 
some of the metropolitan suburbs to relieve larger cities of some 
of their concentrated ghetto problems. 

Court actions and extended hearings have served to under¬ 
score the suburbs are not without their thinly disguised 
prejudices. Now, however, some towns are finding they are 
having low-and-moderate income problems of their own. 

Take the town of Wellesley which ranks up there among 
communities with individual five-figures income returns. The 
other night after long weeks of deliberation the Wellesley Housing 
Authority announced it had signed preliminary papers for the 
acquisition of a 12-unit apartment house for low-income family 
housing. 

If their plan finally succeeds (and they still have a long road 
to travel) the old apartment house would accomodate only a small 
percentage of those seeking such housing in Wellesley alone. 

Most arc in the upper age brackets, although there are some 
young folk, particularly veterans. 

The intent of the anti-zoning legislation made it clear that 
such towns as Wellesley, Needham, Westwood, Forfboro, Sharon 
and Dedham and many others are by no means without their 
problems related to low-incomes. Save at special meetings or in 
the books of such agencies as town housing authorities the story of 
their plight is rarely brought out. 

The worries and the hardships of 80-year-olders, for instance, 
aren’t dramatized. Public assistance rarely meets all of their 
basic needs. 

One of the hard facts of life today is that towns, even those 
some call well-off, have some problems of their own. 


It’s a Bomb! 


If you’re one of those old-fashioned folks who never get 
around to accepting those new fangled Christmas trees that come 
off assembly lines ... If you’re one of those who insist on anatural 
fir or balscam and that tree is still standing inside your house— 
here’s some advice. 

Get rid of it! It’s a bomb! 

We yield to no one in our reverence for the old days. We’ll 
admit that those modern fabricated trees can seem like a snare 
and delusion when compared with a real product of Mother Earth. 
The smell of those balsams on Christmas Eve even the running 
sap that stained your fingers, was out of this world. 

However, that real tree began to die the day it was marketed 
and for all its glory on Christinas morning it was fast becoming 
the biggest fire hazard in your house. 

Some communities make it an annual practice to go around 
picking up discarded Christmas trees (the real kind, not the kind 
you put back in a box for next year). In these communities Boy 
Scouts or other organizations get the hazards a-packlng for the 
dump. 

However, the log in any busy firehouse, will show year-after- 
year, many responses for Christmas tree fires long after the 
trees’ have begun to shed tinder-dry needles. 

Regardless of any old-time family customs get rid of those 
long-dead firs and balsams.

Battle On Beacon Hill 
Will Be On Reorganization 
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The big battle of 1973 on Beacon Hill probably will lie fought in 
the legislative chambers and hearing rooms over Governor 
Sargent’s proposals for reorganizing the state government. 

The overriding question of the New Year at the State House is 
whether it will be necessary to enact new taxes to finance the 
operation of the state government and, if so, what taxes they will 
be. 

At the rate at which the state welfare department is wusting 
money it would not be surprising If the Commonwealth found it 
necessary to place its own mint in operation. 

The latest fantastic disclosure by State Auditor Thaddeus 
Buczko was that the state welfare agency spent $25,872 and owes 
another $11,581 for the treatment of a welfare recipient who was, 
in plain English, too fat because he ate too much. 

Such a waste of public funds is incredible in view of the 
staggering burden imposed on the state’s taxpayers, but it seems 
to be typical of the manner in which the state public welfare 
department is operated. 
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Even with the public’s money being spent with that reckless 
abandon, Governor Sargent Insists that no new state taxes will be 
needed during 1973 if the legislature approves his reorganization 
plan in the precise form in which he submits it. 

Some observers, including this one, believe new taxes are 
inevitable in 1973 if the state is to pay its bills regardless of what 
the legislature does on the Governor’s reorganization proposals. 

However, most legislative leaders assert that they intend to 
support Mr. Sargent’s reorganization scheme so he will not be 
able to use the rejection of his plan as an excuse for raising taxes. 

Whether they will be able to persuade the rank and file 
members of the State Senate and House of Representatives to 
vote for Governor Sargent’s reorganization recommendations is 
another matter. 

A great many law-makers believe that phs -a 1 of the 
reorganization program has been a waste of money, has ac¬ 
complished nothing and has been marked principally by power 
struggles between some of the Governor’s own Cabinet members. 

Eventually, Mr. Sargent's reorganization bill probably will be 
approved but only after a lot of political strife and combat and 
because the legislators don’t want to be charged with the 
responsibility for raising taxes. 

If that happens, then will come the question whether the 
reorganization advocated by Governor Sargent really will make 
possible the savings he claims will be realized. 

A drive, which probably will be unsuccessful, will be made in 
the coming legislative session to permit prayers in the state’s 
public schools. 

This is virtually inevitable since the people of Massachusetts 
by a margin of 1,766,980 to 383,496 voted in the recent election to 
allow prayers in public school classrooms. 

That probably was an exercise in futility since the U.S. 
Supreme Court has ruled that prayers or religious exercises even 
on a voluntary basis cannot be allowed in public classrooms 
because they violate the “separation of church and state’’ concept 
of the First Amendment to the U.S. Constitution. 

Since those controversial rulings about a decade ago, several 
Bay State communities, notably I^eyden, have tried to permit 
brief prayer sessions in their schools but have been forced to 
discontinue them. 

A planned fight for the repeal of a law, scheduled to become 
effective March 1, which allows boys and girls over 18 to buy 
liquor in Massachusetts will presumably be abandoned as a reult 
of a surprising and extremely close vote on this question Nov. 7. 

It had been expected that the voters would record themselves 
strongly against allowing the 18-year-olds to drink, thus setting 
the stage for a drive to repeal the law enacted in 1972, but that did 
not prove to be the case. 

By a very narrow margin the people recorded themselves in 
favor of allowing the 18-year-olds to buy, sell, serve and drink 
liquor. The vote was 1,067,458 in favor and 1,027,914 opposed, a 
slim difference of 39,544 votes. A total of 408,122 citizens didn’t 
bother to record themselves on the question. 

A sharp conflict is looming ahead on a proposal to allow the 
state to go more deeply Into the gambling business. 

Operation of the state lottery has been so successful under 
State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane that some legislators are now 
urging that the state handle off-track betting on horse and dog 
races and gambling on baseball, football, basketball and hockey 
games. 

One of our readers has written in to explain how this could be 
done w ithout incurring the risk that the state might be victimized 
by gamblers who succeeded in fixing the point spread in a football 
or basketball game. 

He suggests that the state conduct a pool on all the baseball or 
football games played on a given day or weekend, adding that this 
form of state-operated gambling is used in Spain on soccer games 
to raise money needed by the government. It would not be 
possible to fix 10games on a single day, he points out. 

That is an Idea, of course, but the proposal for legalized 
betting under state auspices on individual athletic contests is 
fraught with danger. 

The perennial bills have been filed to remove the ban on 
abortions and legalize the sale of marijuana. 

Sentiment for allowing the sale of marijuana has increased 
but probably not enough to cause the enactment of the proposal. 

The row over the abortion measure, which is given little 
chance of passage, will bring Bill Baird back to Beacon Hill, but 
his presence will win no votes. 

Massachusetts school teachers face an uphill battle in their 
efforts to achieve the passage of a law which would give them the 
right to strike. 


It will be the fourth time in as many years that either the 
teachers or other public employee groups have made a fight for a 
right-to-strike law. 

During that four-year span teachers have staged walkouts in 
Boston, Somerville, Woburn and Burlington. 

The fact that teacher union officials were sent to jail In 
connection with some of those strikes has caused the teachers to 
push harder for the enactment of their bills. 

A spokesman for the teachers stresses that their measure 
would allow them to strike only after all other dispute-settlement 
procedures allowed under the collective bargaining law had been 
exhausted. 

Opponents of the bill maintain that its enactment would tip 
the scales in favor of the teachers in collective bargaining 
negotiations and probably would result in many more strikes by 
teachers in support of their demands for higher pay and better 
fringe benefits. 

A measure which may be approved by the Legislature would 
allow teachers to retire on pension after 32 years of service 
regardless of their age. 

In another proposal the teachers are seeking the appointment 
of a special judge to deal with labor matters. 

McGovern Campaign Staffer 
Now Gets Unemployment Pay 

Carl Wagner, 27, who directed the state-wide presidential < 
campaign for Senator George McGovern in Michigan, is now , 
sitting in his home in Washington, D.C., and drawing $104 a week 
in unemployment payments. 

This was one of the interesting findings by Trudy Rubin, a 1 
Christian Science Monitor writer, in a survey to ascertain what 
the McGovern staff workers are now doing. 

Three former staffers, including press aide Joseph Mohbat, 
have filed complaints with the federal government that they were 
not paid the salaries they were supposed to get. 

Former McGovern Campaign Manager Gary Hart, 34, the 
centre of some controversy during the presidential race, Is 
writing a book on the campaign at his Denver, Colorado, home. 

Gene Pokorny, 26, who ran the McGovern campaign in 
Illinois, has been vacationing at a farm owned by his parents in 
Howells, Nebraska. 

Some of the McGovern campaign aides have gone back to 
colleges, graduate schools and law schools. 

Others are still resting and enjoying reunions with their wives 
whom they hardly saw over a period of months. 

A substantial number received only $25 a week as storefront 
managers, not enough to qualify for unemployment benefits, have 
been unable to find jobs and had a bleak Christmas. 

New Method Of Selecting 
Judges Urged By Dukakis 

Former Representative Michael S. Dukakis of Brookline, who 
was defeated for election as lieutenant Governor in 1970, hopes to 
win election to some state-wide office in 1974. 

Dukakis doesn't have the strength to achieve a nomination for 
Governor and probably will set his sights on either the lieutenant 
Governorship or the Attorney Generalship if Attorney General 
Robert Quinn becomes the nominee for Governor. 

He is doing his utmost to keep the spotlight of public attention 
centered on him and presently is seeking two amendments to the 
State Constitution, one of which calls for the abolition of the 
Governor’s Council. 

The other provides for the establishment of a nine-member 
unpaid judicial qualification commission which would screen and 
recommend to the Governor the names of persons for ap¬ 
pointment to the judiciary. 


Under this so-called judicial reform, the panel would submit 
the names of four.persons to the Governor each time a judgeship 
became vacant, and the Governor would be required to make his 
choice from the four nominees. 

The commission would be comprised of four lawyers and five 
non-lawyers. Two of the lawyers would be appointed by the 
Governor and two by the state and local bar association mem¬ 
bers. 

Two of the non-lawyers would be named by the Governor and 
one each by the Attorney General, the State Senate president and 
the speaker of the Massachusetts House of Representatives. 

While this supposedly would improve the selection of Judges, 
it would not apply to appointments to the Supreme Court. The 
Governor would be left to hi? own devices in making his choices 
for the state's highest tribunal. 

Parochial School Closings 
Will Boost Many Tax Rates 

The closing next June of a substantial number of parochal 
schools will make an impact upon the tax rates in the cities and 
towns where they are located. 

It will be felt to some degree this year and to a greater extent 
in 1974 when the schools will be closed for a full year. 

In addition to boosting tax rates, classrooms In some public 
schools will be crowded until an adjustment is made, and some 
children will be-forced to go longer distances to schools. 

Some communities probably will find it necessary to pur¬ 
chase parochial schools in order to provide facilities for public 
school children. 

This, of course, will send tax rates climbing. The closing of 
even one parochial school will be a blow to a small town. 

There are several reasons behind the wholesale closing of 
parochial schools. 

One is the decline in the number of girls and young women 
entering religious life. 

Another is the change in parish populations, the drop in the 
number of persons attending church services and the resulting 
loss in collections which might be used to finance the operation of 
parochial schools. 

The shortage of Nuns to serve as teachers in parochial schools 
increases the cost of running them, and with smaller collections 
many pastors simply have been unable to meet the cost of hiring 
lay teachers. 

Public leaders in Washington and on Beacon Hill have been 
warned for years about the consequences of the widespread 
closing of parochial schools but have done surprisingly little to 
keep them operating. 

Tragic Problem For Wives 
Of Men Missing In Action 

Among the most tragic products of the war in Vietnam are the 
wives, parents and children of the nearly 1300 Americans listed as 
missing in action. 

These people have been unable to ascertain from Hanoi 
whether their husbands, sons and fathers are alive or dead, 
whether they are prisoners of war or were killed. 

Except for occasionally showing a prisoner of war on 
television for propaganda purposes, as it did recently with two 
men, the Hanoi government has refused to give a list of the names 
of the men it is holding as prisoners.

cern over “the high Annual cost 
of supporting the college out of 
city tax revenue, a net cost, 
after tuition, of over 1500,000." 

While retaining the hope that 
the school will be eventually 
merged into the Mass, com¬ 
munity college system, the 
Board, as part of the mandated 
resolution, is also “reassured 
by the early prospect of ex* 
panded alternatives soon to be 
available (for Newton youths) 
when the new University of 
Massachusetts opens at 
Columbia Point, and by the 
projected enlargment of the 
Massachusetts Bay Community 
College on its new campus in 
Wellesley.’’ 

Member Herbert F. Regal 
emphasized that the 
resolution's passage did not 
signify “a final decision; this is 
an important distinction." It 
did, however, seem to generate 
a sense of relief that a workable 
policy had been officially 
promulgated. "It has not been 
an easy decision to make," said 
Regal's colleague Alvin 
Mandell. The difficult thing, he 
noted, was to refrain from 
“reacting to pressure" 
regarding the school. 

Concrete Action 
The unanimous passage of the 
statement immediately cleared 
the way for concrete action on 
pertinent NJC budget recom¬ 
mendations, all of which had 
been placed before the Board in 
December by Dudley. 

New guidelines voted upon by 
the board are as follows, all 
effective Sept 1, 1973: 

—For non-resident students 
who will be in the second-year 
class of the nursing program of 
the college, an increase of 25 per 
cent in tuition costs, from 1800 
to $1000 per year. 

—For non-resident students in 
September’s entering nursing 
class, a 50 per cent tuition in¬ 
crease, from $800 to $1200 per 
year. 

—For both Newton and non¬ 
resident applicants offered 
admission to the nursing 
program, a non-refundable 
advance deposit, applicable to 
tuition, which is 20 per cent of 
the first semester tuition 
charge. For city youths, this 
amounts to $60, and for out-of- 
towners, $120. 

—A course in physical 
education is eliminated as a 
requirement for the NJC 
Associate Degree, but it will be 
retained as an elective. Dr. 
Dudley had informed the board 
a month ago that P.E. was an 
“anachronism." 

—The data processing 
program, currently being un¬ 
dertaken by only a handful of 
students, was dropped. Mandell 
termed this a “highly obsolete 
program."

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Laskaris Outstanding As 
Newton Hoop Record Is 3-2 


Even though this year’s 
edition of the Newton High 
basketball team possesses more 
talent and experience than that 
of many past seasons, their 
present record is only 3-2. This 
ran largely lx? attributed to the 
fact that while the Tigers have 
been improving so have all the 
other teams in the Suburban 
league. “This league has six or 
seven really good teams,” said 
coach Jerry Philips. 

With a 95-47 rout over Newton 
South under their belt, the 
Tigers tapped off their 
Suburban League campaign 
against Weymouth North on 
Tuesday December 19. Pete 
laskaris poured in 10 first 
quarter points to boost Newton 
to a 17-14 lead after the first 
stanza. At halftime it was still 
anybody’s ballgame, as the 
Tigers held a six point margin 
35-29. Newton broke it open in 
the second half as they out- 
scored Weymouth 22-9 in the 
third period and rode on to a 73- 
59 triumph. laskaris led all 
Newton scorers with 19 points, 
Eld Beekler was right behind 
him with 17. Bernic Hinteregger 
also hit double figures with a 13 


point performance. 

The Tigers faced Medford in a 
non-league encounter on 
Friday, December 22. Fouls 
really hurt Newton in this game 
as they committed 2 f>, and 
Beekler and Hinteregger fouled 
out leaving the Tigers 
weakened under the boards. 
Newton was still in the thick of 
it after three periods trailing 54- 
49. Despite a 31 point per¬ 
formance by Laskaris the 
Tigers lost 77-65. 
“They were a great ball club,” 
stated Philips, “and we played 
poorly.” 

The story was much the same 
against still undefeated Rindge 
Tech on Wednesday, December 
27. Newton was only down by 
two at halftime, but mistakes in 
the second half were costly as 
they fell to their second con¬ 
secutive defeat, 78-65. “We 
made too many mistakes,” said 
Philips. “We had 20 turnovers 
and we just weren’t working 
together as a unit.” leading 
scorers for the Tigers were 
Beekler and Hinteregger with 
19 points apiece. 

The opposition was of the 
same calibre when Newton 


travelled to Brockton on 
Friday, December 29. The 
Tigers fared better on this day, 
though, as they held off a 
powerhouse Brockton team 56- 
51. taskaris and Brian Pen- 
dergast had the hot hands as 
they threw in 19 and 11 points, 
respectively. Ron Wilson also 
had a big part in the victory as 
he came off the bench in the 
final moments when Pen- 
dergast fouled out to drop in a 
fieki goal and two free throws. 
"The key to this game,” said 
Philips, “was that we cut down 
on our mistakes. We only 
committed 12 turnovers and 14 
fouls. Brockton is as tough a 
team as we’U play.” 

Newton’s goal, even at this 
early stage of the season has to 
be to get into the Tech Tourney, 
the State Basketball Tour¬ 
nament. To qualify the Tigers 
must win 13 of their 20 games. 
“Sure,” said Philips, 
“everybody would like to be in 
the tournament. But you have to 
prove you’re good enough.” 
Newton will have to chalk up ten 
more wins against some pretty 
stiff competition to prove that 
they are good enough. 


Eastern Collegiate Hockey 
Teams Are Now On Par With 
Canadian Oriented West

DETROIT—When the NCAA 
hockey championships are 
played at the Boston Garden in 
March, don’t look for a Western 
Collegiate Hockey Association 
team to come out on top. This is 
the conclusion which I have 
arrived at after witnessing the 
Great takes Tournament here 
last Wednesday and Thursday. 

In that tourney’s cham¬ 
pionship gome, Harvard 
University defeated Michigan 
Tech, 4-2, but the score was not 
the most important item. 

The most important fact is 
how Harvard won. The Crimson 
-.came out skating and 
forechecking in the true 
7 tradition of Eastern Collegiate 
• Athletic Conference hockey 
teams, while Tech started out in 
the best western style—trying 
to check the opposition into the 
upper decks of the Olympia. 
Ihe result was two Harvard

goals in the first two minutes 
(the first on a power play) and a 
lead the Crimson never 
relinquished. 

Tech’s style of play, which is 
typically western, doomed the 
Huskies once they fell behind. 
While a team which usually 
skates and forechecks can skate 
and forecheck harder and with 
more hustle to overcome a 
deficit, a team that simply hits 
cannot just start hitting harder 
and expect to come back 
against a skating team, unless 
the skaters can be made to play 
the checkers’ game. 

Unfortunately, no-one told 
Tech that. Ahd that’s why the 
Huskies couldn’t come up with 
the equalizer and in fact never 
got closer than two goals. Their 
preoccupation with playing the 
man rather than the puck kept 
them from mounting the 
necessary two-way game to pull 
the contest out. 

On the other hand, Boston 
University, which won two 
consecutive national cham¬ 
pionships by forechecking and 
skating the opposition to death, 
although losing to Tech in the 
opener, was able to come back 
from a 4-1 deficit. 

The Terriers made their 


comeback by absorbing Tech’s 
punishing body checks while 
outskating the Huskies. This 
was never exemplified better 
than when BU pulled its net- 
minder with less than a minute 
left and not only kept Tech from 
scoring on the empty net with 
the puck in the BU end, but were 
able to tie the game with a goal 
at the 19:52 mark. 

It is these examples of skating 
or ECAC hockey triumphing 
over hard checking or WCHA 
hockey, that prompts me to say 
that the next NCAA hockey 
champion (like the last two) 
will be a team from the ECAC. 

It may be mentioned that the 
number one western team (and 
number one rated team in the 
country) Wisconsin, was not in 
the Great takes Invitational, 
thus making it the best in the 
East against the second-best in 
the West. This is true. However, 
but let me also mention that last 
year, when Denver and 
Wisconsin, the best in the West, 
came to Boston for the NCAA 
playoffs with their WCHA style,

Property 
Taxes Up 
In State 

Massachusetts property taxes 
totaled $2.06 billion in 1972, up 
$199 million from last year’s 
total of $1.85 billion according to 
the Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Foundation’s annual property 
tax analysis released Thursday. 

For the second year in a row, 
the growth rate dropped with 
this year's 10.8 percent the 
lowest since 1987. The 1971 rate 
of Increase was 13.6 percent. 

"While this trend is 
favorable,” says the report, 
"the cumulative increase in 
property taxes has been 
massive, almost double since 
1967. 

"Massachusetts’ new high 
level of $353 per capita for 1972 
may exceed that in any other 
state. In 1970, the latest year for 
comparable figures, only 
California’s $296 per capita was 
higher than Massachusetts’ 
$286.” 

The report discloses enor¬ 
mous disparities in tax rates 
among cities and towns. For 
example, Oakham Is the highest 
at $280 and New Ashford the 
lowest at $9. 


The 1972 overall rate of 
property taxation is $58.56 per 
$1,000 based on full values. 
However, the Commonwealth 
continues to underestimate the 
full property values of many 
communities in its biennial 
equalizations. That makes the 
effective overall rate lower, 
possibly below $40. 

The MTF report shows no 
progress since 1956 in meeting 
the state’s most critical 
problem of the enormous, 
disparities in taxpaying ability 
among the cities and towns. 

The analysis finds little 


evidence of Improvement in the 
Commonwealth’s procedures 
for estimating full or equalized 
values. Massachusetts 
distributes aid to cities and 
towns based on these figures. 
"Cities and towns complying 
with the law requiring full value 
asaei>sment are being cheated 
of their fair shares of Chapter 70 
school aid. Lottery receipts and 
gas tax money,” says Richard 
A. Manley, MTF executive vice 
president. 

"The fault lies with the 
equalization process,” he says, 
"and we’ve filed a com¬ 


prehensive property tax ad- 1 
ministration bill with the 1973 
Legislature which would | 
correct these inequities. ^ i 

"Our bill will provide thel 
State Tax Commission with the 
legal tools to make an objective 
and dependable equalisation. 9 * 
he says. 

"This measure calling for 
major reforms in assessment 
standards, state supervision, 
organization, and appeals 
procedures, among others, can 
only benefit all of the citizens of 
Massachusetts," he says. ^

The Mass^P.C.A. alerts all 
dog owned* to watch for 
cracke^aws due to chemicals 
nmelt snow and ice. The 
should be bathed and 
i frequently. The chemical, 
r calcium chloride, is a defrosting 
agent used on highways. It can 
be very irritating to the web¬ 
bing between a pet’s toes and 
can cause inflammation. 

If a dog licks his feet to 
relieve the pain caused by the 
chemical he may swallow some 
and become ill. Therefore we 
repeat: Wash the pet’s feet 
when you bring him indoors if 
he has been walking where ice 
is being melted. It Is only 
natural for dogs to want to romp 
in the snow. The best advice we 
can offer during days of heavy 
snow is to e:cercise him on a 
leash, keeping him away from 
plowed roads and highways. 

Here are two points to keep in 
mind: Although dogs can 
withstand a great deal of cold, 
they should be protected from 
dampness and strong winds. If a 
dog sleeps in a doghouse, a flap 
should be placed over the 
doorway. Also, dogs usually 
don’t need to be bundled up with 
extra topcoats. The average dog 
does better on his own.

r For a change of pace in food 
preparation, go Oriental! In Chinese 
cooking, most of the time is spent 
readying the food: the actual cooking 
time is quite short. The philosophy of 
cooking vegetables and meats Just to 
the peak of flavor accounts for the crisp 
texture and bright colors of the foods . . 
and in Chinese thinking, •‘feeding” the 
eye is as essential as feeding the 
stomach 

There’s a special Chinese utensil 
called a ‘‘wok." which looks like a large 
round-bottomed frypan. However, any 
large skillet that allows easy stirring 
. and cooking without crowding may be 
used. An electric skillet is ideal for the 
“stir-fry" method of cooking. 

Beef used in Oriental cooking 
should be stretched before cutting—in 
this manner you will see which way the 
grain runs, then cut across the grain. 
Meat is usually cut into strips about 14- 
inches long and 4-inch thick. Because 
the beef is thinly sliced and served with 
low-calorie vegetables, these dishes are 
especially good for dieters. Another 
trick is to freeze steak just long enough 
to make the outer surfaces firm—then, 
if you use a sharp knife, you can quickly 
cut the meat into very thing slices. 

The “stir-fry” method is just what 
it iHfers—as the meat is fried, you stir it 
constantly. The same technique Is used 
when the other ingredients are added. 
The high heat used demands the con¬ 
stant stirring to prevent sticking and 
burning of the food. 

Deep frying in Chinese cookery is 
another cooking method. These foods 
are generally marinated first or dipped 
in batter and then quickly fried. Peanut 
oil is recommended for Chinese 
cookery because it can be heated to a 
high temperature without smoking. 

Not only is Oriental food delicious, 
you’ll also find the preparation quite 
economical and a great method for 
using leftover chicken and meat. 

CHICKEN AND 
VEGETABLE SOUP 
6 cups chicken broth or bouillon 
1 can mixed Chinese vegetables 
(drained well and contents finely 
chopped) 

3 eggs, beaten 

Soy sauce and pepper 

Bring broth or bouillon to boiling

14 pounds boneless sirloin steak, 
cut Pi Inches thick 

3 tablespoons sherry 

2 tablespoons soy sauce 
I teaspoon sugar 

4 teaspoon ground ginger 

1 clove garlic, finely minced 

3 tablespoons cooking oil 

1 pkg. (7 oz.) frozen snow peas 
1 cup sliced celery 
1 cup sliced fresh mushrooms 
1 cup green onions cut in 1-Inch 
pieces 

1 can (6 oz.) water chestnuts, 
drained and sliced 

2 beef bouillon cubes, crumbled 
2 tablespoons cornstarch 

14 teaspoons salt 
1 cup water 

Partially freeze meat to make 
slicing easier. Cut meat diagonally Into 


very thin slices. Combine sherry, soy 
sauce, sugar, ginger and garlic to make 
marinade; pour over meat and 
refrigerate for 1 hour. Heat oil in 
Chinese wok, electric skillet or regular 
large skillet over high heat. Drain meat 
well and reserve marinade. Place meat 
in hot oil; stir and fry over high heat for 
1 minute, or until meat is gray in color. 
Add snow peas and marinade; stir and 
cook over high heat for 1 minute. Add 
celery, mushrooms, green onions and 
water chestnuts; stir and cook over 
high heat for 2 minutes. Combine 
remaining ingredients; add to pan. 
Cook and stir until sauce is thickened 
and clear. Serve immediately over hot 
fluffy rice or Chinese noodles. Serves 6. 

QUICK PORK—FILLED 
EGG ROLIiJ 

4 sheets strudel dough, 16x22-inches 
each or (one 2-oz. pkg.) 

1 egg, beaten 

2 cups peanut oil 

Hot Mustard Sauce or Chinese 
Duck Sauce. 

Prepare Pork Filling and 
refrigerate until ready to use. 


PORK—FILLED EGG ROLLS make delicious appetizers or snacks. Served hot with a 
choice of sauce, they are truly delicious.

PORK FILLING: Mix together 1 
cup finely chopped cooked pork, 4 cup 
shredded cabbage and 4 cup finely 
chopped green onions. Heat 2 teaspoons 
peanut oil in wok or saucepan over high 
heat. Add pork mixture, 1 teaspoon salt, 
4 teaspoon sugar and 1 tablespoon soy 
sauce. Sir-fry 1 minute. Add 1 beaten 
egg and stir-fry 1 minute longer.

Fold 
dough in half lengthwise, Using knife, 
cut in half lengthwise, then cut each 
strip into 5 equal pieces to form 10 
rectangles, 4x44 inches each, Spoon 
equal amounts of filling onto centers of 
rectangles. Fold one corner of rec¬ 
tangle over filling; fold two adjacent 
corners over center, forming an en¬ 
velope. Brush open corner with beaten 
egg. Roll up starting at bottom of en¬ 
velope until sealed. Repeat with 
remaining rectangles. Fry egg 
hot oil (375 degrees) until 
on both sides; 1-2 
paper towels and 
sauce.

4 teaspoon salt 

1 stick (4 lb.) butter or margarine 
4 cup sugar 

4 teaspoon almond extract 
1 egg 

1 tablespoon cream 
1 cup finely ground unblanched 
almonds 

On wax paper sift flour, baking 
powder and salt. Cream butter, sugar 
and almond extract. Thoroughly beat in 
egg and cream; stir in flour mixture 
and almonds. Drop in very small 
mounds, a few inches apart, onto 
ungreased cookie sheets; flatten with 
spatula. Bake in 375 degree ^en 8-10 
minutes. Yield 6 dozen.

Oscar de la Renta’s Gentle Spring 


If you were casting someone to play 
the movie role of Oscar de la Renta, the 
Spanish designer born and educated in 
Santo Domingo and Madrid who went 
on to become a world famous designer 
of women’s as well as men’s fashions, 
you could choose no better than the 
designer himself. 

Tall, handsome, at 39 his face is 
tanned and baby-smooth. His black 
eyes, flashing smile and suave 
European manner are most engaging. 
Recently in Boston as guest of honor at 
a luncheon and fashion show for the 
Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary, 
sponsored by the Ladies' Visiting 
Committee, Oscar showed his spring 
collection of couture fashions. 

At the luncheon prior to the 
showing, he was asked wha‘ part his 
wife, the former Francoise de 1 anglade 
who was editor-in-chief of French 
Vogue until their marriage in 1967, 
played in the formation of his designs. 
The answer is direct and honest. 

“None at all. Whatever Francoise 
likes never sells. She dresses quite 
simply and cannot wear ruffles. I feel 
that ruffles are quite lovely on women 
because they are feminine . . . they 
make a woman look soft and allow her 
to move lightly, softly. 

“My wife likes to wear pants and 
simply-cut dresses or caftans ... I 
would say that pants, shirts and 
sweaters make up 80 per cent of what 
she wears. When I design 1 think of how 
I can sell my dresses. All through the 
60’s women wore pants and the longest 


and shortest of skirts. Today more 
effort is being made to please women 
who like dresses.” 

When questioned about the return 
of the short evening gown, Oscar looked 
annoyed and asked, “Why? Do you 
think legs are beautiful? Don’t you 
think a woman looks lovelier in a long 
gown? 

“When would she wear a short 
evening gown? Perhaps to a cocktail 
party, but I don’t know, beacuse I 
haven’t attended one in 7 years. I work 
a long day and when I arrive home I 
want to rest and not have to get dressed 
up and go out, stand around in 
crowded places making small talk. We 
are not invited to these things because 
people know that Francoise and I 
prefer a quiet evening with good 
friends." 

In 1965 Oscar de la Renta, then 
associated with Antonio Castillo, 
followed Castillo as designer of the 
Elizabeth Arden couture and ready to 
wear collections in New York. 

A book recently published, “Miss 
Elizabeth Arden” by Alfred Lewis, is 
reported to have some harsh 
statements involving the young 
designer. In response to this, Oscar 
smiled and said, “Elizabeth Arden? I 
have not read this new book, but 1 loved 
her ... she was a marvelous woman. 
People have told me that I said some 
terrible things, but I must have been 
misquoted because I think she was a 
very special woman. I really have no 
complaints because I got away with 


murder ... she had a tender spot for 
people who were talented. I did my job 
and she was pleased with my work .. . 
but... let me tell you a story. 

“When I first worked with Arden, I 
thought she understood that I would 
work for 6 months here and then go 
home or do some traveling. So, when I 
finished my collection, I left I was in 
Hong Kong when I received a telegram 
that Arden was furious and was going to 
fire me. After 30 days, I returned but 
didn’t tell anyone that I was aware of 
her anger. I just went to work. 

“Thirty days after my return, I 
phoned Miss Arden and was told by her 
secretary that she was busy and would 
get back to me. Forty-five days went by 
... no word. I kept on working. Rumors 
were flying. I told people I was not 
interested in hearing their stories. One 
day the president of the company 
suggested I send Miss Arden flowers 
and an apology to appease her anger. 

“I said no ... I am not sorry and 
would not do it A month and a half 
later, at 5 p.m., her secretary phoned 
and asked what my plans were for that 
evening; would I like to take Arden out 
to dinner. I agreed. 

“I arrived at her office at 6:30 p.m. 
and she was under the hair dryer. We 
spoke casually, and she acted as though 
I had just arrived two days ago from 
my trip, telling me how much she had 
wanted to see me but that she was too 
busy. In fact she said she was too tired

Vegetable stuffings 
are fine—the one we are offering is an 
unusual rice stuffing and the lamb is 
spread with tomato sauce before 
baking. 

STUFFED BREAST OF LAMB 
3 to 4 pound of breast of lamb with 
pocket 

1 bottle (8 oz.) Italian dressing 

3 tablespoon butter or margarine 

1 cup chopped onion 

4 cup chopped green pepper 

1 cup uncooked regular or 
processed white rice 

1 cup hot water 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon allspice 

4 teaspoon cinnamon 

4 teaspooo pepper 

4 cup tomato sauce 

In large bowl, combine breast of 
lamb and Italian dressing; marinate 2 
to 3 hours at room temperature. 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees. In medium 
skillet, melt butter, add onion and 
green pepper; cook until tender. Add 
rice and cook 2 minutes. Add water, 
parsley, salt, allspice, cinnamon, and 


pepper; mix well. Simmer covered, 7 
minutes or until water is absorbed. On 
rack in roasting pan, place meat with 
pocket side up; fill with mixture and 
secure edges. With point of knife, pierce 
top of meat in several places; spread 
tomato sauce over top. Bake covered, 
45 minutes. Remove cover and bake an 
additional 45 minutes or until done.

Women’s lib, working in reverse in Shanghai, is changing the 
women in China’s largest city from drably dressed, mannish- 
looking examples of socialist orthodoxy into much more feminine 
and attractive appearances.

Gov. Nelson Rockefeller 
Still Eyeing Presidency 

Newsmen covering New York Governor Nelson Rockefeller 
report that he still wants to be President and may make another 
run for the White House in 1976. 

Even though Rocky is described as an extremely young 64, his 
presidential ambitions now seem somewhat unrealistic. He will 
be 68 in 1976, a rather advanced age at which to seek the most 
pressure-packed job in the world. 

However, Rocky’s supporters argue that he is heading toward a 
campaign in 1974 for his fifth four-year term as New York State's 
Governor and that if he achieves a spectacular victory he will be 
in a strong position for a try for the Presidency. 

They point out that Rockefeller will serve longer as New York 
Governor than anyone else in history if he gains another term and 
that he might be projected into the foreground as a presidential 
candidate if it appears Vice President Spiro Agnew cannot be 
elected. 

That does not seem likely to this observer. Rocky has been 
running for President since 1960, and time probably has passed 
him by. 

If he couldn’t get the nomination in 1960 or 1964 or 1968, the odds 
are strongly against his getting it in 1976. He might have got it in 
either 1964 or 1968 except for his divorce. 

If the GOP does not nominate Spiro Agnew for President in 1976, 
the probability is that it will turn to Secretary of Defense-designee 
Elliot L. Richardson of Massachusetts or Senator Charles Percy 
of Illinois. 

Rockefeller, incidentally, does not believe President Nixon will 
try to hand-pick Agnew for the Presidency in 1976. He thinks Mr. 
Nixon will stand back and wait to see what develops in the 
presidential nomination process.

Send 
a copy of this separation form 
with a letter stating your in¬ 
tention to buy a house to the 
nearest VA office. You will 
receive a certificate of 
eligibility for a VA insured loan. 
The lending institution which 
finances your home will require 
a copy of the certificate. 

Q — I received a General 
Discharge from the Army. Am I 
entitled to any GI Bill benefits? 

A — Generally, this type of 
discharge entitles you to the 
same benefits as an Honorable 
Discharge. Apply at your 
nearest VA Regional Office.

Redevelopment 
Authority Can 
Go Out To Bid 


Advertisements for bids on 
the state portion of the Lower 
Falls Redevelopment project 
are expected to be placed at the 
end of the week. 

Redevelopment Director 
Gerald Early said Tuesday that 
he had received letters of ap¬ 
proval from the state and his 
office was ready to advertise for 
bids on the land 

The project has been held up 
since last August at the state 
level while “unofficial” in¬ 
vestigations were made con¬ 
cerning the sale of the land. The 
price is $638,000. 

Early predicted construction 
might begin sometime during 
the summer, taking into ac¬ 
count the legally required 
number of days needed for bid 
advertising, and drawing and 
signing of contracts. 

He said that office buildings 
are the first scheduled to be 
built under construction plans 
for the state portion of the 
project 

Commenting on the federal 
portion of the redevelopment 
land, the director said that work 
has been progressing and the 
Redevelopment Authority was 


currently working on moving 
the DAR facilities. 

A spokesman for the State 
Dept of Community Affairs, the 
agency investigating the 
project, said this week the 
purpose of the investigation had 
been to recheck on the validity 
of the authority land-taking and 
whether or not sufficient legal 
recourse existed for the former 
owner of the parcel, Martin J. 
Roach. 

The "Wellesley developer had 
challenged the land-taking 
since it was made in 1968 and 
had been to court twice over the 
matter. 

Land can be taken if it is 
“blighted,” has no access, or 
cannot be developed through 
the use of private capital. 

Court cases dealt with these 
questions to the satisfaction of 
the state, the spokesman said. 

The Redevelopment 
Authority was also asked last 
year to resubmit new land 
prices because the original sale 
price was considered to have 
become outdated. 

The original price of $1.50 per 
square foot was raised to $2.60 
per square foot. 


Early said that all documents 
and memoranda connected with 
discussions of the case would be 
made public when final legal 
notice of the termination of the 
investigation was made. 

At a meeting of the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority last 
week, Cecil Cadwell of Newton 
Corner was elected as the new 
chairman of the group. He takes 
the place of Robert G. Davidson 
who held the post of chairman 
for the past year. 

Davidson’s term on the 
Redevelopment Authority 
expires on April 4, and, men¬ 
tioning the imminent ex¬ 
piration, he said that he also 
chose to step down as chairman 
because of increasing demands 
made by his job. Davidson is the 
planning director for the 
Massachusetts Bay Tran¬ 
sportation Authority (MBTA). 

Richard Clarey, a resident of 
Newton Lower Falls, was 
elected vice chairman of the 
group. 

Lawrence Sullivan, the state 
appointed member of the group, 
was elected to be the secretary 
and will be assisted by Mario 
DiCarlo of Newton Centre.

Ask Funds For Day Renovation 


The Newton School Com¬ 
mittee voted Monday night to 
submit a request to the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen for 
$302,000 for the renovation and 
necessary repairs of the old 
F.A. Day Junior High School, in 
preparation of its occupancy by 
the School Administration. 

. The move, when it is made, 
will save the city about $30,000, 
according to an estimate by 
Business Services Superin¬ 
tendent John E. Gilleland. 

Gilleland said in a recent 
memorandum on the subject 
that the present operating costs 
of the Stearns School on 
Watertown St., where most of 
the School Administration is 
housed, is over $54,000 in annual 
maintenance costs, and that 


another $43,000 is needed each 
year just to maintain the old 
F.A. Day faculty, unoccupied. 

Both he and School Com¬ 
mittee member Mrs. Eleanor S. 
Rosenblum spoke of an 
“emergency” situation 
inherent in the administration’s 
being headquartered in the 
Stearns building. Some of the 
items included in the $54,000 
figure, said Gilleland, “are in 
such poor condition that we may 
be forced to move this year 
under emergency conditions.” 

These items include boilers 
and electrical fixtures and 
wiring. 

"In summary,” he said, “the 
economic factors validate the 
wisdom in making the move, the 
appropriation. Failure to act

now to prudently plan on or¬ 
derly move, in all likelihood, 
will result in an emergency 
move under difficult conditions 
and, undoubtedly, at a serious 
and unnecessary increase in 
expense to the city.” 

Mrs. Rosenblum also said 
that an “emergency” situation 
existed, that funds must be 
made available to “get the 
personnel out of there (Stearn- 
s).” She proposed the resolution 
calling on the aldermen to 
allocate the necessary money. 

The resolution, passed 
unanimously, calls on the board 
to provide funds to the 
remodeling of the old F.A. Day, 
and also asks them to “engage 
an architectural consultant” to 
chart the spaces to be occupied 
by staff into allocated rooms. 


If approved, the $302,000 
would be spent completely 
streamlining the three-story 
building; including overhauling 
ceiliqgs, replacing lights, 
renovating toilet areas, building 
partitions, improving the 
flooring, etc. All of these repairs 
are necessary for occupancy, 
according to the ad¬ 
ministration. 

However, the requested 
amount does not include costs 
for heating, grounds work, 
relocating the switchboard 
from the Stearns School, and air 
conditioning. 

“Unless the move is made,” 
said Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink, “we’ll have con¬ 
siderable problems at the 
Stearns.” 


neighbors from the meeting, 
stated: “They have ignored us 
and our demand for the past six 
years.” That demand calls for 
complete removal of Newman 
House from Newton. 

The chief complaint of the 
neighborhood group as voiced 
by Walker’s wife, Phyllis, 
appears to be a lack of super¬ 
vision of the youths who 
frequent the drop-in center at 
the house. Mrs. Walker alleged 
extensive drug use, noice, 
drinking, and increased vehicle 
traffic as the result of this non- 
supervision. 

“They (NewmanHouse) have 
a complete lack of con¬ 
sideration for anyone” site said. 

The alderman refufed by a 
vote of 3 to 2 to discuss the 
Walker’s petition in the absence 
of representatives from 
Newman House who were not 
invited to the meeting through a 
mixup in the city clerk’s office. 
Alderman Richard J. McCrath, 
speaking for the majority, 
stated that it would be unfair to 
hear representatives from only 
one side of the dispute. 

The aldermen were originally 
scheduled to hear the facts in 
the case and act in accordance 
with their determination of the 
validity of those facts. They are 
hindered in making any legal 
determination because of a 


recent ruling by the city 
solicitor. 

That ruling, dated Dec. 1, 
1972, states in part “if the Board 
after such determination of the 
facts, acts favorably on the 
(Walker) resolution, this could 
only result in a request to 
Newman House to voluntarily 
cease their operation on the 
premises. No legal action could 
be taken against Newman 
House, Inc. because of 
(Massachusetts law).” 

Newman House is protected 
by that law because of its non¬ 
profit, religious status. 

The Walker group was ap¬ 
parently not willing to accept 
the explanation of the assistant 
city* clerk for Newman House’s 
absence. They saw it as another 
in a long history of rebuffs from 
the directions of the house. 
Walker stated that the absence 
was “symbolic of our 
frustration.” 

The group also rejected as 
inadequate certain measures 
taken by Newman House to 
improve its relations with the 
neighborhood. The measures 


were outlined for the neighbors 
in a letter to them by Jerald M. 
Stinson, director of the Newton 
Community Relations Com¬ 
mission, last November. Those 
measures include reduction of 
student use of the house’s back 
door, driveway and side yard; 
installation of exterior lighting; 
beautification of the property; 
increased supervision; and 
discussion with its tenant, 
Turnabout, of ways to reduce 
night noise. 

Turnabout it was revealed at 
the meeting will no longer be a 
tenant of Newman House. It is 
moving shortly to Newton 
Corner. 

The neighborhood group 
through both Walkers also 
rejected an offer by the Com¬ 
munity Relations Commission 
to mediate the dispute. Mrs. 
Walker seemed to sum up the 
attitude of the group when she 
stated “We are through talking 
with them. We have talked with 
them too many times.” 

Dr. Stuart Martin, director of 
Newman House, voiced concern 
over the neighbors refusal to 


meet with him through the 
auspices of the Community 
Relations Commission, but said 
he could “understand the 
group’s hesitancy in light of the 
impartiality of the com¬ 
mission.” 

The I^and Use Committee has 
set aside Monday, Jan. 22, for a 
special public hearing on the 
dispute and has invited 
representatives from both sides 
to be present.

Office Proposal Turned Down, 
28-Unit Apartment Approved 


The traffic agreement, made 
public by the city solicitor this 
week, reveals that the chief 
benefit gained by the ladies in 
blue was a salary increase of 4.3 
per cent over their previous 
annual salary. The women will 
now receive $11.19 per day, or 
$2,173.09 per year. Longevity 
pay will increase this amount 
by $25 for those with 10-14 years 
service, $32 for those with 15-19 
years service and those with 20 
years or more will receive an 
extra $40 a year. 

Payday will arrive once a 
month and the women will be 
expected to work 10 hours and 
35 minutes each week. 

Association members can 
also expect another pay hike on 
May 1, 1973. The contract calls 
for a 4.5 per cent increase on 
that date unless the cost of 
living index of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics is higher for the 
period of May 1,1972 to AprU 30, 
1973. The women will receive 
the higher percentage. 

The guards also received 
standardized personal leave 
policy. First year guards will 
receive 10 days of personal 
leave each year while those 
with more seniority will receive 
15 days. 

A chief complaint of the 
crossing guards had been what 
they considered the arbitrary 
manner in which personal leave 
had been administered prior to 
the contract signing. The 
women now feel, as indicated by 
one of their spokesmen, that 
they will now be treated fairly 
in receiving time off. 

The city has also agreed to 
cover up to 75 per cent of the

Mofenson Proposes Pre-trial Change 


State Representative David J. 
Mofenson of Newton has filed 
legislation to allow the chief 
justice of the State Superior 
Court to establish a schedule of 
compensation paid to bail 
commissioners in setting 
conditions of pre-trial release. 

Co-sponsors of the bill are 
State Senator William Bulger of 
Boston and Sen. Andrea 
Nuciforo of Pittsfield. 

Presently, Mofenson said, the 
defendant pays the bail com¬ 
missioner as well as the bail 


bondsman in order to secure 
pre-trail release. 

The bill prescribes that each 
county assume the cost of 
paying bail commissioners so 
as to correct abuses arising 
from the present method of 
payment of these judicial of¬ 
ficers. 

“The practice of requiring a 
criminal defendant to pay the 
judicial officer,” Mofenson 
said, “is an anachronism.” 

“In a system in which a 
defendant pays nothing to the 
arresting police officer, nothing 


to the judge or jury for his trial, 
and nothing to his jailer for his 
imprisonment, a rule requiring 
a defendant to pay an officer of 
the court for setting his con¬ 
ditions of pre-trial release is out 
of place and out of date,” the 
legislator stated. 

Under the present statute, he 
added, the judicial officer 
setting pretrial release con¬ 
ditions is allowed to charge 
each defendant $5 for each 
misdemeanor. 

There is no statutory ceiling 
for a felony charge, he said. 


Members of the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee Monday 
denied a request for the con¬ 
struction of a three-story office 
building on Rt. 16 just off Rt. 
128. 

By a vote of 7-0, committee 
members turned down the 
request from Providence 
Building Co. for a change in 
zoning on the land at 
Washington Street and Neshobe 
Rd. to allow for the construction 
of the insurance office. 

Neighbors in the area of the 
proposed project turned out in 
force at a public hearing last 
month to indicate their op¬ 
position. 

Aldermen cited traffic 
problems, parking problems 
and the size of the proposed 
building as reasons for denial. 

The full Board of Aldermen 
will have a chance to vote on the 
committee decision at the Jan. 
15 meeting. 

The committee also voted 4-1 
in favor of approving a 
proposed 28-unit apartment 
building at 153 Concord St. The 
developer, Donato A. Capasso, 
agreed to lease three of the 28 
units to the Newton Housing 
Authority for subsidized 
housing purposes. Included are 
two two-bedroom units and one 
studio apartment. 

The I^nd Use Committee was 
also informed Monday that 
local developer Frank A. 
Donato will provide 11 units in a 
proposed 48 unit apartment 
building for low income and 
elderly residents. 

In conjunction with con¬ 
struction plans, Donato has 
sought financing from the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Association (MHFA) 
and has received preliminary 
site approval from that agency. 

Final approval hinges <<n 
Donato s adherence to the MH¬ 
FA’s requiieinent that 25 per 
cent of the proposed units in a 


financed dwelling be made 
available for low income 
housing. The attorney 
representing Donato told 
aldermen that 10 of the units 
would be for the elderly and one 
three-bedroom unit would be for 
low income tenants. 

Alderman Michael Lipof 
stated that he felt the 25 per cent 
allocation was an excellent 
means of reducing the waiting 
list of 165 senior citizens now 
seeking city housing. He also 
noted that Donato’s proposal 
more than meets the city's ten 
per cent housing allowance for 
low income tenants in newly 
constructed apartment 
1 dwellings. 


The proposal was presented 
to the I .and Use Committee in a 
petition from Donato seeking a 
zoning change for a small 
parcel of land behind the in¬ 
tended site of the apartment at 
53 Paul St., Newton Centre. If 
approved, the status of the 
small parcel would change to 
that of Business B from non- 
zoned. Donato intends to in¬ 
crease the size of the apartment 
building by adding additional 
square feet to each unit. 

In an earlier petition, Donato 
asked the alderman for per¬ 
missive use of the original lot in 
order to build a taller structure 
than is presently allowed by the 
city building code. 


Newton Uses New System 
For Annual Census Taking 


Newton will be making use of 
its new data processing system 
this year in compiling annual 
census data. 

Instead of sending Newton 
Police door-to-door, the usual 
procedure, each household in 
the city will receive a letter 
indicating the most current 
family census data and a sheet 
of instructions on how to make 
changes. 

The computer will do the rest 
of the work. 

Alan Licarie, executive 
secretary of the Newton 
Election Commission, said 
Tuesday that the city hopes to 
save $10,000 by using this 
method. 

In addition, he said data will 
include all members of the 
family instead of only those 
over ihe age of 17. The city 
intends, he said, to use the 
statistics on small children to 


help plan for future educational 
needs. 

People will be asked via the 
questionnaire to list all family 
members and their ages and to 
indicate whether their children 
attend public, private or 
parochial schools. 

The School Department will 
be given appropriate figures for 
use in estimating future 
enrollments and for planning in 
the event of any parochial 
school closings. 

Space will also be provided, 
Licarie said, for householders to 
indicate whether or not they 
own a dog. This information will 
be given to the city clerk for 
statistical purposes. 

The election official 
estimated that a residents list 
for Newton will be prepared 
sometime in April and an up¬ 
dated voters list should be 
available by May 1, the first 
filing date for candidates for the 
fall city elections. j

Anti-War Resolution 


Newton aldermen passed 
another resolution condemning 
United States involvement in 
Vietnam last week by a vote of 
14-2. 

It is the fourth time aldermen 
have voted on the war question. 

The resolution, held up last 
Monday on a charter objection 
by Aid. Louis Egelson, calls for 
the withdrawal of United States 
troops from Vietnam and asks 
the Massachusetts 
Congressional delegation to 
vote to withdrawal funds for all 
military operations in the 
southeast Asian country.

Antonellis and Aldermen 
David Jackson declined to vote 
on the measure.

During January, which is 
national Big Brother Month, the 
Jewish Big Brother Association 
of Boston is making a concerted 
effort to enlist new little 
Brothers in Brookline, Brighton 
and Newton. 

According to Irving I. Medoff, 
president of the Jewish Big 
Brother Association, the agency 
is concentrating on these areas 
because they are where the 
majority of Jewish Big Brothers 
are located. 

Thus, he said, there is an 
immediate opportunity for 
fatherless Jewish boys living in 
Brookline, Brighton and 
Newton to establish a positive 
one-to-one relationship with a 
mature. resDonsible male. 

A "little brother," Medoff 
explained, is any boy between 7 
and 14 who is without a father 
due to death, divorce, or 
desertion, or whose father may 
suffer from physical or mental 
impairment that prevents a 
meaningful father-son 
relationship. 

The Big Brothers are 
volunteers from many walks of 
life who share a belief in the Big 
Brother motto that "It is better 
to build boys than mend men." 
After undergoing a careful 
selection process, each Big 
Brother is matched with a Little 
Brother on the basis of common 
interests and personalities. 

However, Medoff noted, it is 
expected that differences 
between the Big Brother and his 
Little Brother will enable both 
of them to gain new insights and 
growth. 

A constituent agency of the 
Combined Jewish Philan¬ 
thropies of Greater Boston, the 
Jewish Big Brother Association 
of Boston is the second oldest 
Big Brother organization in 
America. 

In addition to its primary 
function of matching Little and 
Big Brothers, the agency’s 
professional staff is frequently 
able to help Little Brothers or 
members of their families who 


are faced with physical, 
emotional or financial 
problems. 

For example, the agency can 
provide Little Brothers with a 
full range of diagnostic services 
through its consultation service, 
and it has an on-going coun¬ 
selling program for mothers of 
Little Brothers.

Mayor White Takes Himself 
Out Of Race For Governor 


Boston Mayor Kevin H. White has virtually ruled out the 
possibility that he will stand for the Governorship In 1974. 

Political observers generally believe that White would be the 
strongest candidate the Democrats could nominate for. Governor 
in ’74. But persons close to White assert he no longer is interested 
in being Governor. 

While they say it’s conceivable White might change hLs mind, 
they predict he will bypass the next gubernatorial election and 
seek a third term as Mayor of Boston In 1975. 

If he wins another mayoralty term, White would be in a strong 
position to bid for a seat In the U.S. Senate In the event Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy Ls the Democratic nominee for President In 
1976. 

No one ever has won election to three consecutive full four- 
year terms as Mayor of Boston or served 12 successive years as 
the Hub's chief municipal executive. 

James M. Curley was elected four times as Mayor of Boston, 
but his victories were achieved in 1913,1921,1929 and 1945. When 
Curley was In the prime of his public career, the law prevented a 
Boston Mayor from succeeding himself. 

John B. Hynes won three consecutive elections as Mayor of 
Boston. But his first term was only two years in length because 
the people of Boston in 1949 voted to adopt a new city charter. 

While Hynes was elected for four years in 1941, he himself 
interpreted the charter change as shortening his first term, and 
he stood for reelection In 1951. Hynes repeatedly turned down 
suggestions that he run for Governor or U.S. Senator. 

Maurice J. Tobin, who served as both Mayor of Boston and 
Governor of Massachusetts, considered the job as Mayor more 
difficult 

James M. Curley, who also held both offices, agreed. 

However, Boston Mayors such as Hynes and John F. Collins 
shied away from the Governorship. The idea of dealing with 280 
legislators had little appeal for Hynes. 

White's present intention to remain out of the gubernatorial 
fight pushes Attorney General Robert Quinn forward as the 
leading Democratic caudldate for Governor. 

The only Democrat on Beacon Hill with the political muscle to 
stand up to Quinn in a convention battle for the gubernatorial 
endorsement is State Senate President Kevin B. Harrington. 

Harrington has not indicated any gubernatorial ambitions, 
and it is not known whether he is likely to seek the Governorship 

His cousin, Congressman Michael J. Harrington of Beverly, 
has been mentioned as a possible contender for Governor. Ac¬ 
tually, however, Congressman Harrington is not well enough 
known outside his own district to contest with Attorney General 
Quinn. 
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Quinn and House Speaker David M. Bartley of Holyoke may 
pool their strength and ran as a tandem for the nominations for 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor. 

Bartley was Quinn’s first lieutenant when the latter was 
Speaker of the House. He has told friends he will not challenge 
Quinn for the gubernatorial nomination but might be willing to 
accept the No. 2 spot on a ticket with Quinn. 

A Democrat who may return to the Massachusetts political 
wars in 1974 ls former Governor Endtcott Peabody who made a 
futile fight last year for the Democratic nomination for Vice 
President. 

Peabody was defeated for Democratic renomination for 
Governor in 1984 after serving one term in that office. He won the 
Democratic nomination for U.S. Senate In 1966 but lost to Senator 
Edward W. Brooke in the election. 

He has been out of public office since the end of 1964 but still 
has a substantial following within the Democratic party. 

The Democratic candidate for Attorney General If Quinn 
moves up to bid for the Governorship probably will be either State 
Representative George L. Sacco, Jr., of Medford or former 
Lieutenant Governor Francis X. Bellotti of Quincy. 

Former Representative Michael Dukakis of Brookline would 
like to run for Attorney General if Quinn vacates the office, but he 
made a disappointing bid for Lieutenant Governor in 1970. 

With Speaker Bartley expected to seek the Democratic 
nomination for Lieutenant Governor In 1974, a move to wipe out 
the pre-primary convention system of endorsing candidates for 
state-wide offices presumably will be sidetracked in the House of 
Representatives. 

Bartley would wield substantial strength and influence at a 
State Convention. It would serve his political ends to hold such a 
conclave in 1974. The likelihood of abolishing the convention now 
seems rather remote. 

Hedges Warns Gov. Sargent 
He Is In "Serious Trouble" 

Norfolk County Sheriff Charles Hedges, one of the most astute 
politicians in the Republican party, has tried to warn Governor 
Sargent that he may be heading down the road to political disaster 
if he really plans to seek reelection to another term in 1974. 

Hedges, who asserts that be has great respect for Governor 
Sargent, told the Governor in a letter that in his travels 
throughout Norfolk County he has found Mr. Sargent to be In 
"serious trouble.” 

He advised the Governor to start organizing now if he intends 
to run again. 

Sheriff Hedges reported on the sentiment he found at a recent 
meeting of Republican workers, a majority of whom expressed 
the opinion that Sargent had made no effort to rebuild the GOP 
during his four years in the Governorship. 

Hedges informed the Governor that many of those in at¬ 
tendance felt that Republican prospects In Norfolk County and 
throughout Massachusetts had been injured by certain of 
Sargent's actions, appointments and "flip statements.” 

While Hedges didn't spell It oat In detail, many of the. 
Republicans at the meeting to which Hedges referred believe 
Governor Sargent Is being Insulated from political reality by the 
people around him and is being fed a lot of political pap about his 
strength and popularity. 

Governor Sargent will be making a serious mistake if he 
dismisses Hedges’ advice as the expressions of a political trouble- 
maker. Hedges, who intends to retire from public life at the end of 
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his present term, is seeking nothing for himself and is trying to 
help the Governor.

Cong. O'Neill To Be Force 
For Ending War In Vietnam 

Popular Congressman Thomas P. O’Neill, Jr., of Cambridge, 
newly elected majority leader of the national House, not only will 
be a force for ending the war in Vietnam but will become Speaker 
of the lower branch of Congress in six years. 

Speaker Cart Albert plans to retire from public life at the end 
of 1978. When he does, O’Neill, described in Washington as a 
"politician's politician,'* undoubtedly will succeed him. 

O'Neill, who has had the stamp of leadership on him since he 
first went to Beacon Hill as a young legislator, has been the 
protege of two Speakers of the national House, Sam Rayburn and 
John W. McCormack. 

He was the first Democratic Speaker of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives, holding that office for four years. In 
1952 he was elected to succeed John F. Kennedy In Congress. In 
the two decades since then he has moved up steadily through the 
ranks of the national House. 

O’Neill today is the Massachusetts Congressman with the 
most political clout He is in a position to help his native state in an 
effective manner at a time when it is in urgent need of*such help. 

An outspoken dove, O'Neill is expected to play a part in 
changing the attitude in Congress where end-the-war resolutions 
have been killed In recent years. 

Indeed, there is some evidence that the position of Congress is 
changing even without O’Neill’s influence. If President Nlxor. and 
emissary Henry Kissinger don’t end the war in Vietnam rather 
promptly, Congress almost certainly wiM end it for them. 


Henry Kissinger Better As 
Playboy Than As Negotiator 

Judging from this writer’s mail, a great many persons 
believe that Henry Kissinger is more successful in his role as a 
rather shopworn playboy than as a negotiator for peace in Viet¬ 
nam. 

Whatever the reason may have been, Kissinger obviously 
over-stated the case when he told the people of the United States 
late in October that peace was at hand. 

It does not seem possible that Kissinger could have so 
misjudged the attitude of the Thien government or that President 
Nixon would allow Thleu to stand In the way of a reasonable peace 
agreement 

What some observers suspect Kissinger misjudged was his 
own ability to charm someone into accepting the tentative terms 
of a peace treaty. 

If Kissinger can’t produce the peace everybody wants and the 
release of the U.S. prisoners of war, Mr. Nixon should consider 
turning the negotiating task over to someone else. Kissinger’s 
mind may be on less serious matters.

Frontier

That beautiful new picture of 
Earth taken by the Appollo 17 
astronauts from space is still 
fresh In our memories, 
reminding us again that Earth 
is indeed a fragile spaceship. 

Our Earth turns once more to 
start a new trip around the sun. 

It is a good time to take a look 
at what 1972 has meant, and 
what 1973 may mean, for Earth 
and its life support system — its 
environment. 

Next year will see a world 
conference on the Law of the 
Sea. Starting in November of 
1973 in New York and con¬ 
tinuing in Chile in 1974, this 
United Nations conference will 
deal with such international 
issues as global pollution r . 
control, fishing and overfishing, 
freedom of navigation, and the 
development and sharing of the 
ocean’s mineral resources. 

Already in 1972, a major in¬ 
ternational agreement on ocean 
pollution was made at a cot>- 
ference in London attended by 
representatives of 91 countries, 
including all the world's major 
maritime nations. This 
"Convention on the Dumping of 
Wastes at Sea” prohibits 
dumping of high-level 
radioactive waste, biological 
and chemical warfare agents, 
mercury and cadmium and 
their compounds, crude oil, 
some pesticides, and durable 
plastics. Special permits are 
required for other substances, 
including zinc, silicon com¬ 
pounds, cyanides, arsenic, lead, 
copper, scrap metal, flourides, 
and waste containing large 
quantities of beryllium, 
chromium, nickel, and van¬ 
adium. 

Die weakness of this anti¬ 
pollution convention (like all 
other inter-national 
agreements) lies in en¬ 
forcement. Both enforcement 
and penalties are left to in¬ 
dividual countries. Shelved 
until the 1973 Law of the Sea 
conference is the highly con¬ 
troversial question of 
establishment of a "pollution 
zone” which many nations 
would like to create ranging 
from SO to 200 miles off their 
coasts. Hiis is closely tied up 
with the equally hot issue of 
national offshore boundaries, 
crucial to the future of 
maritime law. 

1972 also saw the convening of 
the United Nations Human 
Environment Conference in 
Stockholm last June, and now 
comes the work of setting up an 
Environment Secretariat within 
the United Nations to work on 
making its goal of a healthy 
world environment into reality. 

All the problems of en¬ 
forcement, all the problems of 
national rivalries, and all the 
problems of differing points of 
view of rich and poor nations 
towards industrial development 
and pollution control are 
already plaguing the En¬ 
vironment Secretariat and its 
head, Maurice Strong of 
Canada. 

These problems are expected 
to continue when the En¬ 
vironment Secretariat’s 
governing council meets for the 
first time in June. However, 
action is already going on in 
several fields which transcend 
national boundaries. An Earth 
Watch program of global 
assessment and monitoring and 
a program of technical 
assistance in pollution Control 
are being Set up. 

It is easy to be too pessimistic 
or too optimistic about such 
things as global environmental 
programs. As George Bush, the 
retiring United States delegate 
to the United Nations, said just 
before Christinas, there was an 
"overpromise" when the United 
Nations was first established, 
as people hoped for instant 
peace everywhere. 

The United Nations can’t 
create miracles until the in¬ 
dividual nations are ready for 
miracles ... but com¬ 
munication can slowly lead to 
cooperation. As 1972 turns into 
1973, there is hope for serious 
communication, and some 
cooperation, on the en¬ 
vironmental problems that 
endanger our fragile, beautiful, 
blue and white globe.

A heart attack is caused by 
complications of the disease 
process—that is, hemorrhage 
arising within the artery wall, 
or the formation of a blood clot 
(coronary thrombosis) upon the 
lining surface. The National 
Health Education Committee, 
which makes these points in a 
report, explains that either 
complication may further re¬ 
strict the caliber of the vessel 
or completely block it.

NEW YORK (UP!) - Jethro 
Tull attracts capacity audiences 
consistently because it mixes 
good rock music with smart 
showmanship. 

Last November Jethro Tull 
packed Madison Square Garden 
and could have played all night 
If the enthusiastic crowd of 
23,000 fans had had Its way. 

The opening number, "Thick 
As a Brick," was stretched for 
more than an hour but there 
was no drag in the action 
because Ian Anderson, the 
group’s leader, put on a good 
show. Wearing a suit jacket 
with tails and ballet tights, 
Anderson went into a 15-minute 
flute solo, hopping around the 
stage on one foot, sneezing and 
bellowing into the microphone 
like a lion without breaking the 
thread of his music. 

At one point during "Thick 
As a Brick," the group slipped 
off the stage while a tape 
recorder played the sound of 
wind blowing and then suddenly 
returned and drummer Bar- 
riemore Barlow went into a 
long solo. Barlow then began 
clanging cymbals and each 
group member charged on 
stage with drumsticks and 
attacked each other while 
strobe lights pulsated. 

Bassist Jeffrey Hammond- 
Hammond got a lot of laughs 
with a news report which made 
no sense and organist John 
Evan further enlivened the 
scene by appearing in a rabbit 
suit as a "non-rabbit’ 
guitarist Martin Barre pra 
on stage in a gorilla

PROVO, Utah (UP!) - 
Brigham Young University is 
experimenting with a rapid 
reading program for the blind, 
which could teach them to read 
braille at over 4,060 words per 
minute (WPM). 

A special education work¬ 
shop, was conducted by non¬ 
braille reading Dr. Vearle 
McBride, Professor of Educa¬ 
tion at Culver-Stockton College, 
Canton, Mo.

Miss Steinhouser, who could 
read an above average 150 
words per minute before 
starting McBride's experiment, 
ended up reading over 3,000 
WPM with nearly complete 
comprehension and over 4,000 
WPM with "enjoyable com¬ 
prehension.” 

"I'm not suggesting that all 
blind people are able to read at 
that rate any more than I 
would suggest that all sighted 
people could read at the same 
rate," McBride said. 

"But if we were able to 
increase the reading rate of a 
blind person by doubling or 
tripling his rate, then I think 
we will be performing a great 
service." 

McBride's system for braille 
readers is not unlike the rapid 
reading system used by sighted 
readers. 

But he encourages his stu¬ 
dents, once they have mastered 
basic rapid-reading skills, to 
develop their own methods and 
styles of reading.

Can Detect 
Pollution 

HAMPTON, Va. - Ex- 
porimcnts from NASA’s 
l,angley Research Center, 
working in cooperation with the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), have developed 
a laser which will remotely 
' detect air pollution gases 
discharged from industrial 
smokestacks. 

A telescope-mounted laser 
beam is aimed at the smoke 
emitted from an industrial 
enokostnck. Pollutants such as 
Hulpher dioxide, one of the worst 
air pollutants and often present 
in industrial exhaust, reflect 
light having a specific 
frequency which is detected 
through special optical filters 
attached to the laser. 

* EPA is interested in using the 
laser device for remote sensing 
of many kinds of industrial | 
plants. The laser should be 
accurate up to one kilometer 
(3,300 feet) from an exhaust 
stack. 

I-ingley ami the EPA have 


been conducting the field tests 
at the Asheville, N.C., plant of 
the Carolina Power and light 
Company, which offered to 
cooperate with the government 
agencies in the experiments. 

Formerly, EPA investigators 
had to sample exhaust plumes 
by inserting probes into the 
base of a plant stack. The 
probes collect samples which 
are then chemically analyzed 
by nearby instruments to 
determine the concentration of 
pollutants such as sulpher 
dioxide in the smokestack 
exhaust gases. The major 
problem with this method is 
that installation of equipment in 
the exhaust stack is a com¬ 
plicated process. Remote ob¬ 
servations with a portable in¬ 
strument, such as the l^angley 
radar, have an advantage in 
that measurements can be 
made specifically without in¬ 
conveniencing the plant 
operator. 

During a series of tests, in 
mid-November, the Langley 
laser was set up dbout 200 
meters (650 feet) from the 
Asheville plant, and the EPA’s 
instruments were operated 


from the stack base. 
Correlations between the two 
types of detection methods are 
expected to prove the accuracy 
of the laser technique. 

The laser detector is accurate 
only at night because, during 
daylight, background scat¬ 
tering of light Impedes the 
accuracy needed to detect 
pollutants. Night observations 
are highly desirable, however, 
because many industrial plants 
emit a large amount of their 
pollutants after dark. 

In the future, it should be 
possible to easily monitor large, 

I industrial areas, using in- 
struments of this type, to insure 
that pollutant emissions from 
smokestacks remain within 
allowable levels.

If you’re a young single 
iman, you’re discriminated 
against because you might get 
married,” she said. “If you're 
married, you’re discriminated 
against because you might get 
pregnant. Once you’ve had the 
baby, you’re discriminated 
against because you have pre¬ 
school children. When the kids 
finally grow up, you’re dis- 
erminated against because 
you’re too old.” 

Needed in Advertising 
An industry where there is a 
great need for feminist consul¬ 
tants, Ms. Macleod says, is 
advertising, especially televi¬ 
sion commercials. 

“Many consumer services are 
advertised on daytime televi¬ 
sion,” she said, “assuming 
their customers are house¬ 
wives. Something a feminist 
consultant could tell them is 
that half the married women 
are working. 


Most of these families are in 
the $10,000 to $20,000 income 
bracket and that’s how they got 
in that bracket.” She said 
daytime television commercials 
assume that most women are 
“high-heeled, aproned house¬ 
wives going Into ecstacy over 
housework." 

The state Civil Rights Divi¬ 
sion ordered New Jersey 
newspapers in October, 1971, to 
intergrate their help wanted 
column because separate male 
and female columns constituted 
sexual discrimination. 

At hearings before the 
division, Ms. Macleod testified 
in favor of such a move by the 
state. 

“I pointed out that segregat¬ 
ed want ads are inherently 
discriminatory, mainly against 
women. It’s a mechanism for 
the employer who intends to 
discriminate, and he can do it 
very easily.” She said most 
New Jersey newspapers have 
complied with the division 
order, but a few have appealed 
the ruling. 

"It’s a very exciting field to 
be in,” she said of her 
newfound profession. “Moat of 
us have worked for male-run 
companies most of our lives 
and it’s great to be doing what 
we think needs to be done 
rather than working for a male 
dominated company.” 


BONN (UPI) 

Renger, first woman chosen as 
president of the Bonn parli¬ 
ament, believes German women 
are beginning to think and act 
politically, but are still at a 
disadvantage because men are 
better organized. 

"Women more and more vote 
politically, throwing off exter¬ 
nal influences such as that of 
their religious confession,” Mrs. 
Renger said in an interview 
with UPI. 

On the other hand, women 
are underrepresented in the 
newly elected parliament. Al¬ 
though 52 per cent of the West 
German population is female, 
only 30 of 496 members—9 per 
cent—of the Bundestag (lower 
house of parliament) are 
women, the smallest contingent 
since the republic was founded 
1949. 

Women’s problem is getting 
the political parties to put them 
up as candidates. Mrs. Renger 
said. 

“We’ve never really built up 
our organizations within the 
political parties,” she said. 
’’The men have the stronger 
battalions.” 

Someone said American 
blacks complain that if a black 
and white of equal talents apply 
for a Job the white always will 
get it, and suggested German 
women find themselves in the 
same position with men. 

Mrs. Renger, a willowy 
blonde, grinned ruefully. 

“In the main, I accept that 
analogy,” she said. 

Husband Killed In War 

Mrs. Renger had to overcome 
more than the usual barriers

—Annemarie men raise to women in politics. 

In 1944 her first husband was 
killed in fighting near Chartres, 
France. At the age of 25, she 
found herself with an infant son 
and on her own, forced to seek 
a Job. 

From late 1945, the Job was 
as private secretary to Kurt 
Schumacher, a bitter man 
lacking one leg and one arm 
who had Just emerged from 11 
years in Hitler’s concentration 
camps. Schumacher set out to 
rebuild Germany’s Social De¬ 
mocratic party. 

She remained at Schumach¬ 
er’s side during the tempes¬ 
tuous postwar years until his 
death in 1952. 

A year later, she entered the 
West German Parliament. 
Since 1969, she has been an 
assistant whip, making sure 
every Social Democratic deputy 
was present during those 
critical periods when the 
opposition Christian Democrats 
repeatedly came within a hair 
of ousting Chancellor Willy 
Brandt. 

An interviewer recalled sev¬ 
eral newspapers had suggested 
Brandt’s party picked Mrs. 
Renger for the presidency of 
parliament as “the token 
woman.” 

For an instant, the edge of 
her quick temper flashed. Then 
she grinned, and said, “This 
was a decision of the party, and 
it demonstrates the rapid 
progress we are making. I 
certainly do not view my 
selection as only a form of 
reparations to the underrepre¬ 
senting of a second half of our 
people.”

, Pomegranates are about the size of an 
apple with a thin, tough rind which 
should be pink or a bright red. Inside is 
crimson, Juicy with thousands of seeds, 
and it’s the seeds that keep you busy. To 
eat: break open pomegranate and 
dislodge the kernels. The flesh is then 
sucked from the pits. The flavor is 
unique, a bit tart and delicious. The 
beverage flavoring called grenadine is 
made from pomegranates.

5. Add about 4 cup floor or enough 
flour to make a thick batter. If eggs are 
used, add here. Beat on high speed for 2 
minutes, scraping howl occasionally.

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Cooking Methods For Frozen 
Roasts May Be Changed 


By JEANNE LE8EM

NEW YORK (UP!) —Frozen 
roasts usually take about one- 
third to one-half as much 
longer to cook from the frozen 
state as the same cuts started 
at refrigerator temperature. 

Until recently, the only short 
cut was higher cookii* temper¬ 
atures. But they had undesira¬ 
ble side effects—greater shrin¬ 
kage and less tenderness, 
Juiciness and flavor. 

A study at Kansas State 
University may change all that. 
A brief report on the study, 
delivered at the annual meat 
information conference here, 
said comparison cooking of 
frozen beef rib roast and leg of 
lamb roasts by dry heat and 
moist heat in oven film showed 
tittle difference in any of these 
factors when the roasts were 
cooked to the same internal 
temperatures. The beef roasts 
used in the study weighed 3-to-5 
pounds and were cooked to 140 
degrees. The lamb roasts, 
about 5 pounds each, were 
cooked to 167 degrees. 

Reba Staggs of the National 
Livestock and Meat Board 
reported dry heat produced 
meat that looked less well <Jone 
than meat cooked to the same 
internal temperature by moist 
heat, br braising. She said time 
for cooking lamb roasts was 
less by dry heat than by moist, 
and that the time for cooking 
beef roasts by dry or moist 
heat was not shortened signifi¬ 
cantly by higher than usual 
temperatures. 

The meeting was sponsored 
by the American Meat Insti¬ 
tute, a trade organization of 
meat packers. 

Wans About Disease 

Another participant Jeanne 
Paris, home economics director 
for a meat packer, discussed 
safe food handling practices. 

S* estimated food borne 
disease cases in the United 
States range between two 
million and 20 million cases a 
year. 

Miss Paris compared sanita¬ 
tion on the homefront with that 
of food processing plants which 
' must conform to stringent legal 
standards. 9>e said some 
cleaning is done in plants as 
often as every two hours, and 
more complete cleaning at the 
end of each work shift. 

Whole workrooms are re¬ 
frigerated if they are used to 
prepare raw food for processing 
or cooked food lor packaging, 
she said. 

“People handling raw foods 
are separated from those 
working with cooked foods,” 
she said. ’They even have 
separate dressing roams. Me¬ 
chanization has eliminated 
many hand operations.” 

But the average home kitchen 
and the cooks who use it take 
no such precautions. 

Suppose you've been prcpv- 
ing raw poultry for cooking. Do 
you 


and one of the easiest to avoid. 
The bacteria that cause it are 
often found In raw meat and 
poultry and on hands that have 
handled them. They can be 
destroyed in food by cooking It 


utensils, by proper washing. 

Wash utensils and counter 
surfaces with soap and hot 
water, then rinse with a 
solution of 2 teaspoons of 
chlorine bleach per gallon of 
water. 

To disinfect hands, use 
antiseptic soap with water, or 
dip them in a solution of 4 
teaspoon of chlorine bleach per 
gallon of hot water. 

Some other Ups from Miss 
Paris: 

Wear clean clothes in the 
kitchen. You're protecting food 
from people as well as your 
clothes from food spills. 

Throw away plksUc bags 
after one use. 

Sanitize food storage objects 
such as lettuce keepers, hydra- 
tor drawers, cutting boards and 
cap opener blades regularly— 
the board and the blade, after 
each use. 

Clean and sanitize counter 
and table surfaces b etween the 
times they hold shopping bags 
and ready-to«at food. Don't 
reuse grocery bags for carrying 
cooked food. 

Store raw food and cooked 
food separately. 

Air dry dishes if you don’t 
use an automatic dishwasher. 

Air dry your hands, too, or 
use paper towels. 

Keep surfaces, crevices and 
equipment free from food 
particles and grease. 

Hokf food—both cooked and 
raw—below 45 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit or above 140 degrees. The 
range between these two 
temperatures encourages bac¬ 
terial growth that can lead to 
food poisoning.

A new veterans benefits law 
became effective Oc¬ 
tober, 1972, provides that men 
whose wives die or become 100 
percent disabled while in 
military service will now have 
equal rights with the wives and 
widows of male veterans. 

This new law clears up 
several aaeas of confusion 
concerning The rights of 
dependents and survivors of 
female veterans. In effect. It 
makes the word ‘wife” include 
•the husband of a female 
veteran, and the term “widow” 
include the widower of a female 
veteran when thgy apply for 
veterans benefits. 

Benefits about whic^i all 
veterans, male and female, 
should advise their families, 
include: 

COMPENSATION—If the 
veteran’s death was a service- 
connected, the widow (or 
widower) and minor children 
may be eligible for monthly 
dependency and indemnity 
compensation payments based 
on the veteran’s active duty 
pay. 

PENSION—A non-service- 
connected death may entitle the 
survivors to pension payments, 
if the income does not ext 
income limitations. 

EDUCATION-If tMPRran 
beomes 100 percogpRibled or 
dies from samfK -connected 
causes, U^^Mise is eligible for 
educqt|0massistance. 

LOANS—As long as 
dow (or widower) of an 

igible veteran remains 
unremarried he or she is 
eligible for a GI home loan.

EDITOR’S NOTE: Veteran* 
and their families are asking 
thousands of questions con¬ 
cerning the benefits their 
Government provides for them 
through the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration. Below are some 
representative queries. Ad¬ 
ditional Information may be 
obtained at any VA office. 

Q. I was recently discharged 
from the service and am now 
working for a tile setter, 
learning the business. Is there 
any way that I can qualify for 
on-the-job training under the GI 
BUI? 

A. From your nearest VA 
office obtain application 21E- 
1990. Fill it out completely ahd 
return it to that VA office along 
with copies of your separation 
papers from the service (DD 
214), and birth and marriage 
certificates (if the latter apply). 
Your state approving agency 
(usually the Department of 
Education) for such training 
wUl take it from there and 
determine whether or not your 
job quaUfies. If It does, VA wUl 
send you benefit checks allotted 
for such training. 

Q. I am a veteran, aged 46, 
and I have cancer. I am unable 
to work and must stay in bed 100 
percent of the time. Can I get 
any financial assistance from 
the Veterans Administration? 

A. You may apply for a 
pension which is allowed to 
qualified war time veterans 
whose annual income does not 
exceed $3,800. For further 
information contact your 
nearest VA office, or the VA 
office where you know your 
records are located. 


Q. If a veteran sells his 
home and his GI loon ts 
assumed by the buyer, can his 
eligibUity be restored so he can 
buy another house on a GI loon ? 

A. No. Entitlement con be 
restored only if both the 
following conditions are met: 
(1) The original GI loon has 
been paid in full; and (2) the 
home was disposed of due to 
compelling reasons such as 
health, destruction by hazard, 
condemnation and under cer¬ 
tain conditions of transfer for 
employment.

as the coordinating unit for a 
planned statewide attack on the 
problem of auto theft scheduled 
to get underway on February 
1st 

"I have dispatched letters 
Inviting the participation of 
more than a score of individuals 
from all walks of life in a unique 
and firstof-its-kind campaign 
aimed at curbing the Com¬ 
monwealth's staggering auto 
theft problem,” the Registrar 
said. 

Massachusetts ranks first in 
the nation In the number of auto 
thefts, according to Registrar 
Lucey. 

Representatives of all news 
media in the Commonwealth 
will be Included in the com¬ 
mittee’s formation according to 
(he Registrar. “In addition to 
the news media, I have also 
invited the participation of all 
local law enforcement agencies 
as well as representatives of 
numerous business and civic 
organizations,” Registrar 
Lucey said. 

Among others to be included 
in the committee’s formation 
are insurance company 
representatives, members of 
the judiciary, automobile dubs’ 
offidals, also to be included are 
various state agencies among 
them being the Department of 
Education and Youth Service 
Department 

The Registrar today said that 
he expected the committee to 
meet for the first time on 
February 1st 

The Registry’s Title Division 
was designated as the coor¬ 
dinating unit for the 
Massachusetts campaign. "The 
Title Division, the Com¬ 
monwealth’s anti-theft agenoy, 
is the natural catalyst for a 
program of this scope,” 
Registrar Lucey said. 

The Massachusetts Com¬ 
mittee On Auto Theft 
Prevention is expected to 
promote the goals of auto theft 
prevention through im¬ 
plementation of a major 
program of public information 
and education. 

, The Registrar said today that 
he anticipated release of the 
names of those participating in 
the campaign within a few 
weeks.

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Catholic Relief Warehouse 
In Managua Not Affected 


Bishop Edward E. Swan- 
strom, executive director of 
Catholic Relief Services, today 
confirmed reports that the CRS 
warehouse In Managua was not 
affected by last week’s 
calamitous earthquake that 


devastated the capital city of 
Nicaragua. The one million 
pounds of foodstuffs stored 
there fqr CRS' year-round food 
programs in Nicaragua are 
completely Intact and already 
are being distributed to needy 


disaster victims. 

Forty-eight hours before the 
earthquake struck, a shipment 
of 233,000 pounds of flour and 
wheat had also arrived in 
Corlnto, the port city about 100 
miles north of Managua. When 
the disaster occurred the vessel 
that had delivered this ship¬ 
ment was en route to 
Guatemala with an additional 
518,000 pounds of food. It was

quickly re-routed and arrived 
hack in Corinto on Christmas 
Day. 

In addition to the CRS food 
supplies already in Nicaragua, 
approximately 2 million pounds 
from CRS warehouse facilities 
in Costa Rica, Guatemala and 
Honduras are being rushed 
overland by truck to the 
disaster area. Another vessel 
carrying 2,300,000 pounds of 
food originally destined for 
Peru, Bolivia, Ecuador and 
Columbia has also been re¬ 
routed to Nicaragua and is 
scheduled to arrive there on 
January 4th. 

A special shipment of 200,000 
pounds of clothing is being 
processed at the CRS 
warehouse in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
and will be dispatched to 
Managua by the end of this 
week; an additional 160,000 
pounds of clothing, delivered 
early last week to El Salvador, 
is also being trucked direct to 
the disaster scene. 

Prior to last week’s disaster, 
Catholic Relief Services was the 
sole American foreign relief 
voluntary agency operating on 


a full-time basis in Nicaragua. 
The CRS representative in 
Nicaragua, Mr. Steven Otto, a 
native of Los Angeles, Calif., Is 
now endeavoring to coordinate 
the efforts of other international 
voluntary agencies involved in 
the emergency. Mr. Otto is 
being aided by CRS personnel 
from neighboring countries who 
have been temporarily assigned 
to Nicaragua. 

Bishop Swanstrom also made 
a strong plea for financial 
support to help defray the 
massive costs Involved In 
overland trans-shipments of 
food and clothing to the 
Managua area and to help fund 
the movement of Nicaraguan 
families away from the disaster 
area. The concerned American

Forms For 
Aliens At 
Post Office 

All post offices are 
cooperating in the annual alien 
address reporting program in 
January, the U. S. Postal

The Immigration and 
Nationality Act of 1952 requires 
aliens resident in the U. S. on 
Jan. 1 to report their addresses 
to the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. 

As in past years, all post 
offices will participate in the 
program to the extent of 
distributing address reporting 
cards (Form 1-53) to aliens and 
forwarding the cards after 
completion to Immigration and 
Naturalization Service offices. 

The form^a manila punch 
card similar to the one used for 
1972 alien reporting—will be 
available for distribution at post 
offices on the first business day 
of January, 1973. Completed 
forms must be turned in before 
the end of January.

Nature’s Way 

By WAYNE HANLEY 
(Mass. Audubon Society) 

It seems in this age of 
technology that recognizing a 
live tree causes some persons 
deep trouble. 

Existence of the problem 
emerged in Boston’s Plantree 
Program. More specifically, the 
observation comes from the 
program’s post-Christmas 
experiences. 

It is not our intention to pick 
on Bostonians. One dares say 
that similar statistics could be 
found in Atlanta, Hartford, 
Portland or Providence. It just 
so happens that the evidence 
became abundantly available in 
Boston. 

It happened thus: The under¬ 
funded Boston Parks Depart¬ 
ment asked Yule celebrators 
who decorated the living room 
with a living Christmas tree to 
donate the conifer after the 
holidays to the Plantree 
Program. Plantree collects 
viable trees and plants them in 
Boston parks. By “living" tree, 
the Plantree folta meant a tree 
with living roots, bagged in soil 
and burlap. 

Unfortunately, in this era 
when a Christmas tree may be 
plastic, stainless steel or 
recycled tin cans, people think 
of a living Christmas tree as one 
that was chopped from a New 
Brunswick or Maine woodland. 
By now, you’ve guessed what 
happens each Yule when 
Plantree reaps household trees. 
The program receives hundreds 
of rootless, chopped trees. The 
donors suppose that they fulfill 
the definition of “living". 

The conifers, of course, are 
deceptive. An evergreen tree 
will stand three weeks in a 
living room and maintain an 
appearance of freshness. More 
familiar trees would wither 

While many plants are 
capable of sprouting roots from 
a cut segment, conifers rank 
rather high among those which 
lack any regenerative capacity. 
Even the stump of a conifer 
does not resprout, as so many 
trees do. 

There is in the "living" 
Christmas tree bungle con¬ 
siderable evidence of humans 
being rather remote from the 
natural world. But, in this age, 
it hardly provides proper 
material for scoffing. The truth 
Is that "life" or "living" has 
become increasingly difficult to 
define. 

Thanks Heavens, when I 
studied biology there was a cant 
phrase which one could scribble 
on an examination paper and be 
certain of receiving a 100-grade. 
The teacher had learned it from 
his teacher who had learned it.. 
. well, it had the approval of 
hoary tradition. 

Today if one were to describe 
"life" as metabolism, 
reproduction, growth, 
responsiveness and movement, 
the teacher might not be so 
enthusiastic. What can one say 
when hearts are being tran¬ 
splanted and plant or animal 
cells seem "to live" in a 
chemical solution? What, in¬ 
deed, beyond noting that life 
indicated the absence of death? 

As the frontier of science 
pushes deeper into molecules, 
the division between the living 
and the non-living becomes 
increasingly blurred Recently I 
picked up a college biology 
manual and pursued its 955 
pages for a description of 
"life". The author came nearest 
to giving the definition in this 
sentence: 

"This entire book is about 
life; yet when you have finished 
it, you still won’t be able to 
define life convincingly or 
describe it satisfactorily . . .’’

Bidding In This Hand 
Can Be Bold, Precise 


Wednesday, January 10, 1973 


The bidding on many hands 
can be bold but precise claims 
Joseph Vaas, director of the 
Westwood C 1 <b. There are Just 
two essentiaLr. to remember in 
the bidding, he adds. These can 
be put in the form of two 
questions the partners should be 
constantly asking themselves. 
How many points do we have 
between us? Do we have an 
eight-card suit or better? 

In today’s hand the answer to 
these two questions adds up to a 
small slam in spades. It can be 
bid as simply (and boldly) as: 
one heart by South, one spade 
by North, four spades by South, 
six spades by North. 

There are other ways of 
arriving at six spades, but this 
would be the most direct. When 
North responds one spade to 
South’s opener South can see 
four spades in his own hand, 
knows that North must hold at 
least four spades and realizes 
that their trump suit is at least 


eight cards long. 

South also knows that his 
partner has at least six points. 
South can value his hand up to 
20 points. He knows they have a 
game between them, so he bids 
it. When it is North’s turn to 
rebid he can add his partner’s 20 
points to his 15 or 16 and come 
up to a slam in spades. 

Six or seven can be made. 
Real fine play will produce all 
thirteen tricks. Can you find it?

HOLIDAY PLANT CARE: 
You can get more mileage from 
your holiday plants, even those 
with short lives, if you give 
them the right care. Here are a 
few hints for handling some. 
Azalea: Likes a bright window, 
but not direct sunshine. Water 
thoroughly, never allowing the 
soil to dry. Temperature 70 degs 
in day, 55 at night 
After plant has finished 
blooming, continue to water it 
and grow in bright window. In 
summer, plunge pot in partially 
shaded spot in garden and 
water regularly. Snip off any 
long one-side shoots. Before 
frost in fall, bring indoors, and 
grow in coolest window you 
have. 

After Jan. 1, you can put plant 
in warmer room, where it will 
bloom again for you. 

Christmas Cactus: Likes 
bright window, night tem¬ 
perature around 55 to 60 degs. 
Above 70 degs. buds will drop or 
if the light is too low. Do not 
keep dry as you do other cacti, 
but keep soil uniformly moist. 
During summer put plant 
outdoors, or in cool bedroom. 

Christmas Begonia: Keep in 
bright window, and 60 deg. night 
temperature. In day 72 is fine. 
Showiest of all begonias, 
sometimes most difficult. 
Mildew gets on foliage. After 
blooming, cut plant back half 
way or more and let it fill out 
again. 

Christmas Pepper: Likes 
sunny window, temperature 65 
to 70 degs in day, less at night. 
After peppers are ripe, pick 
them off and grind them up 
(they are hot and edible). Start 
new plants from seed. Discard 
old plant. 

Cineraria: Likes lots of 
water, full sun and night 
temperature of 50 degs; 70 to 72 
degs. In day. Poor light or 
dry soil will cause leaves to wilt 
or turn yellow. Plants get 
aphids, so spray or dip in soap 
solution. Discard after 
flowering because it is an an¬ 
nual. 

Polnsettia: No. 1 Holiday 
plant likes bright window (no 
direct sun), uniform supply of 
water, and day temperature of 
72 degs. At night keep at 65 
degs. Yellow leaves can be due 
to hot rooms, or dry soil, or lack 
of light. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: A 
reader writes: ‘‘Last year we 
grew a hibiscus called Southern 


Belle. I’m not kidding when I 
say the flowers were almost a 
foot across! Will the plants 
come up again this year?" 

Answer: Yes, Hibiscus is a 
perennial and will come up 
every year. Cut the stems back 
to the ground and new shoots 
will pop up. Southern Belle is a 
good hybrid and we believe you 
when you say the flowers are 
nearly a foot across. Plants 
grow about 5 feet tall, and you 
can get colors Including deep 
red, rose, pink, pink with red 
eye, white with red eye and pure 
white.

To some, the apple 
seed is a real delicacy, but that 
doen’t mean you should eat 
them like you would peanuts. 

Apple seeds are poisonous, 
containing cyanide. Dr. John M. 

Kingsbury states in his book on 
poisonous plants that one man 
who found apple seeds a 
delicacy saved a cupful of them. 

Eating them at one time, he 
died from cyanide poisoning. I doses of groond-up poinsettia 
If you eat apple seeds along 
with the apple, there’s little 
danger of poisoning. One apple 
seed eater, Tom Mansell tells 
the latest issue of The Bulletin 
of North American Fruit ex- 
inplores, the secret is to always 
eat the seed kernels with the 
fruit, never alone. He says you 
can’t get a large enough 
quantity of the common fruits to 
get enough cyanide to poison 
yourself. If the seeds are

For his first assignment since 
receiving the award as "best 
director” for community 
theaters in New England, 
Daniel Kosow of Chestnut Hill 
will direct the Newton Country 
Players annual children’s show, 
a musical ghost story entitled

The original and new musical 
melodrama for youngsters of 
elementary school level has a 
book by Peggy Simon and Sue

The production will be

NO MEETINGS 
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What Can Newton Expect In '73? 


By CYNTHIA BLACK 

Newton Mayor Theodore D. Mann this week vowed to 
continue his fight against "the escalating tax situation" and 
stated "there will be no additional personnel hired in 1973 
for which there are no positions on 1972 employment rolls." 

His pledge was part of the State of the City message, 
delivered Monday night before the regular meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

He also announced plans to establish several new 
departments, review the City Charter, investigate county 
costs and keep up the fight to secure housing in the city. 

His report got a variety of reactions, including an at¬ 
tempt by two aldermen to stop him from delivering it at all. 

Mann devoted a substantial portion of his address to a 
review of accomplishments in 1972 and then went on to spell 
out plans for 1973. 

Among the things he is proposing for 1973 are these 
items: 

Planning Department — "Under a new direction,” 
Mann said, "the department is undergoing 
reorganization.” The department has had increased 
responsibilities in 1972, and in 1973 will fill a “new and 
vigorous position.” 

The mayor said he envisions enlarging the Planning 
Department to include fiscal planning, environmental 
planning and social planning "to more effectively prepare 
Newton for the challenges and problems of our future.” 

Department of Human Resources—Mann said he would 
ask the Board of Aldermen to establish this department this 
year. 

"In 1973, groups concerned with human problems, the 
Community Relations Council, the Youth Commission and 
the Council on Aging, consolidated their administrative 
needs under one executive director,” the mayor explained. 

"This enabled a more efficient approach to community 
problems by having direct links amonst these committees.” 


He is calling for the new department, he said, "to im¬ 
prove the work of these groups.” 

He said the Human Resources Department "will be 
charged with the task of bringing all segments of the 
community relations problem into focus.” 

Consumer Affairs—Mann said he will ask his advisory 
committee on consumer affairs to study the possibility of 
creating a commission on consumer affairs in Newton. 

Travel—"Adhering to an austerity program,” Mann 
said. "I am announcing that such items as unnecessary out- 
of-state travel for departments will not be allowed in 1973.”

Cable TV’—The establishment of a "permanent” 
commission on Cable Television, "charged with the task of 
carefully analyzing and reviewing the needs of the City of 
Newton,” will be sought. 

Assessing Department—The mayor said he will ask the 
Board of Aldermen "to join with me in revitalizing and 
reviewing our assessing practices.” 

"I will recommend,” he said, "that a single assessor 
have the responsibility of administering and running our 


Assessing Dept, with sufficient and able help.” 

City Charter—"I believe there may be ways of im¬ 
proving its capability,” Mann commented. 

"I call for a committee to be established among myself, 
the Board of Aldermen, and the School Committee to 
carefully review the contents.” 

Mann said the committee would also be charged with 
making plans "for proper revision if and when necessary.” 

Department of Personnel—The mayor said he also 
intends to request the establishment of this department, to 
be located in City HaU. 

"Running a business of 1,800 employees requires a 
department to administer to the concerns and programs of 
the people involved,” he noted. 

"This department should be placed where the city 
worker can come with a problem to be discussed with 
someone who places him first and foremost. 

"The Personnel Department will insure that city 
workers will be able to obtain all of the benefits to which 
they are entitled 

Telephones—The mayor announced that the "an¬ 
tiquated" telephone system within City Hall would be 
replaced by "a system chosen that will be best able to carry 
Cty Hall’s communications needs into the 1980’s.” He also 


announced that the use of the 911 emergency number, 
recently introduced in Brookline, will go into effect in the 
fall. 

MBTA—The mayor pledged to keep in touch "on a 
continuing basis” with the MBTA for the purpose of 
reviewing "its routes throughout the city to upgrade these 
and increase transportation in Newton." 

Middlesex County—Mann said he had met with 
Newton’s state legislators and had joined in co-sponsoring a 
program "designed to alleviate some of the burden of the 
property taxpayer.” 

"Thus will be done, hopefully, through state assumption 
of county costs, of MBTA costs and of Newton Junior 
College costs," he said. 

Housing — "I will continue my commitment to obtain a 
program of housing for the city,” Mann declared. 

Mann said his administration "would do everything 
possible” to "remove the roadblock” of federal curtailment 
of housing funds. 

Taxpayers’ Dollar — The city’s chief executive said his 
administration will "continue to be the guardian of the 
taxpayers’ dollar."

A small group of Newton 
aldermen made it clear Monday 
that opposition to the mayor’s 
reorganization of the Public 
Works Department has not 
faded away.

dinances were raised during 
discussions on appropriating 
$4,214 in advance of the budget 
to pay Carroll from now until 
March. 

The appropriation was ap¬ 
proved by a vote of 14-4. 

Alderman Joseph McDonnell, 
chairman of the board’s Public 
Works Committee, explained 
that his committee had asked 
Dudman to prepare a job 

description of his duties and 


Carrolls’ at the committee 
meeting last week. 

Dudman’s description, he 
said, indicated Carroll would be 
in charge of the garage, in¬ 
cinerator and sanitation 
department and overall im¬ 
plementation of budgets. 

McDonnell charged that 
under present city ordinances 
these are the duties of the street 
commissioner and said in order 
for Carroll to take them over, 
ordinances would have to be 
changed. 

“I can’t believe that the 
administration does not realize 


we are organized under a 
Charter and if things are going 
to be changed, we have to 
change the ordinances,” Mc¬ 
Donnell stated. 

“If there’s to be a 
reorganization, it should save 
money and allow work to be 
performed more efficiently,” he 
went on to say, "We should not 
hire a man and then find 
something for him to do.”

After meeting with HUD’s 
Regional Administrator James 
Barry, Mayor Theodore Mann 
this week expressed optimism 
over the fate of Newton’s 
proposed 75 units of low income 
housing. 

Both the Mayor and Francis 
Quinn, executive director for 
the Housing Authority, were 
assured by Barry that his office 
would recommend to 
Washington that funds not be 
cutoff for the Beaconswood Rd., 
Thurston St., and Victory Field 
sites. 

The Housing Authority had 
originally been notified that 
there would be a freeze on all 
low income construction which 
had not proceeded beyond the 
preliminary loan approval 
stage of negotiation with the 
federal government. 

None of the authority’s ap¬ 
plications had reached that 
stage prior to the Jan. 7, cut-off 
date, and the authority had 
planned to turn to the state for 


funding of its proposed units. 

Authority members were 
encouraged to seek funding 
from the commonwealth by 
recent approval granted by the 
state’s Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs to proceed with 
land acquisitin on Beaconswood 
rd., Newton Highlands, for a 20 - 
unit, family dwelling. 

The approval was received in 
a letter from Community Af¬ 
fairs Commissioner Miles 
Mahoney. It stated that suf¬ 
ficient money would be made 
available for purchase of the 
privately owned site according 
to authority Vice Chairman 
James Miller who added that 
"he was quite optimistic about 
impending negotiations to buy 
the land.” 

Owners of the property an¬ 
nounced just this past week, 
however, that they did not in¬ 
tend to sell to the housing 
authority. 

Mrs. Nancy Donahue, 
spokesman for Ciccone Realty 
Trust, owners of the land for the 


assistant position, although not 
to Carroll himself. 

“If we have a director and if 
he’s the man to do the job, then 
he should be running the show,” 
Bullwinkle declared. 

“There’s no question in my 
mind that we’ve got more men 
doing pieces of one job.”

"Last year this board voted to

Massimo

“I don’t think we can separate 
their academic from their 
emotional life; they may be 
learning more than just one 
thing in an individual class. Our 
job is to maximize their 
potential, to help them get the 
most out of life.” 

A good part of the life of Dr. 
Joseph L. Massimo has been 
channeled in the last few years 
toward aiding “them" — 
Newton youngsters whose 
mental and overall well-being 
have been of direct concern to 
him and his staff. 

As chief psychologist for 
Pupil Personnel Services in the 
Newton public school system, 
Dr. Massimo has talked to 
hundreds of youngsters, their 
parents, and their teachers in 
the seven years he has been on 
the job. 

Complex States 

He speaks of his staff of 11 
full-time and six part-time 
psychologists with a great deal 
of pride, and of his own job with 
a dedicated spirit which dozens 
of Garden City youths have 
been referred to for various 
reasons — many of them 
readily solvable, others inure 
complex. 


“It’s a sensitive job,” he 
candidly stresses, “requiring a 
lot of tact. Decisions have to be 
made with as many facts as 
possible.” 

Decisions arrived at by either 
himself or members of his staff 
affected precisely 1,389 students 
during the school year 1970-71. 
This was the total number of 
pupils listed on the caseload of 
Dr. Massimo and his depart¬ 
ment. 

The figure includes boys and 
girls referred to the 
psychologists from every 
elementary, junior high, and 
senior high school in the city, 
and even encompasses eight 
youths attending Newton Junior 
College. 

Stem From Home 

They are youngsters whose 
adjustment problems may stem 
from their home lives; their 
problem might be home itself. 
Dr. Massimo's charges may 
have emotional instabilities 
which are seriously impeding 
their learning processes. 

They all however, were 
eventually referred to the 
Personnel Services Psychology 
Dept, after all other avenues of 
assistance and guidance were 
exhausted. 


“Where there are problems at 
home, it’s natural for kids to 
turn to the schools for help,” 
says Dr. Massimo. The person 
most immediately available is a 
child’s teacher, and guidance 
counselors assigned to in¬ 
dividual schools are in back-up 
positions. 

These latter persons are in 
pivoted slots on the academic 
ladder. While they are not 
actual instructors, their func¬ 
tion, among other things, is to 
assess the mental health of boys 
and girls who are thought to 
exhibit adjustment problems. 
The counselors may feel that 
they themselves can handle 
these problems. 

More Time 

Ultimately, though, in many 
of the individual cases, the 
counselors may sense the need 
for more intensive analysis by a 
person more professionally 
qualified. If this decision is 
officially reached, Dr. Massimo 
or one of his staff members is 
called upon for an evaluation. 

The chief psychologist has 
enormous respect and esteem 
for his staff members; of the 17 
men and women he collectively 
leads, eight have doctoral 
degrees, he said. 


"They’re a damn good staff,” 
he stated. "They work very, 
very hard at helping the kids, 
their parents, their schools. 
They are dedicated to kids in a 
professional and humanistic 
way.” j 

No doubt their chief's en¬ 
thusiasm for his own respon¬ 
sibilities has permeated the 
department. 

"I may go to see a school 
principal for some reason and 
end up sitting in on a class,” he 
says. 

Chats 

While there, Dr. Massimo is 
very prone to chat with in-^ 
dividual pupils. ~ j 

"I like to work on a one-to-one * 
basis,” he emphasizes. "About 
40 per cent of my time is wjlh 
kids and 60 per cent is taken 
with administration and con¬ 
sultation.” 

His academic arid 
professional backgrounds have 
been strongly geared for both. A 
native of New York City, pr. 
Massimo earned his un¬ 
dergraduate degree in 
Elementary Education from the 
State University of New York in 
Cortland. He later took a 
master's and a Ph.D. in

Current Program For Users 
Topic At ‘Friends’ Meeting 


The first meeting of the 
Friends of M R P (Massachu¬ 
setts Residential group inter¬ 
ested in the problems of young 
people, was held recently to dis¬ 
cuss the current program to 
help former drug users and the 
future plans for other youth pro¬ 
grams. 

MRP opened its first 
residential treatment center on 
the grounds of Middlesex 
County Hospital in July, 1971, 
for former drug users and 
youthful offenders. 

Dr. Phelps M. Robinson of 
Newton, president of the 
organization, said he was 
"pleased" with the interest 
shown by those present: 
Frances Wright, Lexington; 
Betty Feingold, West Newton; 
Ellie Kurson, Newtonville; 
Suzanne Hodgins, Belmont; 
Rita and Larry Woelk, 
Belmont; Wynne Miller, 
Waban; Florence Rosenfeld, 
Newtonville; Gail Robinson, 
Newton and Eleanor Morrow, 
Belmont. 

The house in operation uses 
group therapy, individual 
counseling, work therapy and 
self-help techniques as part of 
the treatment process. There 
are four fulltime staff members 
working with about 15 residents 
ages 15-25. 

In addition, a psychiatrist, a 
rehabilitation consultant, and 
an education counselor work on 
a part-time basis. Harold 
Bejcek, executive director, told 
the group that during 1972, there 
were 193 referrals to the house. 
The referrals came from 53 
cities and towns in the area with 
most coming from Newton, 
Waltham, Watertown, Cam¬ 
bridge and Ijexington. 

Bejcek said about 30 per cent 
of the operating funds come 
from the Department of Mental 
Health, about 11 per cent 
payments by the family, one per 


cent from work projects by 
residents and the balance from 
voluntary contributions. In 
addition, it is possible to func¬ 
tion on a low budget as a major 
cost item—the residence itself— 
is provided by Middlesex 
County Hospital on a minimal 
charge of $100 per month for 
utilities. 

Robinson went on to explain 
that the present house is the 
first unit in what he hopes will 
soon be a "constellation of 
services." 

He reported the group has a 
grant under consideration by 
the National Institute of Mental 
Health for a comprehensive 
program of outreach, intake 
rehabilitation and long term 
residential treatment. 

Robinson said word was 
expected on the grant this 
month. 

Bejcek also reported that 
during the last year, there have 
been several graduates from 
the program. 


"One young lady kept up her 
school work with tutors at the 
house and then went home and 
went back to her own high 
school class," he said. 

"Two men have jobs and have 
taken their own apartments 
while continuing with group 
counseling," Bejcek reported, 
"and one man took a job for 
several months and ultimately 
returned as a house staff 
member." 

He said there were 45 people 
in the program for varying 
lengths of time during 1972. An 
evaluation process is being 
developed to determine the 
effect of their being in the 
program on the lives of the 
residents and the effects on 
their families and friends, he 
added. 

A second planning and 
organizing meeting is planned 
for late January.

The MBTA is providing 
Newton with a new mini-bus 
that began operation Monday, 
on the Oak Hill to Newton 
Corner Route. The new mini¬ 
bus has a seating capacity of 20 
people. . 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
commented that the operation 
of the mini-bus rather than the 
full-size bus on the residential 
streets linking Newton South 
High School with Parker and 
Dedham Streets will “alleviate 
the problems of noise, size and 
pollution created by the larger 
MBTA buses.” 

At the same time, Mann 
announced the creation of a 
study group headed by Dr. 
Donald Levitan, director of 
Community Development, with 
a representative from the 
MBTA and Newton Planning 
Department who are charged 
with the task of making 
recommendations on improving 
the service of the MBTA. 


"Federal help is urgently 
needed to provide the people of 
my district and in the state at 
large with useful and produc¬ 
tive Jobs. 

“The bill would provide 
500,000 federally-financed jobs 
at the state and local level,” the 
congressman continued, "and 
will improve public services in 
the process. 

“As a result of this bill 
thousands of unemployed in¬ 
dividuals in Massachusetts 
would be put to work in public 
service areas including police 
protection, education, pollution 
control, recreation, tran¬ 
sportation, child-care, and 
health-care.” 

Drinan noted that the 
unemployment rate nationally 
remained at 5.5 per cent or 
more for two years, dropping 
only to 5.2 per cent for the 
months of November and 
December, 1972. 

“This level of unemployment 
is totally unacceptable,” he 
said. 

“Not only would this bill 
provide jobs directly,” Drinan 
said, “it would have the added 
‘spin-off benefit of fostering 
another 1 to 2 million jobs in 
private industry through the 
multiplier effect” 

Congressman Drinan said the 
new legislation “is consistent 
with my ongoing effort to 
combat unemployment — the 
number one domestic priority of 
our country.”

Savings for these and many 
other communities throughout 
the state would be greater if 
county taxes are higher in 1973 
than in 1972, she said. 

County taxes have been ap¬ 
portioned in recent years based 
75 per cent on the 1945 property 
taxes and 25 per cent on the 1961 
property taxes. Cities with 
substantial property values in 
1945 would benefit significantly 
from the reapportionment in 
accordance with equalized 
property values. All school aid 
is presently apportioned on the 
basis of equalized property 
values, Rep. Pines said. 

Of the 54 communities in 
Middlesex County, Newton’s 
share of county taxes was the 
highest in Middlesex County 
last year and constituted more 
than 11 per cent of the Mid¬ 
dlesex County budget in 1972, 
she pointed out If equalized 
values are used for 1973, 
assuming the county budget in 

1973 stays the same as the 1972 
budget, Newton’s share would 
be $1,654,123, a savings of 
$941,644, she said. 

According to Representative 
Pines, “The established cities 
and towns are currently paying 
a greater proportion of the 
county costs than the so-called 
‘growing communities’. If this 
legislation is passed, this would 
be a significant step toward 
allocating more fairly the 
onerous burden of county 
government.” 

Representative Pines drafted 
and co-sponsored a similar bill 
last year as a private citizen. 
The bill was passed by the 
Massachusetts House and was 
left unacted upon by the 
Massachusetts Senate when the 
Massachusetts Legislature 
adjourned.

On The Mayor’s Message 

Newton’s Mayor Mann pave a municipal message this week 
of about a thousand words that highlighted accomplishments in 
the past year and outlined aims, hopes and promises for the 
Garden City in 1973. 

In many ways the message was a succinct answer to the 
Newton resident who might ask: "What’s been done since you 
took office? 

The list of accomplishments is expansive and the cost outlay 
has not been overly expensive. You can't help but deduce as you 
read the text that there has been a streamlining of government 
that has thrown out the huffs and puffs and sticks to the task of 
getting things done. 

Newton continues to move ahead and the mayor wasn’t shy 
about spreading credit around the aldermanic chamber where he 
delivered the message despite the opposition of a few who did 
their own grandstanding in the name of — what would we dare 
call it? — progress? 

It wasn’t an “I” speech. It was a "we" and "us" progress 
report that openly admitted that it takes many committees, much 
study and the combined efforts of a multitude of interested of¬ 
ficials and just plain residents to accomplish betterments for the 
whole city. 

Some might say the mayor could have been more candid and 
told property owners what their tax rates would be next year. In 
defense of the mayor we believe that no one can yet accurately 
pinpoint the tax rate this year. Until the figures are all in, it’s just 
a guessing game and the mayor was not guessing. 

Nowhere in the speech did the mayor try to take all the credit 
for the ideas and concepts that preceded his administration. But if 
the ideas become action during his term and the concepts mature 
into programs, then surely he can make mention of them. 

The word "revaluation" was not mentioned as such in the 
speech. But if you analyze it, the mayor said quite a bit on the 
subject when he cited the need for a chief assessor. 

The mayor deserves acknowledgement for the fact that he 
gave a State of the City address. It would have been an easy task 
to duck. That’s been done before in Newton. But he didn’t do it. 

Teachers’ Dignity 

It is interesting to note that the most vigorous demand that 
the Town of Wellesley cease and desist its practice of printing the 
names and salaries of town employees in its annual report, came 
from the school teachers. 

In their appeal to the Board of Selectmen for support of their 
desire to end the practice, the leaders of the local teachers’ 
associated described the salary publication unnecessary. It also 
maintained the listing set back "the dignity of the teaching 
profession." 

That last phase is intriguing, in view of the fact that other 
town employees seem to be indifferent about the matter. They 
don’t seem to find any affront to their dignity. Any citizen of the 
town can call up and get the amount of recompense paid anyone 
on the town payroll, it would seem the teacher would have made a 
more effective protest by arguing the name-salary listings were a 
burden on the taxpayers. It has been costing $23 a page for those 
listings which have run to around a total of 50 pages. 

TTiis year (another one of those austerity years) the town 
' again prints its 1972 report. When they reach those pages given 
over to the listing of who does what and what the taxpayers pay 
for it - the print will be much smaller and the number of pages 
likewise reduced. That should help to a small extent, at least, to 
reduce any adverse impact on the teachers' dignity. 

Recently the New York branches of the National Education 
Association, a professional organization, and the American 
Federation of Teachers (a labor union) voted to merge. If that 
merger becomes a national pattern, as Dr. Vincent C. Nuccio of 
Boston College points out, we may well find the largest union in 
the country controlling our educational systems. 

That’s something of a different nature than that little protest 
lover in Wellesley. Dignity comes from within the person. It’s not a 
quality injured by outside influences and it’s not a gift that comes 
merely from association. 

Little Black Boxes 

Around 500 little black boxes have joined the forces of law and 
order in stores in the San Francisco Bay area. The innocent- 
appearing boxes are enlisted in a war against bad check writers 
in the area. Offer the storekeeper or one of his employees a bad 
check and with a little folderol the box implants your thumb print 
on the back of your bad check. 

The commercial outfit which came up with the idea says it 
will sharply reduce the volume of bad check losses across the 
country once it gets by its present trial stage. Mere presence of 
the black box has already cut this form of larceny 31.2 per cent out 
around Frisco. 

Sounds good. Yet, the amazing black box which needs no ink 
to do its work, isn’t apt to get by some threatened court suits long 
before it’s exported to this neck of the woods. Surely it has all the 
ingredients needed for the Civil Liberties Union to put its 
propaganda machinery in gear. 

Fingerprint? Self-incrimination? Anathema! 

Whatever became of that idea that seemed to be getting a 
favorable reception across the country a few years back. It called 
for a universal fingerprint or even heel-print - something which 
would forever attest the identification of new-born babes. 

The grumbling then got under way quickly. Someone was 
trying to reduce us all to a mere fingerprint, a mere number. Big 
Brother would always know where we are; what we’re doing. 
During that controversy the old best seller - "1984" - enjoyed a 
fine revival. 

The idea of a little black box scaring would be phony-check 
passers out of stores still intrigues us. And - Come to think of it - 
how did the old-timers ever get that legislation requiring the 
registration of births and marriages enacted? 

Whatever the Civil Liberties people think about them around 
here we’d like to see those little black boxes at a tryout. So would 
police and a lot of merchants.

Federal Judge Could Order * 
Busing To Suburban Schools 

Federal District Court Judge W. Arthur Garrity, Jr., who 
recently ruled that consciencious objectors who perform alter¬ 
nate service are entitled to the same GI educational benefits as 
full-fledged veterans, will preside over another case next week 
which could have far-reaching implications. 

The case, which will be argued and tried before Judge Garrity 
involves charges that the Boston School Committee and the State 
Board of Education are deliberately denying black children the 
equal educational opportunities guaranteed them under the 14th 
Amendment of the U.S. Constitution. 

Whatever decision is made by Judge Garrity probably will be 
appealed to the U.S. Supreme Court, as has been done in similar 
cases in Detroit and Richmond, Va. 

Ix?gal experts, who have been following the Boston case 
closely, point out a federal appeals court in Detroit recently 
upheld a court decree ordering the busing of black children out of 
Detroit and into schools in 53 suburban cities and towns. 

However, a federal appeals court in Richmond took just the 
opposite position and struck down a city-suburb plan for busing 
school children. 

The U.S. Supreme Court will decide which court is right, and 
its decree, of course, will supercede all other judicial rulings. 

Attorneys say that if Judge Garrity follows the reasoning of 
the Detroit appeals court he could order the busing of as many as 
30,04)0 black children not only to schools in outlying sections of 
Boston such as West Roxbury, Rosllndale and Hyde Park but also 
in suburban communities such as Dedham, Needham, Norwood, 
Canton, Westwood, Sharon, Newton, Dover and Weston. 

The Boston School Committee petitioned Judge Garrity to 
make the School Committees in 65 Metropolitan Boston cities and 
towns, including those just listed, co-defendants in the suit, but he 
rejected the request in order to prevent the case from broadening. 

As far as the writer can ascertain, the ruling by the Detroit 
federal appeals court provides for one-way busing. In other 
words, black children would be bused from the ghettos into 
suburban communities, but white children would not be bused 
from the suburbs into the ghettos. 

It is not clear who would pay the enormous expense of busing 
more than 30,000 children from the Roxbury, Dorchester and 
South End sections of Boston to suburban bedroom communities 
or the tuition charges for their education at schools outside their 
home cities. 

The black parents say that if Judge Garrity upholds their 
claim that the Boston School Committee and the State Board of 
Education are violating the 14th Amendment, they will seek a 
metropolitan desegration plan linking schools in Boston with 
those in the outlying communities. 

An unusual aspect to the lawsuit is that Boston School 
Committee members have indicated they also will support the 
move for busing black children to outlying cities and towns, 
maintaining that it is impossible to achieve the desegregation of 
Boston public schools by busing children to schools outside their 
home neighborhoods but within the city limits. 

Black parents, incidentally, express opposition to one-way 
busing. They want white children brought iuto black areas, 
maintaining that it is unfair to place the busing burden on black 
children alone. This is one of the most controversial issues of the 
dispute. 

The number of white children in Boston’s public school 
system has dropped in recent years, and the number of black 
children in it has risen. 

At the present time about 96,000 children are attending Boston 
public schools, and approximately 36 per cent of them are non¬ 
white. 

One reason the case before Judge Garrity is so important is 
that he is sitting in federal court and can disregard the provisions 
in the state racial imbalance law which prohibits forced busing to 
racially balance schools as well as out <«f-district and long 
distance busing. 

Judge Garrity’* ruling will supercede any decisions by state 
courts if he orders the busing of school children between the 
ghettos and either the outly ing sections of Bostou or the suburban 
cities and towns. 

This case has been building up for 10 years. An array of noted 
lawyers, including attorneys for both the Boston and New York 
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chapters of the NAACP, will participate in the proceedings before 
Judge Garrity. 

The Boston School Committee will be represented by two well 
known law firms, DiMento & Sullivan, and Hale & Dorr. The cost 
for legal fees will run into many thousands of dollars. Two 
Assistant Attorneys General will represent the State Board of 
Education. 

Charges made in the petitions to Judge Garrity allege: 

That more money is spent per pupil in white schools than in 
black schools in Boston. 

That there is racial discrimination in the hiring, recruitment, 
assignment and promotion of teachers. 

That black children are discriminated against in the matter 
of school curricula and instructional material. 

That there is racial discrimination under the open enrollment 
policy, feeder patterns, districting, attendance zones, use of 
buildings and in the failure to use portable classrooms to a 
greater extent. 

Superior Court Judge Robert F. Sullivan presided recently * 
over a court suit involving a dispute between the Boston School 
Committee and the state Board of Education over a plan proposed 
by the state agency for the creation of new school districts in 
Boston. 

Judge Sullivan ruled in favor of the School Committee on the 
ground that the districts recommended by the State Board were 
gerrymandered and not natural districts. 

Now the State Board and the School Committee are defen¬ 
dants in the same suit, and Judge Garrity need not be bound by 
the same considerations as Judge Sullivan. 

Arguements will be made before the State Supreme Judicial 
Court concerning Judge Sullivan’s findings on Feb. 8. 

But the decision of the State Supreme Court will be overruled 
if it is in conflict with the decrees made by Judge Garrity. 

While Judge Garrity’s rulings will be tremendously im¬ 
portant, they presumably will be stayed by an appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court so that any massive busing program would not 
become effective until another school year. 

The Boston School Committee and the State Board of 
Education, on opposite sides in the fight before the State Supreme 
Court, are working together in the case before Judge Garrity. 


Why Did Sarge Wait So Long 
To Eliminate State Waste? 

If the state government is in as bad a mess as Governor 
Sargent indicated in his state of the state address to the 
Legislature, one must wonder why Mr. Sargent waited so long to 
do something about the situation. 

Governor Sargent said that a total reorganization of the state 
government is "urgently needed and long overdue.” He declared 
that today the state setup "is a structural monster, a system that 
does not serve the people." 

If things are that bad, it seems fair to ask what Francis W. 
Sargent has been doing since he moved into the Governorship. 

Some of Mr. Sargent's disciples are certain to point out that 
he has been Governor only four years. 

That’s a long time as gubernatorial terms go. In the last half 
century only three men have served more than four years in the 
Massachusetts Governorship. All were Republicans. 

The first two were leverett Saltonstall and John A. Volpe. 
The third, in case you’re wondering, is Francis W. Sargent who is 
now starting his fifth year at the head of the state government. 

Paul A. Dever, Christian A. Herter and Fonter Furcolo all left 
their mark upon Massachusetts. Each served only four years as 
Governor. In the last four decades four men — James M. Curley, 
Charles F. Hurley, Maurice J. Tobin aod Robert F. Bradford — 
served only one two-year term as Governor. 

Until the gubernatorial term recently was lengthened from 
two to four years — an action which has failed to produce any 
noticeable improvement in the administration of state business — 
it was unusual when anyone served more than four years in the 
Governorship. 

It seems reasonable to assume that Mr. Sargent would have 
learned what was wrong in the state government during his two 
years as lieutenant Governor and two mord as Governor. 

That would have brought him to the start of 1971 whea be 
began his own term as Governor. But Instead of moving then for 
the reforms he now says are necessary ia the state govenuneat, 
be apparently weal ou making things worse. 

"We can produce a government that works by eliminating 
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unnecessary agencies, by abolishing commissions that serve no 
purpose, by ending duplication," Governor Sargent told the 
Legislature. 

That sounds wonderful! But when did he wake up to this 
terrible and chaotic condition in the state government? Did he 
learn aboutthonly recently? He was in the state service before he 
was elected Lieutenant Governor in 1966. 

Or did he realise that the people's gioney was being wasted 
and fail to do anything about It until now? 

The Governor proposes to abolish the state welfare depart¬ 
ment, a sprawling agency whose efficiency quite candidly is open 
to challenge. Mr. Sargent suggests the creation of two smaller 
departments to take over welfare functions and replace a 
department which Governor Sargent observed "has never 
worked.” 

Well, now, a lot of people have been saying that for a long 
time, and we thought all along that Governor Sargent disagreed 
with them. 

Governor Sargent says he will seek to abolish 150 agencies, 
boards, and commissions which are no longer necessary and 
more than 2000 positions that are not needed. These agencies and 
jobs obviously didn't become expendable overnight. 

Mr. Sargent told the Legislature that state welfare costs will 
not increase over last year. That sounds like a reckless promise. 
It will be interesting to see if he is able to keep It. 

Governor Francis Sargent apparently now belatedly will try 
to do what the people expected him to do when they elected him in 
1970. 

He now says that he will give the people of Massachusetts 
better state government for less money and that there will be no 
increase in state taxes either this year or next — if the 
Legislature approves his program for the reorganization of the 
state government. 

While the members of both branches of the Legislature have 
understandable doubts whether Governor Sargent’s proposed 
reorganization plan will produce all the miracles and wonders 
that he claims, they seemingly do not have much choice hut to 
take him at his word and approve his program. 

If they reject his reorganization bill, they would give him an 
issue on which he undoubtedly would campaign for reelection — 
the claim that the Legislature prevented him from eliminating 
waste in the state government and forced the adoption of higher 
taxes. 

Governor Sargent is placing his political future on the line 

But if his reorganization is approved, fails to produce ef¬ 
fective results and he is forced to seek higher taxes, Francis 
Sargent probably would be voted out of office In the 1974 election. 

Governor Sargent by his statements has backed the 
Legislature against the wall and virtually forced it to approve his 
reorganization bill. 

In doing so he has placed himself in a position where he must 
make good on those statements unless the Legislature foolishly 
bails him out by killing his reorganization bill. 

Gov. Sargent Faces Problem 
In His Own Political Party 

The bitterness expressed toward Governor Sargent in some 
segments of the Republican party in Massachusetts is reflected 
by current discussions of the possibility of backing a candidate 
against Mr. Sargent in the 1974 GOP primary if he stands for 
reelection to another term. 

Such a move would be an excercise in futility. It is unlikely 
that any Republican of stature could be found who would be 
willing to challenge Governor Sargent in his own party even 
though some are highly critical of him. 

Francis Sargent is a sitting Governor, with the patronage and 
power of the Governor’s office at his disposal. He will control the 
Republican State Convention In 1974 as he did in 1970. 

He will be endorsed by the GOP conclave if he wants to run 
again, and a majority of die Republican voters would not reject 
him in the primary. 

But he will need the support of a united Republican party 
along with the backing of a majority of Independents and some 
Democrats in order to win reelection. He can’t afford any 
defections within the GOP, and the indications are he will have a 
hard time closing the ranks within his own party. 

Rockefeller Proposes Life 
Sentences For Dope Pushers 

New York’s Governor Nelson A. Rockefeller provoked a 
sharp debate when he proposed life imprisonment, with no right 
of parole, for pushers of hard narcotics and for violent addicts. 

Rockefeller said he was thoroughly convinced,” after trying 
everything elrs, that nothing else wilf do.” 

A great many people agree with him and believe that harsh 
measures are necessary and that the threat of life imprisonment 
might frighten off some pushers of dangerous drugs. 

Whether it would have any effect on dope addicts, who have 
gone beyond the point where they reason or rationalize, is another 
matter. 

Officials in some New York drug-treatment agencies claim 
that Governor Rockefeller is wrong and that "everything else” 
has not yet been tried. 

But they do admit that the number of known addicts climbed 
above the 100,000 figure in New York City alone and that the 
number keeps spiraling upward. 

Phoenix House, a private center, has had some success in 
rehabilitating drug addicts, they point out. 

It is doubtful the New York State Legislature will go as far as 
Rocky recommends, but the penalties for selling and using hard 
narcotics in the Empire State probably will be stiffened. 

Proposes New Law To Ban 
Smoking In Public Places 

Representative Lois Pines of Newton probably will not be 
successful in her efforts to prohibit smoking in such public places 
as restaurants, theatres, buses and planes, but she has sub¬ 
stantial support in her undertaking. 

Judging from our mail, a great many people, including some 
reformed ex-smokers, agree with Representative Pines that there 
should be a law which prevents someone from lighting up a 
cigarette, cigar or pipe in a restaurant and blowing smoke toward 
the face of the person at the next table. 

Mrs. Pines thinks It's unfair for the majority of people who 
don’t smoke to be imposed upon by the minority who do, and she 
has a point. Smokers should be required to do their puffing where 
they don't create a nuisance for someone else. 

A bill filed by Representative Pines would impose a $50 fine on 
a smoker lighting up in the wrong place, and a restaurant-owner 
could be fined up to $200 for allowing smoking on his premises. 

But on the basis of the number of law-makers who puff on 
cigars, cigarettes and pipes in the House chamber where Mrs. 
Pines serves, her measure is not likely to get far. Don’t write in to 
tell us cigars and pipes are less objectionable than cigarettes. 
Actually, they’re even more annoying. 

Mayor Daley Embarrassed

Chicago's Mayor Richard J. Daley now has problems much 
more embarrassing than those he encountered last July when he 
was thrown out of the Democratic national convention, causing 
bumps and bruises to his pride and prestige. 

Twenty-four members of his police force, including a captain, 
have been named as members of an extortion ring and accused of 
taking hundreds of thousands of dollars from bar-owners in 
monthly cash-protection payoffs.

The Jesuit Community at 
Boston College recently com¬ 
pleted negotiations with the 
college which form the basis of 
a renewed and strengthened 
commitment of the Jesuits to 
Boston College. 

The first step in the process 
was the incorporation of the 
Jesuit Community as a 
charitable corporation under 
the laws of Massachusetts. The 
act of incorporation effected a 
legal separation of the com¬ 
munity from the college and 
parallels similar actions taken 
at most of the 28 Jesuit colleges 
and universities in the United 


Massachusetts in 1863. The title incorporate itself as a legal

Jesuit and college, vested in this 
single corporation. 

The rapid expansion of the 
past few years has brought 
great change to Boston College 
and to the Jesuits working 
there. There are now some 80

Salaries of Jesuits on contract 
with Boston College are paid to 
the Jesuit Community. A 
pension plan, based on the past 
service of the Jesuits who have 
worked at Boston College, has 
been established. The Jesuits 
are eligible for the same em¬ 
ployment benefits as others of 
comparable status in the 
university. 

The Jesuit Community, for its 
part, pledges its continuing 
commitment to Boston College. 
The community will use its best 
efforts to furnish Jesuits to the 
college for academic, ad¬ 
ministrative, and spiritual 
purposes. The Community also 


undertakes to maintain its 
traditional financial support of 
Boston College. This support, in 
the form of annual contributions 
from surplus income, has been 
an essential factor in the growth 
of Boston College from the 
beginning. During the past six 
months, the Boston College 
Jesuits have made donations of 
$435,000 and $400,000 to the 
university. The Community 
Board of Directors specified 
thst the latter gift be applied to 
student scholarship aid. 

In summary, then, the Jesuits 
see the process of legal in¬ 
corporation of the community 
as insuring that Boston College 
continue as Catholic and Jesuit 
in the challenging years ahead, 
in partnership with their 
university colleagues, students, 
alumni and friends.

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Enlarged Museum to OpenAssembly Group 
In Feb. at Fort Devens 


Wednesday, January 17. 1973 


Fort Devens, New England’s 
largest military installation, 
located in central 
Massachusetts has expanded its 
museum to provide New 
Englanders with a visual 
history of the United States 
Army. 

Designated the Fort Devens 
Museum, it will actually be an 
Army Museum. As such, the 
Fort Devens Historical Society 
requests friends and neighbors 
alike, throughout New England, 
to search their attics and 
basements for artifacts and 
memorabilia which may be 
stored in such areas for 
donation or loan to the museum. 

The danger of such treasured 
momentos being lost forever is 
always great. It is because of 
this possibility that the appeal 
for historical treasures is made 
now. 

If you are a history buff, a 
nostalgia lover, or Just a plain 
curiosity seeker, why not pay a 
visit to the Fort Devens 
Museum which is located in 
Building P-5 on Antietam Street 
between Sherman and 
MacArthur Avenues. The 
museum is open daily, Monday 
through Friday, from 8 a.m. 
until 4:30 p.m. Special tours for 
groups can be made through the 
office of the Director of Public 
Affairs. 

Formerly housed in Building 
P-4, (adjacent to its present 
home), the Museum was 
relocated after it outgrew its 
original facility. The present 
home of the Museum, which 
was most recently a 
rehabilitation workshop for 
prisoners confined in the Post 
Stockade, was originally a 
stable with stalls for 40 animals 
(mules and horses). 

It was officially dedicated as 
such on August 7, 1930, making 
it the fourth oldest of the per- 
manentrtype buildings on post. 

It cost $16,135 to construct and 
covers an area of 4,539 square 
feet, making it more than three 
times larger than the original 
site of the Fort Devens 
Museum. 

The artifacts and 
memorabilia displayed In the 
Fort Devens Museum cover the 
periods from the Civil War to 
the present, and include 
military hardware, uniforms, 
periodicals, pictures, books and 
posters which have been 
donated or loaned to the 
Museum by interested parties 
wishing to share the past with 
the present generations. 

A large assortment of 
weapons, hags and uniforms on 
display were received from the 
Museum at Fort Dix, New 
Jersey, when it was inactivated 
in the spring of 1970. 


The Fort Devens Museum 
came into existence as the 
result of a "Salute to Fort 
Devens” celebration, sponsored 
by 22 area cities and towns on 
the occasion of Fort Devens’ 
50th Anniversary, November 1, 
1967. (The actual anniversary 
date is September 5, but due to 
the planning and coordination 
required between the 22 com¬ 
munities in order to sponsor the 
event, the birthday party was 
belated.) 

The celebration Itself was 
unique, in that it was the first 
time on record that civilian 
communities so honored a 
military establishment. 

Partitions were constructed 
inside Building P-5, and win¬ 
dows and doors were repaired 
or replaced. Painting and 
electrical wiring were ac¬ 
complished where needed, and 
the physical movement of 
displays from Building P-4 to 
Building P-5 was accomplished 
with a minimum of delay.

Frontier

(Mass. Audubon Society) 
Some environments are 
peculiarly susceptible to 
ecological changes. 

Take the mountain peaks, for 
example. All it takes is a few 
thousand extra people hiking on 
the mountain paths to wreck the 
balance of Alpine plant and 
animal life which has lived for 
centuries above the timber line. 

Or take the Alaskan tundra. 
In the cold of the permafrost, 
tractor tracks last for decades. 
An oil spill takes even longer to 
clean up, because nature’s 
healing takes so long in a land 
which is frozen most of the vear. 

Or take a salt marsh. If it is 
filled in, It is gone . . . and it 
cannot be replaced. Nature 
takes thousands of years to 
build a new salt marsh. When 
the marsh Is gone, the fish and 
shellfish that used it as a nur¬ 
sery are gone, too. 

There’s another fragile en¬ 
vironment: the environment of 
children. Nature intended 
children to be brought up out¬ 
doors ... or at least half out¬ 
doors. Children need clean air, 
clean water, good food, and 
room to roam and explore and 
expand. If they must live during 
their formative years in an 
environment which does not 
offer these things, their 
physical and emotional well¬ 
being is permanently damaged, 
and no amount of en¬ 
vironmental improvement 
during their adult years can 
make up for it. 

We need to protect fragile 
environments: the environment 
of the remote wilderness, and 
the environment of our own 
children in a crowded and 
polluted world.

The Skiing Scene — ^

Attitash 


Where Skiers Reserve A Mountain 


Many ski areas boast of the large number of skiers 
they can pack on their mountains when conditions are just 
right and enthusiasts head for the slopes in droves. 

But Attitash in the White Mountains of New Hamp¬ 
shire has made an enviable name for itself by doing Just 
the opposite. The Attitash ski area which has a 3,000 foot 
high mountain and 14 miles of trails holds down the 
number of skiers who use their area on any given day. 

The area limits the mountain and its many trails to 
000 skiers per day. That usually guarantees no lift lines, no 
waiting and some of the most enjoyable skiing anywhere. 

Now in their ninth season, Attitash at Bartlett, N.H. 
was among the first ski areas in the world to limit the 
number of skiers. The area opened under the able 
direction of Philip A. Robertson, a veteran sld area 
operator whose plans for Attitash included the unique 
concept that a skier who bought a ticket in his area should 
not have to put up with bone chilling, ski-time-wasting, 
long lift lines and pole to pole crowds sweeping down the 
trails. 

It was a novel idea then. It still is. And it has proven a 
sweet formula of success both for the area at Bartlett and 
the far flung advocates of Attitash. 

And skiers don’t have to leave before dawn hoping to 
get to Attitash prior to the 900 cutoff limit. They can 
reserve their place on the mountain right from the 
comfort of their own home. 

For $12 the area issues a reservation card which 
entitles the holder to the privilege of reserving a ticket or 
tickets in advance provided the quota for that day has not 
been filled. 

That’s why it is no surprise when the phone rings at 
the area’s office and a caller from Florida or Illinois says 
“My number is such and such. I’d like to make a reser¬ 
vation for the 21st through the 24th of this month.’’ 

And the calls come in from reservation card holders 
both near and far. When the reservations are made the

skiers know they are not in for a hurry-up-and-wait day at 
the slopes. 

When Attitash first opened the mountain's limit was 
500 persons. Since then trails have been added, lift 
facilities expanded and the whole area made roomier. 
Even with 900 persons using the facilities on a busy day 
there’s no such thing as a long wait to ride up the lifts from 
base to summit. 

Thadeus Thorne is the new president and general 
manager of Attitash. He took over the top post last year on 
the retirement of pioneer Robertson. Thud knows every 
inch of the Attitash complex. He laid out the first trails 
and has been a part of the area’s operation since the day 
the dream began to shape up as a skier’s reality. 

Another man who has been with the area since it 
started up in February 1965 is Michael Bannon who is 
director of the ski school. Assisted by 5 to 15 instructors 
the popular Bannon has designed new programs to include 
everyone. 

Several junior racing clinics were recently initiated 
including a continuous weekend program. And the non 
racer finds regular ski classes with many of those signing 
up selecting the graduated length method. 

The area is located in the Mt. Washington Valley on 
New Hampshire Route 302. It is 148 miles from Boston, 75 
miles from Portland, Maine and 90 miles from Concord, 
N.H. Some of the long distance callers who have made. 


their reservations on the mountain fly into the Eastern 
Slope Regional Airport at Fryeburg, Maine which is 23 
miles from the area. 

Attitash prides itself on being an area where every 
member of the family can ski. It is Just that. Some 
families who originally came for a day of skiing have 
wound up permanent vacationers near the area. Chalets 
have sprouted In the vicinity. And Attitash has opened a 16 
unit condominium with another similar sized unit very 
much in the works. 

The ski school also maintains a touring trail for At¬ 
titash patrons. And there are 29 trails and slopes for Just 
about every kind of run imaginable. 

Attitash has come a long way since Mr. Thorne sur¬ 
veyed the area. And although most patrons come from the 
New England - New York states it is not surprising when 
skiers come from far more distant locations to reserve 
themselves a mountain.

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Dining Out Is Becoming ‘In’

NEW YORK (UPI) - Peop.le 
who scorn cafeteria service are 
flocking to tablecloth restau¬ 
rants where they serve them¬ 
selves everything but the entree 
and beverage. 

French food, long regarded 
as the epitome of fine dining, is 
losing ground to Chinese, 
Japanese and Italian fare. 

The changing restaurant 
scene may even revive the 
night club—not in cities, but in 
suburbs where growing num¬ 
bers of diners take their 
evening meal out. 

Consumerism also has its 
impact, says Robert D. Fllckin- 
ger, president of the National 
Restaurant Association, a trade 
organization. 

In an interview here, he 
predicted smoking and no 
smoking sections for restau¬ 
rants within 10 years. 

“The public is going to ask 
for it and smart restaurant 
operators will provide it,” he 
said. 

On the sanitation and health 
question, Flickinger expects 
restaurateurs to draw up their 
own code and train their own 
staffs to inspect premises and 
enforce rules. He said the 
association was instrumental in 
trying to get a uniform 
sanitation code throughout the 
country and uniform enfor¬ 
cement. He added that a code 
has been written and it has 
been adopted by the U. S. 
Public Health Service. 


He favors putting hairnets on 
men and women employes who 
handle food and snoods on 
beards. 

“Inflation is hurting business 
in morse expensive restaurants 
throughout the country, but 
customers are still eating out,” 
he said. 

“They go either to a fast food 
operation or to a restaurant 
that’s almost self-service. It 
has a limited menu and asks 
guests to make their own salad 
and get their own bread.” 

While they’re doing this, a 
restaurant employe grills steak 
or lobster tail for the main 
course in view of the dining 
room and, sometimes, right in 
it. 

Dining Out Is Up 
Flickinger said total eating 
away from home has risen 
about eight per cent over the 
past year. He doesn’t anticipate 
any downtrend in restaurant 
business or inflation. 

He expects food costs to rise 
even for employes who eat in a 
company cafeteria or dining 
room. 

“They’re not subsidized as 
much as they used to be.” 

He said several factors are 
involved in the declining 
popularity of French restau¬ 
rants—they require a great 
deal of service, a chef who’s an 
expert at sauce-making and a 
lot of very expensive in¬ 
gredients: sweet butter, cream, 
brandies and wine. 

Flickinger also thinks people 
are trying to avoid sauces for 


nutrutlonal reasons. He said he 
wouldn’t be surprised if restau¬ 
rants started indicating nutru- 
tional content of food on their 
menus. 

“If the consumer movement 
becomes an educational pro¬ 
cess, I think consumers wfll 
improve their eating habits,” 
he added. 

“We as an industry have to 
respond to what the customer 
wants, and the man on a 
cafeteria line still wants 
mashed potatoes, spaghetti, a 
piece of pie.” 

“It’s amazing how many 
people refuse vegetables, even 
asparagus, cauliflower and 
beets.” 

He said the time; is ripe for a 
revival of restaurant entertain¬ 
ment, including music, dancing 
and one-act plays staged on the 
dance floor. Theater dining 
already has been revived in 
Buffalo, N. Y., Kansas City and 
Denver. A package deal in 
these restaurants includes din¬ 
ner and the show. 

Hibachi Showmanship 
He also credits showmanship 
for the success of hibachi 
restaurants, sometimes called 
Japanese steak houses. In these 
dining spots, a chef cooks food 
on a grill set into each dining 
table. 

“Every city of about 500,000 
population or more has one or 
two hibachi restaurants now, 
and they do very well,” he 
said. 

The trend is to specialty 
restaurants because broad

menu costs are prohibitive,” he 
said. 

"Ten years ago, you might 
have had 20 entrees—two or 
three fish, two beef, two pork, 
two veal, two fowl, among 
other things. We're going to go 
back to three or four entrees.” 

The European Influence re¬ 
mains chiefly in the East. As 
you move into middle America, 
the favorites remain hambur¬ 
gers, pizza, fried chicken, hot 
dogs, roast prime ribs of beef, 
steak and lobster tails. 

Dessert standbys remain 
cheesecake, ice cream and 
fresh fruit—pineapple, peaches 
in season, melon, strawberries, 
but demands for pastries is 
down. Flickinger said the cause 
is not so much diet conscious¬ 
ness as it is a drop in quality. 

Wine drinking is increasing, 
with many customers ordering 
both cocktails before dinner 
and wine with it, partly 
because wine is more visible. 
Some restaurants merchandise 
it with carts that contain 
barrels of red, white and rose 
wines so carafes can be filled 
in the dining room.

"We will continue to review contractu carefully and 
evaluate each and every purchase that comes before us." 

"I am operating with the view that tradition does not 
merit truat,” Mann stated. 

City Hall Hours — The Mayor also stated that he will 
request all department heads to work on a plan to allow City 
Hall to remain open one night a week. 

"This procedure will permit the function of city 
government to become more accessible to the city’s 
working population who are unable to come here during the 
day." 

He said "through rescheduling of personnel” the 
program would be carried out "at no additional cost.”

Harrington Initially objected to the Mayor being 
allowed to address aldermen, terming the move "governing 
the city through the use of the press.” 

To this President Emeritus Wendell Bauckman 
responded: "Common courtesy should suggest to the al¬ 
dermen that the mayor should be heard.” 

"I am disappointed to think that we would not allow him 
to speak,” Bauckman said. 

Aldermen voted 18-2 in favor of allowing the mayor to 
be heard with Harrington and Aid. Joseph McDonneH 
dissenting. 

Both men, commenting after the speech was given, 
cited a "lack of initiative" on the part of the administration. 

On the subject of cutbacks in personnel, a topic

Alserman Michael Lipof, on the other hand, com¬ 
plimented Mann for his remarks and said he thought the 
mayor "has done what he set out to do." 

He said he found the address "interesting" because it 
gave the 1972 background information "plus what he (the 
mayor) has in mind for the coming year.” 

Lipof said he particularly liked the idea of keeping City 
Hall open one night a week. 

He noted that the mayor did compliment the Board of 
Aldermen "for what they have done,” adding that if the 
compliment was not "in glowing terms” it might be 
because 1972 was "a quiet year” for the board. 

Board President Eliot K. Cohen said his view of the 
address was that "it was not what it should have been.” 

Aid. Cohen said he thought it was “more of a summary 
than a plan for the future." 

Alderman Robert L. Tennant said he thought the mayor 
was "definitely trying to keep taxes down.” 

"Austerity is what this city needs,” Tennant said. “If 
he (the mayor) holds to what he says he intends to do, it will 
be good for the city.”

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Nature’s Way

The general impression that 
there are fewer birds at New 
England feeders this winter 
apparently is true. 

The totals being returned 
from the annual Christmas bird 
count tend to confirm the 
shortage of birds. Major ex¬ 
ceptions, which have held to a 
comparable level with previous 
years, are the house sparrow 
and the starling. Other birds 
commonly found around 
suburban lawns in winter either 
barely broke even with previous 
years or declined drastically. 

Among surprise declines was 
that experienced by blue Jays. 

In most New England count 
areas blue jays were down. In 
the Concord, Mass., count area 
where counters last year found 
2837 blue jays for a new all-time 
record within any 15-mile 
diameter count area in 
America, the birds declined 
precipitously. This year in the 
same area, the same 30 teams 
of counters recorded 737 blue 
jays. 

Mrs. Ruth P. Emery, who for 
decades has chronicled (he 
fluctuations of birds in New 
England, said that almost all 
counts this season show a 
decided drop in blue jay 
numbers. 

While there are many persons 
who can do without blue jays, 
the most popular bird that visits 
feeders also exists in far fewer 
numbers this winter. The 
decline in the Concord area 
from 2271 chickadees last year 
to 1495 this year has been ex¬ 
perienced in many other New 
England areas. 

An exception to the decline 
trend has occurred among 
goldfinches which may be 
slightly more numerous this 
year. Goldfinches increased in 
the Concord area from 1165 last 
year to 1425 this year. 

The surprising bird of this 
winter has been the pine 
grosbeak. Pine grosbeaks have 
overrun all of New England and 
in almost unprecedented 
numbers. The first pine 
grosbeaks that I saw this winter 
were in Greenwich, Conn., 
within a mile of the New York 
border. Which indicated that 
the birds had reached the 
southern limits of New 
England. 

As an example of the 
prevalence of pine grosbeaks, 
the Concord count provides a 
I measurement that may be a bit 

overwhelming and not typical of 
all New England count areas. 
Last year there were five pine 
grosbeaks in the Concord area 
— which was a fairly average 
number for most years. This 
year the census takers counted 
524 pine grosbeaks. 

Although pine grosbeaks 
invaded all of New England, a 
few of the more familiar nor¬ 
thern birds have failed to arrive 
in numbers that have been more 
common in recent years. The 
pine siskin, for instance, 
declined in the Concord area 
from 794 birds to five. And, the 
evening grosbeak declined from 
1036 to 551 birds. 

Redpolls, which arrived early 
last year, have been slow in 
coming south this year. Last 
year's count of 136 dropped to 
zero this year. 

Peter Alden, who headed the 
Concord count, noted also that 
marginal wintering birds, such 
as the brown thrasher, catbird 
and robin, were down this 
season. Also such winter 
regulars as the song sparrow, 
fox sparrow, tree sparrow and 
white-throated sparrow have 
declined.

There’s no doubt about it . . . 
mothers love casseroles!! And small

Another phis for casseroles Is they 
make the best “do ahead” dinners. 
Double your casserole recipe — one f or 
serving now and one for freezing 
because it really requires just about the 
same amount of time to make two 
rather than one. 

Some casserole recipes do not 
include a topping; this is done in the 
effort to make the preparation easier. 
However, every good casserole is the 
better(both in eye and taste appeal) 
when crowned with a crisp, golden 
topping. Here’s a dandy idea: make up 
the following quantity casserole top¬ 
ping which includes the goodness and 
nuMike flavor of wheat germ.

Question: We are popcorn nuts in 
the wintertime especially and as easy 
as it may be to pop corn, 1 often times 
make a mess of it. What’s the tip to 
good pop corn, and . . . can 1 make 
caramel corn at home? Thanks for your 
help. — Mrs. M. G., Dedham. 

Answer: Our family loves popcorn 
too, and according to the Jolly Time 
popcorn people, there is a RIGHT way 
to go about it: 

HERE'S THE SECRET FOR 
POPPING POPCORN: 

Measure 3 tablespoons corn oil into 
a heavy 4 qt. saucepan or deep chicken 
fryer; add 1 kernel pop corn. Place over 
medium high heat. When kernel pops, 
remove it and add 4 cup pop corn. Stir 
to mix pop corn and oil. Place cover on 
pan leaving a small air space at edge of 
the cover to let steam escape. (Or place 
a frying screen over the pan.; Shake 
pan frequently until popping stops. 
Near the end of the popping, remove 
cover completely and stir until the last 
few kernels pop. The weight of the com 
on top keeps the bottom kernels from 
popping out of the pan. Remove pan 
from heat. Add from 3 tbs. up to 4 cup 
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melted butter. Toes well. Sprinkle with 
4 teaspoon salt and toss again. Turn 
into warm bowl and serve Immediately. 
Makes about 3 quarts. NOTE: To make 
double the amount of pop corn, make 2 
separate batches. Or use twice as large 
a pot. Never add more pop corn kernels 
than will cover bottom of pot 1 kernel 
deep. 

BAKED CARAMEL CORN 

1 cup (2 sticks) butter or margarine 

2 cups firmly packed brown sugar 
4 cup light or dark corn syrup 

1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
• quarts popped pep cent 
Melt butter; stir in brown sugar, 
corn syrup and salt Bring to boil 
stirring constantly; boil without 
stirring 5 minutes. Remove from heat; 
stir in soda and vanilla. Gradually pour 
over popped com, mixing well. Turn 
into 2 large shallow baking or roasting 
pans. Bake in 250 degree oven 1 hour, 
stirring every 15 minutes. Remove 
from oven; cool completely. Break 
apart and store in tightly covered 
container.

Every year Newton South 
High turns out excellent 
wrestling teams and cham¬ 
pionship wrestlers. Not many of 
the grapplers who go on to 
college competition ever find 
themselves on teams which 
compile records anything like 
the ones notched by South. But 
one alumnus who has is Bill 
Hurwitz. 

Hurwitz, a 1971 graduate of 
Newton South, didn’t 
travel very far to continue his 
wrestling career. After helping 
the Lion grapplers to their best 
season ever — 15-1 and second 
in the state — Hurwitz enrolled 
at Boston University, a school 
which had begun a wrestling 
team only two years before he 
arrived. 

Hurwitz, who wrestled at 114 
pounds for South, was co¬ 
captain of that best-ever team 
and went through an undefeated 
season, right up to the finals of 
the state championships. 

In the finals, Hurwitz ran up 
against John Henderson of 
Billerica, Mass, and absorbed 
his only loss of the year. 

And then a funny thing 
happened on the way to Boston 
University. Before he enrolled, 
BU coach Dick Gibney in¬ 
formed him that one John 
Henderson would also be at¬ 
tending the Commonwealth 
Avenue institution. 

"The coach told me before I 
went to the school,” said 
Hurwitz. "I didn’t just find out 
when practice started. It was 
really a coincidence. The first 
time I heard it my heart kind of 
sunk, but then I thought about it 
and decided why not Wherever 
I went I knew I’d have to face 
somebody good sometime. 
Besides, I didn’t just come here 
to beat him. I came to BU for 
the education. As it turns out he 
happens to be one of my best 
friends on the team.” 

His first year at BU, Hurwitz 
had to face Henderson again 
and ended up wrestling only 
four dual matches for the 
Terriers in the 118-pound class. 
He won all four of them and BU 
finished 15-1, the same mark as 
he had enjoyed as a high school 
senior. Although he didn’t get 
much chance to wrestle 
regularly Hurwitz showed 
where he really rated in the 
championship meets. He placed 
second in the MIT Christmas 
Tournament and third in the 


Greater Boston Championships. 

Thus far this year Hurwitz 
has wrestled in only two of BU’s 
seven meets. He has won both 
and the Terriers have won all 
seven, outscoring their op¬ 
position, 307-32. This year, 
though, he has been wrestling at 
126. 

"I put on the extra weight 
from two things, really,” he 
said. "Just working out adds 
some weight, plus, I grew some. 
I’ve only wrestled twice, 
though, because I had the flu 
and a sprained ankle.” 

Although he has had success 
in his limited appearances in 
the BU lineup, Hurwitz 
definitely notices the difference 
in competition between Newton 
South and college. 

“Mr. Kojoyian (Aredis) was 
my coach for three years,” 
Hurwitz said, "and he taught 
me as much as he could in three 
years. But the guys from New 
York are coached better and 
know more because they’ve 
wrestled five years before they 
get here. I’m in my fifth year 
right now.” 

Hurwitz is impressed with the 
Boston University wrestling 
program, which has indeed 
come a long way in the four 
years since its inception. 

"Wrestling-wise BU is 
great,” he said. "Coach Gibney 
is an encyclopedia of 
knowledge. He really goes out 
recruiting and the kind of talent 
you wrestle in practice every 
day is better than the com¬ 
petition in the meets.” 

BU, along with Harvard, 
UMass, Springfield, and Rhode 
Island, rates as one of the top 
teams in New England, and this 
time the Terriers are shooting 
for that title. 

Already they have beaten 
Harvard, 27-14, in a big early- 
season upset which didn’t get 
much publicity. "People don’t 
seem to realize just how big a 
win that was,” Hurwitz said. 
"Harvard is regarded as 
national class.” 

That was a nice win, but the 
one the Terriers are really 
pointing for is Rhode Island. 
The Rams were the culprits who 
blemished BU’s otherwise 
perfect slate last year. 

"We meet them on February 
14,” (Valentine’s Day) noted 
Hurwitz. "And they’re good 
again. But I think we can beat 
them this time.’’-LEWIS

There were two common 
factors in Newton South's two 
basketball games, last week.

Take your pick. When Newton 
South’s hockey team steps on 
the ice tomorrow evening to 
play Weston High it will be 
either well-rested or rusty.

Different coaches and dif¬ 
ferent teams react differently to 
long layoffs in the middle of a 
season and that’s the situation 
South finds itself in.

One of the reasons McPhee 
feels his team is a little short on 
talent is because he doesn't 
think most players in Newton 
have had a chance to develop. 

"The surrounding com¬ 
munities have ice rinks and 
advanced Pee Wee programs,” 
he said. "I think it will be three 
to five years until we get the full 
advantage of the new rinks in 
Newton. Then the Pee Wee 
program will grow. It’s just like 
a Little league. It gives the kids 
early development." 

The three guys McPhee cites 
for South’s improved play are 
. defenseman Steve Owens, 
goalie Jimmy Caruso and 
forward Jim Kavanaugh. 

"Owens has been our 
steadiest player,” he said. "He 
plays 80 percent of the time He 
doesn’t come off of the ice. He’s 
a big, (6-0, 185) strong, well- 
conditioned athlete who plays 
tough defense. 

"Jimmy Caruso has been 
super,” McPhee stated. "He’s 
been outstanding for us in goal 
even though he’s had problems 
with his health. He had a very 
bad cold which was at first 
thought to be pneumonia. But 
he’s playing and doing the job. 

"Kavanaugh is a good 
shooter, a good skater, and a 
good stickhandler, but up until 
this year.” he observed, "he 


couldn’t put the puck in the net. 
Now he’s providing most of our 
offensive punch.” 

Two of South’s losses were by 
embarrassing scores to Acton- 
Boxboro and Wayland, the 
league’s two powerhouses, and 
those schools seem to be out of 
South’s reach this year. 
However, there’s no-one else in 
the league McPhee doesn’t 
think his charges can match. 

"We’re of equal strength with 
most of the teams,” he said. "If 
we keep playing the way we’ve 


been playing and improving we 
can turn our record around. We 
can finish .500 if we play the 
way we have been.”

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Anthropology Professor to 
Lecture at Science Museum 


Dr. Irven DeVore, professor 
of anthropology at Harvard, 
will discuss “The Beast in Man" 
in a lecture at Boston’s Museum 
of Science Friday, Jan. 26 at 
3:30 p.m. 

He will make an evaluation of 
recent studies relating animal 
biology to human behavior 
before an audience of some 300 
high school science students 
from all over New England 
attending the Museum’s 
Science Frontiers lecture 
series. The free lectures are 
sponsored by the Starr Foun¬ 
dation to give outstanding 
students an opportunity to hear 
nationally known scientists. 

Dr. DeVore has been teaching 
at Harvard since 1963, Co-editor 
of Man the Hunter and The 
Primates, he has published 
numerous articles in scholarly 
journals and has produced a 
series of films and courses of 
instruction for schools. 

He has done extensive field 
work on the primitive Bushmen 
of the Kalahari Desert and on 
baboons. Currently expanding 


his studies of the two subjects, 
he has also undertaken studies 
of the social behavior of the 
near-extinct orang-utan in 
Borneo. 

Among his many honors are 
his memberships on the 
National Advisory Committee 
of the National Center for 
Primate Biology in California 
and on the Executive Board of 
the American Anthropological 
Association in Washington. He 
Ls a graduate of the University 
of Texas with a doctorate in 
anthoropology from the 
University of Chicago. 

In 1970 he received the Walker 
Prize from the Museum of 
Science for “meritorious 
published scientific in¬ 
vestigation and discovery." The 
prize carried with it an award of 
$5000.

1,101 Women 
Postmasters 
Are Appointed 

Postmaster General E. T. 
Klassen has announced he has 
appointed 1,101 women post¬ 
masters in 1972 - almost half of 
the total postmasters selected 
since he was named to head the 
U. S. Postal Service last 
January. 

All were chosen under the 
norv-political merit system 
established in November, 1970, 
to remove the old Post Office 
Department from patronage. 

“I am pleased to see so many 
women interested in the job of 
postmaster and even more 
pleased that such a high per¬ 
centage of them qualify for 
these managerial positions," 
Mr. KJassen said. 

There are a total of 11,901 
women and 17,712 men 
currently serving as post¬ 
masters throughout the nation. 
Mr. Klassen appointed 2,407 in 
.1972, 1,101 of them women. 

“Our women postmasters do 
an excellent job," he said. 
“They’re dependable. They’re 
very good managers and they 
do well at employee relations." 

In the New York region alone, 
54 women head major post 
offices, Mr. Klassen said. 

“Because we draw our people 
from within the Postal Service, 

I hope more women will be 
encouraged to become 
eligible for post- 
masterships,” he said. 

Under procedures established 
to remove the old Post Office 
^Department from 
patronage,postmasters are 
chosen for all but the larg¬ 
est offices by Regional 
Management Selection Boards. 
A National Management Sec¬ 
tion Board chooses postmasters 
for the approximately 200 
largest post offices. 

In eachcase, first con¬ 
sideration is given to qualified 
employees within the service. A 
total of 7,139 postmasters have 
been selected on this basis since 
November 28. 1970. Of the total, 
2,870 were women.

From now through Feb. 11, 
young visitors to the famed 
museum, which is on the 
Jamaicaway directly across 
from Jamaica Pond, will be 
conducting their own oral 
examinations in a truly realistic 
setting.

“Preventive dentistry is the 
main goal of all practicing 
dentists," Dr. Sheff said. "It is

North opened the bidding with 
a call of one no-trump and when 
south examined his hand he 
knew that the partnership had 
enough strength for game with 
at least an eight card spade suit 
as trumps, so he made a bid of 
four spades. North passed and 
West made the best lead, the 
King of hearts. 

When the dummy was put on 
the table South could see that he 
had four possible losers, two in 
hearts and if the spade and 
diamond finesses lost, then a 
trick in each of these suits. How 
to discard a heart loser? 

To begin with declarer must 
lose the first heart trick to West. 
In doing this West cannot afford 
to lead another heart If he 
leads the small heart South w411 
win with his Jack, and if he 
leads the King of hearts the 
dummy wins with the ace and 
South’s Jack wins the third lead 
of the suit. So West must shift to 
another suit. 

If West leads a spade South 
must immediately rise with the 
ace, play a diamond to his ace 
and lead a club and finesse. 
When East leads back a heart 
south can win with the ace and 
must now play dummy’s 
diamonds and discard his last 
heart and then play trumps. 
This order of play allows South 
to make his four spade contract. 

This type of hand Is one in 
which declarer must not im¬ 
mediately draw trumps. He 
must first find a parking place 
for his losing heart. He must 
establish a winning trick in 
clubs on which he will be able to 
discard a losing heart 
All the hands appearing in 
this column have been played at 
the Westwood Club.

Car Buying 
Takes Less 
Of Income 

NEW YORK (UPI) - An 
automotive authority says fami¬ 
lies spend a smaller percentage 
of their income for today’s new 
car than they did years ago. 

M. William Furman, presi¬ 
dent of RPS Products, Inc., a 
distributor of automotive re¬ 
placement parts, says govern¬ 
ment sources show the 1950 
median family income of $3,319 
increased to $9,867 by 1970. 
During the same two-decade 
span, industry figures show the 
average retail price of a new 
car rose from $2,050 to $3,430. 

“While a family needed 62 
per cent of its annual income to 
buy a new car in 1950, 20 years 
later it needed less than 35 per 
cent,” Furman said. "A federal 
study also shows that to 
purchase a new car, the 
Eastern European worker has 
to labor 10 times as long as the 
U.S. worker,” he said.

Boston University Medical 
Center has added two new 
doctors to its Dept, of 
Psychiatry. 

They are Dr. Henry L. Rosett, 
associate professor of 
psychiatry; and Dr. David 
Jenkins, professor of 
psychology and director of the 
Dept, of Epidemiology. 

Each is involved in research 
programs at the Medical 
Center. 

Rosett, a resident of Barn¬ 
stable Road in West Newton, 
recently received the Career 
Teacher Award from the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health. The award was given 
for his outstanding work in 
educating staff members and 
students involved in drug abuse 
and alcoholic care programs. 

Rosett does most of his work 
at the South End Center for 
Alcoholics, an affiliate of 
Boston University Medical 
Center. Here he is a supervisor 
and counselor for alcholics. 

He is a graduate of Columbia 
University College of 
Physicians and Surgeons and 
the New York Psychoanalytic 
Institute. 

For nearly 10 years, he has 
been conducting a longitudinal 
study of scientific creativity 
which he began at Mount Sinai 
Hospital in New York. 

He has written many articles 
appearing in psychiatric 
journals. His professional 
organizations include the New 
York Psychoanalytic Society, 
the American Psychiatric 
Association and the American 
Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science. 

He is married and has two 
daughters. 

“The view from inside a 
hospital is an incomplete view,” 
says Jenkins, a resident of 
Homer Street, Newton Centre. 

Realizing that his patients 
aren’t accepting this view, he 
has been studying patients in 
their family context. 


His main area of Interest is 
epidemiology, which is the 
study of the causes of good and 
bad health in community 
groups. 

Jenkins has been conducting 
an extensive study on coronary- 
prone behavior patterns since 
1966. He has developed an in¬ 
terview procedure that Ls able 
to predict with almost 100 per 
cent accuracy, who will have a 
greater risk of a coronary heart 
disease. The Medical Center 
also administers the world- 
famous Framingham Heart 
Study where thousands of 
residents are checked annually. 

Before his appointment at the 
Medical Center, Jenkins was a 
professor of epidemiology, 
clinical professor of psychology 
and clinical associate professor 
of psychiatry at the University 
of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill, N.C. 

He has been a consultant to 
the World Health Organization 
and an appointed member of the 
editorial board of 
Psychosomatic Medicine.” 

His many professional af¬ 
filiations include the American 
Psychosomatic Society, the 
American Heart Association 
Council on Epidemiology and 
the American Public Health. 
Association. 

He is married and has a son 
and a daughter.

You know, it never works out 
the way it's supposed to. 
Harvard versus Boston College 
was supposed to be the feature 
game in the third annual 
Beanpot Basketball Tour¬ 
nament at the Boston Garden, 
last week. 

That is, wherever the game 
was billed at all. However, the 
tournament received so little an 
advertise buildup that you had 
to be a private eye to find out 
about it. 

It turned out that Nor¬ 
theastern and Boston 
University upstaged the two 
higher-rated schools in the un¬ 
feature contest. 

Playing basketball in the 
Garden that night was like 
playing in a large echo. There 
must have been all of 200 people 
present for the first game, a 
figure definitely not aided by 
the fact that Boston Univer¬ 
sity's student population was 
still on vacation. The official 
attendance (stretching it a bit) 
by the time BC-Harvard rolled 
around was all the way up to 
1149. 

It’s rather doubtful, even 
though it’s a good idea, that 
there will be a Beanpot 
Basketball Tournament next 
year, at least not at the Garden. 
If someone took the time to 
promote the tourney with some 
billboards, announcements at 
other Garden events, and 
newspaper ads in the dailies 
and at the colleges, somebody 
might have come. A little more 
aid could have come from the 
Boston dailies, too, in the form 
of advances. 

One thing is certain, though. 
The 100(Vodd (and you might 
even drop the hyphen) people 
who did come, saw two good 
basketball matchups. 

Northeastern’s slightly in¬ 
credible team—virtually no 
height, one starter back, no big 
names, all they do is win- 
battled back from opening 12-5 
and halftime 44-41 deficits with 
a 56-point second half to beat 
BU, 97-87. 

The Terriers, with height 
advantage on the boards, looked 
set for a romp in the opening 
minutes, but NU captain Mark 
Jellison went a trifle berserk 
and hit from everyplace to 
bring his club back. 

On the way to its three-point 
intermission margin BU came 
up with the quintessential 
perfect play. 

A huskie player drove for the 
hoop and Terrier center Jim 
Garvin leaped skyward in a Bill 
Russell imitation and smashed 
the ball about 15 feet to guard 
Vic Gathers who was already 
poised to run. Gathers started 
dribbling and on the fly lofted a 
long bomb completion to 
streaking forward Kerry 
Walker for a lay-up. 

In the face of a fastbreak like 
that NU could have been blown 
off in the first half—but for 
Jellison’s 18-point 
marksmanship. 

NU took its first lead, 4641, 
moments into the second half 
when freshman Johnny Clark 
hit an eight-footer from the 
center of the lane. 

The Terriers tied it a few 
times and then NU pulled away 
to 69-64 as Clark kept hitting 
short jumpers and feeding 
reserve forward Ed Minishak. 
Right about this time, with 6:40 
remaining, BU made its first 
substitution—Derek Reverson 
for Ken Boyd. 

But BU, which beat Nor¬ 
theastern, by 13 points earlier 
this year, began employing its 
secret weapon—a fullcourt zone 
press. Forward Boyd, back 
from the bench, netted five 
straight and Gathers hit a 
jumper from short of the comer 
to give the Terriers a 71-69 lead. 

It was the last one they had. 
Clark took over and directed an 
NU spurt which upped the game 
to 88-81 and then a bunch of 
foulshots at the end gave the 
Huskies the 10-point final 
margin. 

Jellison, who shot 
magnificently, led all scorers 
with 29 points, Gark had 21, and 
sub Minishak, added 18, for NU. 
Boyd, 24, Walker, 22, Garvin, 20, 
and Gathers, 12, paced BU. 

As a feature game the Boston 


College-Harvard matchup was 
hindered by the fact that both 
teams played incompetently. 

Harvard’s superior board 
strength and offensive punch 
was a factor early in the game 
as the Crimson moved into a 38- 
26 lead. Guard Jim Fits- 
simmons was bombing from the 
corners and captain Marshall 
Sanders was hitting effectively 
with middle range Jumpers. BC 
meanwhile, couldn't do 
anything right. 

Suddenly, with time running 
out in the first half, there was a 
reversal of roles and Harvard 
couldn’t do anything right. BC, 
with freshman Wilfred 
Morrison, a studious-looking 
black with a semi-Afro and 
glasses, and diminutive guard 
Jere Nolan, who plays exactly 
like Billy Evans used to at the 
Heights, leading the way, came 
back to 38-33 at the half. 

The second half was 
amazingly consistent. BC 
closed to within three points 
twice, 51-48, and 66^3, but 
whenever the Eagles got that 
close a Harvard spurt would 
send the lead back up to seven. 
Morrison and Nolan, with help 
from forward Dan Kilcullen, 
though, kept pecking away and 
with 1:15 left it was 68-67 
Harvard. 

The Crimson took one shot. It 
bounded off the rim. They got 
the rebound and threw it up 
again. A second miss and a 
scramble. But out of the 
scramble came Harvard guard 
Ken Wolfe who banked a run¬ 
ning righthander for a 70-67 
lead. That was BC's big chance. 
After that Harvard ran the 
clock out with a couple of free 
throws and last-minute lay-ups 
for a 77-67 win. 

Harvard got 16 points each 
from Fitzsimmons and Wolfe, 
15 from Tony Jenkins, 12 from 
James Brown, and 11 from 
Sanders. 

BC was led by Nolan’s 23 
points and the Eagles received 
13 from Morrison and 12 each 
from Kilcullen and center Mark 
Batterink.

Church Building 

New York — New church 
construction in some years 
nears the $1 billion mark.

They say that Roberto 
Clemente never received the 
fame he deserved - until he died. 
It’s been said hundreds of times 
this week, but who was asked? 

People never survey kids who 
collect baseball cards for 
anything., except maybe, “how 
many packs do you buy a 
week?” 

I knew Roberto Clemente’s 
worth when I was 10 years old, 
not because I was a great judge 
of baseball talent, but because 
when it came to making trades 
he was equal to any Red Sox 
player, or any two of just about 
any other players. So you see, 
the value system wasn’t that far 
off. Clemente, on the field, just 
about was worth any two 
players. 

Clemente was one of those 
who yelled that he wasn’t 
getting the recognition he 
deserved, and maybe he didn’t 
get the ink of Mickey Mantle or 
Willie Mays, but he had the 
respect of everyone-fans, 
players, and writers-for the job 
that he did. 

Clemente played baseball 
with day-to-day brilliance, the 
magnificent steadiness of Hank 
Aaron, the feats performed so 
routinely, so easily that they 
were noticed only by their 
absence, on the rare occasions 
when Clemente had a bad day. 

Back in the days when I was 
playing Little League baseball 
and still collecting Topps 
baseball cards I had two im¬ 
pressions of Roberto Clemente. 
I knew that he hit .351 in 1961 to 
lead the National League, and it 
was a numeral I always 
remembered because of its true 
magnitude. It was a figure that 
compared favorably with the 
greats of the thirties and 
earlier. 

The second memory is a more 
esoteric one, partly faded. I 
don’t know what year it was, or 
against who the play happened, 
but it did, and now I know, it 
happened more than once. 

I was awed by Roberto 
Clemente the day when I was 
very young and saw him on 
television, running back 
towards the wall in right field at 
Forbes Field, itself now a 
construction crator, awaiting 
rejuvenation, (or is it rein¬ 
carnation?) as a University of 
Pittsburgh law school building. 
His lithe figure sprinting 
towards the corner, 
reaching out, just missing a 
blasted fly ball, the ball 
bouncing once in the corner, 
Clemente scooping it up in a 
fluid motion and then spinning 
swiftly and unleashing an 
amazing line drive throw to 
third base on one bounce, and 
getting the foolhardy runner by 
a stride. 

That was the day 1 learned 
about fielding in baseball. It 
was only later that I learned 
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that It was something Oemente 
did every day. The play was not 
unique, but had been duplicated 
approximately a dozen times 
every summer. That was 
Clemente in right field-an 
impregnable line of defense, as 
flamboyant with his glove as 
Willie Mays’ renowned basket 
catches, and as accurate as a 
telescopic rifle with his arm. 

Being less a connoisseur of 
baseball than other sports, and 
the nature of the American 
public desiring offense rather 
than defense, I heard little in 
the way of statistics about 
Roberto’s performance in the 
field and sought them less 
earerly than home run and 
average numbers. So it passed 
with little fanfare, a minimum 
of publicity, lost in the post¬ 
season pages of The Sporting 
News, and probably nowhere 
else, that Roberto Oemente 
won the Golden Glove award 11 
times for being the best right- 
fielder in the National League. 

As a hitter Oemente was 
supreme. He had minimal 
power, but always managed to 
get his share of home runs. 
(After all, he did total 240.) But 
Oemente’s art was getting hits. 
He took the home runs if they 
came, but his talent lay in 
putting the ball between the 
fielders with a stroke of the bat, 
not over them. 

He did it well and he did it 
often, collecting 3,000 hits in his 
18-year career, one of only 11 
major leaguers to reach the 
coveted plateau. In nine of those 
years he stroked over 10 triples, 
a feat again a rarity, and again 
virtually unreported in this age 
of the home run. 

The game of baseball 
changed in the decade of the 
Sixties, while I was growing up, 
and I watched as the emphasis 
of the game shifted from the 
home run and the hitter in the 
early Sixties to the pitcher as 
the decade turned to the 
Seventies. 

The .300 hitter flirted with 
extinction but Roberto 
Oemente did not. Clemente hit 
over .30013 times and carried a 
lifetime .321 average to his 
grave. Every year I patiently 
waited for the levelling out 
process to set in and level out 
the flashes-in-the-pan who 
commandeered the headlines in 
April, May, and even June; for 
them to fade, and Roberto 
Clemente to emerge and claim 
his rightful place at the top of 
the National League batting 
statistics. I was always sur¬ 
prised in the years he didn’t win 
the title. 

I did not know Roberto 
Clemente the man. From what I 
have read these last few weeks 
since he plunged to his death in 
the small plane off the coast of 
Puerto Rico I have learned 
that he was loved, even revered 
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by his countrymen and many 
others whom he knew. 

Clemente died at age 38, 
trying to help others, flying to 
Nicaragua with medical aid and 
supplies for those fighting a 
battle to live. In an era of 
coldness, he was com¬ 
passionate. 

Good men die every day, in 
senseless accidents, in sen¬ 
seless wars. A good man died 
New Year’s^Day.

Counseling Psychology from 
Harvard. 

While engaged in his graduate 
studies. Hr. Massimo began 
working in the Newton School 
system as a counseling intern. 
He has also worked at the Judge 
Baker Psychology Center in 
Boston. 

Srope 

Dr. Massimo feels it is his and 
his staff members’ duties to 
refrain from limiting the scope 
of their function within the 
schools: “The whole trend is to 
l>c more of a general health 
consultant rather than just a 
therapist.” 

It is this striving for total 
treatment which brings him to 
classroom doors and to private 
talks with parents. “Newton 
will do everything that is 
possible to help a family,” he 
says. “The effort is 
cnexhaustive.” 

He places great emphasis on 
the “team concept,” a new pi.ot 
program getting off the ground. 
It involves what he terms 
“special services teams,” 
composed of about a dozen 
school employees qualified in 
the personnel areas: 
psychology, social work, etc. 
Talents 

“We may pool all our talents 
in one school; everyone on the 
‘team’ is from a special ser¬ 
vices department, making a 
more efficient effort,” he 
states. 

The team members may be 
from five or six separate 
schools. So far, according to Dr. 
Massimo, it Is working out 
"very well,” although it has Just 
begun. It creates a more 
“formalized, organized” 
method of serving the pupils. 
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At the moment, this “team” 

approach Ls still being used on a 
trial basis. A full-time 
psychologist is usually assigned 
to two elementary schools, and 
the maximum load is two 
schools per staff member. In 
addition, a psychologist on Dr. 
Massimo’s staff is also assigned 
to the junior high schools and 
each of the high schools. 

More Work 

“The psychologists are doing 
much more work in the 
classroom;” he says, and adds 
that they are working more and 
more “in the overall climate of 
the school.” Needless to say, his 
psychologists must be “very 
flexible.” 

Of the job itself — 
psychological counseling and 
treatment of Newton 
youngsters — Dr. Massimo 
stresses that each case is a 
personal and confidential 
matter, and “a hard kind of 
thing to evaluate.” 

It is a position requiring 
thoroughness too: “We don’t 
make judgements on limited 
knowledge.” 

The general pressure in¬ 
volving youths with adjustment 
problems seems to create the 
necessity of letting them “stay 
in the schools as long as their 
attendance doesn’t detract from 
the well-being of other kids,” he 
believes. 

Evaluation 

In general, Dr. Massimo 
places a greater emphasis on 
the overall mental health of an 
individual pupil rather than 
specific, clinical evaluation. 
Though this stretches far 
beyond the classroom, he feels 
that the “major agent for health 
is the teacher.” Teachers can 
easily impart a lasting im¬ 
pression on a child, he says. 

His post places him in con¬ 
frontation with teachers con¬ 
stantly in his search for “all the 
facts” surrounding an individu- 
student’s behavioral patterns. 
Dr. Massimo said many times 
he has to backtrack and in¬ 
vestigate a case from ail angles. 
He may have to weigh the in¬ 
fluence felt by a child from his 
parents, teachers, and peers. 
Attitudes toward a youth may 
be positive or negative; people, 
both adults and children within 
his periphery, may affect his 
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entire demeanor. 

It also may last a long time. 

Dr. Massimo still hears from 
former students he had coun¬ 
seled over the years. 

UiMolvable 

Unfortunately, some 
youngsters have problems 
unsolvable within the 
framework of the school 
system: "there are kids,” he 
admittedley laments, “whose 
needs are insatiable, who go on 
to adult criminality.” 

Problems at home, problems 
in school, highly prsonal 
discussions, parental contact, 
delicate counsling in a vital 
area — all are a daily part of a 
job which is not confined to a 9- 
to-5 routine. 

It is a function which Dr. 
Massimo and his staff are 
constantly trying to improve, 
through their own efforts and 
through pilot “team” 
programs.

Richard M. Nixon reached his 
60th birthday anniversary

Dr. Tkach is concerned 
because the President stub¬ 
bornly refuses to take much 
exercise, except for running in 
place a few minutes in his 
bedroom each morning before 
breakfast. Nixon merely smiles 
when his doctor suggests that he 


walk sometimes along the 
beach, or in the woods at Camp 
David, his Maryland mountain 
retreat. But he considers ex¬ 
tensive exercise a waste of 
time. 

Nixon keeps his weight down 
by sticking religiously to a 
Spartan diet, allowing about 
five minutes apiece for break¬ 
fast and lunch, relying on 
coffee, fruit juice and his 
famous cottage cheese to 
sustain him until dinner, the 
only real meal of his entire day. 

He is supposed to sleep six or 
hours a night, but ac- 
gets by on much less.

"He’s a marvel of self¬ 
disipline," said Keu Cole, a key 
man on his domestic policy 
staff.

His zest 
comes from being keenly in¬ 
terested in his work, so it’s not a 
burden. Even opposition keys 
him up; it must get his juices 
going." 

It is a mistake, however, to 
assume, that, because his mind 
works like a computer, Nixon 
himself is a “mechanical man." 
He is not. He is a man of strong 
emotions, who has to exert 
willpower to keep his temper 

ider control. It is as if Nixon 
monitor watches Nixon the 
man to make sure he never 
“loses his cool," a quality he 
admires in Vice-President 
Agnew. 

Mrs. Nixon becomes in¬ 
dignant when anyone suggests 
that her husband is a misan¬ 
thropic recluse. "He's not a 
loner'" she told me once "He 
has the most wonderful sense of 
homor. He’ll see something in a 


situation that will make 
everyone laugh. He loves 
people. It's too bad that his 
work is not appreciated by 
everyone." 

"Father is fun to be with," 
said his daughter, Tricia Nixon 
Cox. "Mother and I love to read 
but, when we are at San 
Clemente or Key Biscayne, 
Father will say, ‘Why not play 
golf, or go swimming, or play 
shuffle board?" 

But Tricia admitted her. 
father advises exercises onlv 
for others, not for himself. “It 
always gets me when 1 read 
about him ‘vacationing’ at Saa 
Clemente," she said. “I have to 
laugh, because he works so hard 
and takes so little time to play."

Last of 200 Girls A Flathead 


A girl never knows what skill 
will get her a movie job. Delle 
Bolton was one of the last 200 
Indian girls interviewed by 
Sidney Pollack to appear op¬ 
posite Robert Redford in 
"Jeremiah Johnson.” The role 
oftSwan called for an Indian girl 
who spoke only the Flathead 
language. 

Delle spoke English in reul 
life, of course, but she knew 
enough Flathead to depict the 
nOe authentically and when she 
didn’t know the right words, 
Jqhn Artec from Montana acted 
as coach. 

^There were three Indian 
language coaches on the pic¬ 
ture, as some of the dialogue is 
iri^Crow and some in Blackfoot, 
along with the Flathead. The 
film would be far less effective 
if any of this conversation was 
faked. One hundred different 
Utah locations, some as distant 
a£ 600 miles apart, were used to 
tell this story of a legendary 
Western figure. 

Jeremiah Johnson turns his 
back on civilization in the mid¬ 
land's and becomes a mountain 
nlpn, making his way alone in 
% wilderness. No wonder the 
picture, after being months in 
preparation, had a shooting 
sahedule of 6 l a months and 
needed 5 months more for the 
editing. 

3>aid Pollack: "You don’t see 
pictures about mouutain men 
aay more in films. It is a period 
nflgleeted by most motion 
picture makers. In fact, this 
story predates what we think of 
as Western pictures by at least 
50 years. And some of the tribal 
language, such as the FlatheaJ, 
will soon be unknown." 

In the picture most of the 
styry is told in action. "You 
can’t write down dialogue in 


three Indian languages, ex- 
pecially as nobody understands 
each other," said the handome 
director. "We have a heroine 
who knows no English, a hero 
who can’t talk Flathead, and a 
frightened orphan who is mute 
and can’t talk at all. Naturally 
the words in the story are 
scanty." 

The story of Jeremiah 
Johnson is based on a real 
character, who spent years of 
his life killing Crow Indians to 
avenge the deaths of his wife 
and adopted son. Indian 
children were warned that they 
had better be good and not 
wander away, or “Johnson will 
get you." Later, Johnson 
became a legend throughout the 
West, and even in white set- 
tl“ments the strange mountain 
man functioned as a "bogey¬ 
man" figure. 

Winter in Utah is tough. 
Horses sink in the six-foot-deep 
snow and try to step on any 
human feet in the vicinity, 
thinking they are rocks. 
Temperatures ranging down to 
25 degrees below freezing cause 
illness among the cast and 
crew, aside from requiring 
specially prepared filmmaking 
equipment. Snows are so deep 
that it becomes impossible to 
walk outside the immediate 
area. Then if you want some 
live wolves in the story, the 
difficulties are simply com¬ 
pounded. 

"There were lix real wolves 
and four stuffed wolves in that 
fight scene," said Pollack. 
"When you see a wolf near the 
horses, it is stuffed. But horses 
du not like* fur, dead or alive, 
aud the stuffed animals caused 
just as much terror and wild 
frenzy as did the real wolves. 
Those horses were not acting. 


"And as for the cameramen, 
they had to be behind safety 
fences, wearing heavy gloves, 
when the real animals were 
being photographed." 

For one scene which required 
a huge grizzly bear to chase 
actor Will Geer into his isolated 
mountain cabin, Pollack 
recounted how he and the crew 
worked for two weeks—a few 
hours each day—to get the 
"trained" animal to cooperate. 
The bear was willing to do the 
chasing, but he didn't want to 
enter the cabin at all. 

Robert Redfordsays Pollack 
is one of the few boxoffice stars 
left in films. Paul Newman, 
Steve McQueen and Clint 
Eastwood are the others he 
mentioned, although he ad¬ 
mitted that even these are not 
absolute guarantees of success 
if an audience doesn't like the 
story. 

Bedford and Pollack are close 
friends, first appearing 
together as actors in a N. Y. 
play, after which

Newton Junior College will 
hold registration for new 
students in its Adult Education 
Program from 6:30 to 9 p.m., 
Jan. 24-27, at Administration 
Hall, Washington Park, 
Newtonville. 

This program is open to all 
adult residents of Newton and 
neighboring communities. It 
includes academic, cultural, 
and general education courses 
without credits or prerequisites. 

The courses are designed for 
adult citizens who wish to 
continue their formal education 
in evening classes at the 
college. The program is suf¬ 
ficiently broad in scope to 
provide ample opportunity for 
adults to promote self¬ 
development, to meet specific 
educational needs, or to fulfill a 
particular cultural or civic goal. 

The courses meet one night a 
week, 7:15 to 9:15 p.m., Jan. 24 
through April 17 unless 
otherwise specified below. 

The course offered are: 

Beginning French—An op¬ 
portunity to begin the fun¬ 
damentals of French and to use 
them in extensive oral practice. 
Conversations, narations, and 
brief discussions among class 
members are designed to in¬ 
crease the students’ vocabulary 
and to acquaint them with 
idiomatic expressions. Topics 
are based on common oc¬ 
curences. Dictation, grammar, 
vocabulary, and comprehension 
work aid students to parler 
Francis. 

Meets Monday 

Intermediate French- 
Designed to help students 
acquire the habit-forming 
processes of spoken language, 
construction patterns, and 
speech sounds. This course 
makes possible greater facility 
in self-expression. A thorough 
and systematic review of the 
fundamentals of grammar with 


intensive practice is Included. 
Meets Monday. 

Beginning Italian—A course 
for those who have no pre¬ 
vious formal knowledge of the 
language. Those who have had 
some familiarity with spoken 
but not written Italian should 
find this course especially 
helpful. Emphasis on con¬ 
versation provides a 
background of vocabulary and 
grammar as the student learns 
to understand and speak the 
language. Meets Monday. 

Intermediate Italian—A 
course for those who have 
had Beginning Italian or its 
equivalent. The student is en¬ 
couraged to think in Italian in 
order to acquire ease in ex¬ 
pressing himself orally and in 
writing. This class may expect 
to review quickly the grammar 
covered in Beginning Italian 
and to complete the study of the 
basic principles of Italian 
grammar. As soon as the 
student learns an adequate, 
simple vocabulary, discussions 
on Italy today and other related 
subjects are conducted 
in Italian. Meets Thursday. 

Beginning Spanish—The 

course is especially adapted for 
adult students. By means of 
objective-conceptive and audio- 
phonic methods, the student will 
be guided in the use of basic 
elements of the Spanish 
language as a means of com¬ 
munication. Meets Monday and 
Tuesday. 

Intermediate Spanish—A 
course in spoken Spanish, 
stressing the most frequent 
structures and idiomatic ex¬ 
pressions in the language. 
Classsroom discussions will 
focus on assigned reading ' 
materials that deal with family 
life, travel, customs, traditions, 
and attitudes of the Spanish 
people.

Beta Kappa efiapters in the 
Greater Boston area. 

' .Former Dean Melville was 
president of the Boston 
University chapter from 1955 to 
1958. Other chapters in the area 
were also represented: Stephen 
Levi, Resident Tutor at Eliot 
HoUse, was present from the 
Harvard chapter; and 
Elizabeth Campbell, from the 
Nuclear Physics laboratory at 
M.I.T. 

A taped recording of this 
Initiation will be broadcast over 


the Boston University FM 
station, WBUR, early next 
month. Also a series of 
discussions or conversations for 
the purpose of considering 
various topics of intellectual 
interest will begin in mid- 
January at Boston University.

In 1948, 
she married Atlee Lane Percy, 
who was at that time Dean of 
the Faculties at Boston 
University. 

The recent initiation of the 
“Junior Phi Betes” had a 
number of unusual features.

According to the document 
filed, the petitioners are asking 
the court to take these steps: 

—make a binding declaration 
and determination as to the 
legality of current assessing 
policies. 

—declare the policy illegal. 

—declare that theconstitution 
and laws of Massachusetts 
establish uniformity of real 
estate taxes. 

—issue a temporary 
restraining order to stop the 
city from applying "different or 
lower" percentages of full and 
fair cash value to different 
taxable real estate; from 
establishing assessed valuation 
other than at full and fair cash 
value; from preparing any tax 
or valuation list based on any 
figure other than full and fair 
cash value. 

At the Jan. 31 hearing, both 
parties to the suit will appear in 
court for a determination on 


whether or not the temporary 
restraining order issued when 
the suit was filed Tuesday will 
remain in effect until the 
resolution of the suit. 

If the court rules in favor of 
the restraining order, and it 
remains in force through the 
period Newton issues its next 
tax bills, the bills could not be 
issued. 

Tax bills for 1972 have been 
Issued and are not affected by 
the suit. The next ones will not 
come out until this summer. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
said Wednesday that he felt 
actions that have been taken by 
the city would demonstrate its 
"good faith" to the court. 

He referred to the establish¬ 
ment of a blue ribbon panel of 
citizens that were charged with 
making a study of revaluation 
and reporting their findings 
back to his office. 

He said the report was due 
"any day now," and said it was 


his feeling the panel would be 
recommending revaluation be 
carried out by an outside firm. 

The only comment City 
Solicitor Melvin J. Dangel 
would make Wednesday )yas 
that his office and the major 
are "discussing the whole 
question of what we will do 
when we go to court next 
Wednesday." 

Alderman Robert J. Gaynor 
commented Wednesday that 
based on the fact "the city is 
moving ahead on a method to 
revalue, that money was set 
aside last year for revaluation, 
and that a panel was 
established to report to the 
mayor," he thought the suit was 
"premature." 

Gaynor, an attorney, and one 
of the aldermen most opposed to 
immediate revaluation, said he 
had sent a written request to the 
mayor asking that a "Plea in 
abatement" be sought.

Newman House Foes Heard

A hearing on a temporary 
restraining order, the first step 
in stopping alleged unfair city 
assessment practices, will be 
held next Wednesday (Jan. 31) 
in Middlesex Superior Court, 
Cambridge. 

The suit, naming City 
Assessor Milton M. Manin and 
City Treasurer Theodore D. 
Scafidi as the defendants, was 
filed by 34 residents, 
represented by Attorney 
Richard Gellerman.

Members of the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee voted last 
Monday night to postpone 
debate and action on a petition 
calling for ouster of Newman 
House from its location at the 
corner of Walnut and Clyde 
streets, Newtonville. 

The decision came after 
zalderman listened to four 
hours of testimony from both 
advocates and those opposed to 
the petition. 

Advocates led off the 
talkathon when Norman 
Walker, 66 Clyde St., recounted 
the history of the present 
dispute from the standpoint of 
the neighbors who submitted 
the petition. 

According to Walker, 
organized opposition to 
Newman House began in the 
summer of 1971. Since that 
time, Walker told the com¬ 
mittee, he and his neighbors 
had been rebuffed by Newman 
House authorities any time they 
attempted to present legitimate 
grievances. 

Walker also introduced a 


letter from Msgr. John J. 
McManmon, pastor of Our Lady 
Help of Christians parish, in 
which the clergyman declared 
that Newman House had “bo 
official status" within the legal 
limits of his Catholic 
jurisdiction although it is within 
parish boundaries. 

Walker contended that 
Newman House could therefore 
not claim immunity from of¬ 
ficial board action because of its 
religious character, as 
previously had been determined 
in a ruling by the city solicitor. 

Charles Wallace, 15 
Trowbridge St., complained to 
aldermen of the litter con¬ 
stantly surrounding the area 
and of the increased traffic 
drawn to the neighborhood by 
Newman House. 

Another neighbor, Mrs. John 
Murdock, told of sseeing what 
she called drug transactions on 
the lawn of Newman House, but 
when asked by an alderman if 
she had contacted police about 
the incidents, she said “that 
wouldn’t have been nice.’’ 


Mrs. Norman Walker 
replaced Mrs. Murdock at the 
microphone and told the large 
gathering in the aldermanic 
chambers of illicit sexual ac¬ 
tivity allegedly occurring 
within the confines of Newman 
House. 

Newton Police Chief William 
F. Quinn was then called upon 
by committee chairman Alan S. 
Barkin to report if such activity 
had been substantiated by 
police investigation. 

Chief Quinn declared that his 
department had uncovered 
none of the activity recounted 
by Mrs. Walker. There was, he 
said “no evidence of illicit 
sexual (acticity) or of anyone 
half-naked’’ as was claimed in 
complaints to his office. 

“When an effort is mounted 
against an institution like this," 
he continued, “it is usually 
possible to detect a campaign of 
complaints about parking and 
other violations, but there is no 
such thing in this case." 

Chief Quinn told of ordering a 
review of police journals going 


back to last Nov. 1 The review 
turned up no evidence of 
complaints from neighbors 
since that time, he stated. 

The alderman also heard 
reports from the Newton Fire, 
Health, Law, and Assessing 
Departments. 

The fire department report 
recommended that trash be 
removed from the Newman 
House cellar, containers be 
provided from litter outside the 
house, and that receptacles be 
provided for smoking. The 
health department found the 
building in adequate condition. 

The assessing department 
report dealth only with the 
house's tax free status. Such 
status was granted after house 
directors presented the city 
with its articles of incorporation 
signed by the then Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, Boston 
Mayor Kevin White. 

Newman House, according to 
the assessors’ report, is a non¬ 
profit organization and thus 
exempt from taxation by the 
Commonwealth and the city. 


School Committee Examines 
Non-Salary Part Of Budget

Continuing their discussion of 
the 1973 school budget, the 
Newton School Committee 
examined a lengthy presen¬ 
tation of the Operations, or non- 
salary, .portion of the projected 
funding Monday night. 

An overview of almost $7.5 
million was presented to the 
Board Monday by Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Aaron Fink, 
who stressed that the total was 
only a “tentative recom- 
mendatioa" His department is 
requesting an increase of 
$434,881, or a 6.2 per cent hike 
over last year’s non-salary 
budget 

Discussion of the operations 
part of the 1973 budget will 
continue tonight (Thursday) 
and again next Monday (Jan. 
29) when a decision is expected. 


Both meetings are open to the 
public and will begin at 7:30 
p.m. in the Bigelow Junior High 
School auditorium. 

The anticipated vote on 
Monday won’t be binding; the 
School Committee will reach 
their final vote on the entire 
budget, including both salary 
and non-salary, next month. 

The operations section of the 
budget includes such items as 
pupil transportation, data 
processing equipment, food 
services, athletic equipment, 
etc. Last year, a total of 
$7,030,818 was budgeted, and by 
Dec. 31 $6,563,632 had been 
expended. The recom¬ 
mendation for 1973 was for an 
allocation of $7,465,699. 

•Major increases included an 
extra $141,807 for heat and 
utilities, whose unit cost has 
gone up, and in the area of 


“Maintenance of School Plant," 
which contained the biggest 
single recommended hike. Fink 
was requesting a 51 per cent 
increase over 1972, or an ad¬ 
ditional cost to the city of 
$342,654. 

The School Board, on a 
motion by Committeeman Alvin 
Mandell, voted to eliminate 
$200,000 from this figure, the 
only significant action Monday 
night. “We’re caught in an 
inflationary bind," said Man¬ 
dell. 


Under the 1972 City Charter, 
the School Committee is em¬ 
powered to provide “ordinary 
maintenance and repairs" to 
school facilities up to a total 
equalling four per cent of the 
School Department’s 
“operating budget adopted for 
the preceding fiscal year." The 
Mandell-proposed decrease was 
still permissible under the 
Charter Maintenance clause.

Drowning Victims’ Rites Were Tuesday 


An after lunch excursion to 
the local grocery store ended in 
tragedy for two * Newton 
brothers last Friday when the 
rapidly melting ice of the 
Charles River gave way 
beneath their feet. 

A Mass of the Angels was said 
Tuesday at Mary Immaculate 
of Lourdes Church at 9 a.m. by 
Rev. Rovert L. Connors for 
drowning victims William A. 
Mandile, 7, and his brother, 
Kevin, 4, sons of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jonn A. Mandile, 58 High St., 
Newton Upper Falls. 

William and Kevin also leave 
a brother, John, 10, and a sister, 
Julie Ann, 2. They were laid to 
rest at St. Mary’s Cemetery in 
Needham. 

Newton Police theorize that 


the two brothers did not return 
home after purchasing candy at 
Panella’s Market, a half mile 
from the Mandile home on the 
Needham side of the river. They 
instead went behind the store, 
down the bank of the river and 
out onto the thin ice. 

Police received an 
anonymous call from a woman 
at approxiamtely 1:09 p.m. 
stating that she has seen two 
children playing on the ice 
about 100 yards from the Elliot 
Street Bridge. Poljce from 
Newton, Needham and the MDC 
immediately converged on the 
area as did firemen from 
Newton and Needham. 

They found Kevin floating 
face down in the water. 
Firefighters Kenneth Neilson 


and Paul Barry of Newton 
pulled him from the icy waters 
and applied resuscitation. When 
an ambulance arrived he was 
transported to Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital where he 
was pronounced dead on 
arrival. 

Police, firemen and divers, 
including two Newton civilian 
volunteers, Gary Goodwin, 19, 
of 1038 Chestnut St., and Charles 
Gaylord, 21, of 1012 Chestnut 
St., continued the grim hunt for 
William. 

They were prompted by the 
knowledge that Kevin had been 
accompanied by his brother just 
shortly before in the market. 

They found William’s body a 
short distance from where they 
had found Kevin. William had 


been in the water almost 90 
minutes longer. 

He was taken to Newton- 
Wellesley Hosptial where he too 
was pronounced dead by Dr. 
Ernest Grabile of Newton. The 
last rites of the Catholic Church 
were administered by the Revs. 
James L. Rurilla and T. Joseph 
Moynihan, curates from St. 
Philip Neri Church, Waban. 

William was a first grade 
student at the Emerson School. 

Police later found Kevin’s Big 
Wheels' tricycle on the river 
bank a short distance from the 
site of the double drwoning. 

In lieu of flowers the bereaved 
family requested that con¬ 
tributions be made to the 
Newton Head Start Program. 


State Auditor Attacks Welfare Dept. 


State Auditor Thaddeus 
Buczko recently attacked the 
State Department of Public 
Welfare in a speech before the 
Eastern Mass. Chapter of 
Americans for Constitutional 
Action at Newton’s Community 
Center. 

Buczko stated the welfare 
department was not “well” 
because its financial 
management contributed to a 
“bureaucratic illness that 
harms all that it touches” and 
not “fair” because of 
inadequate treatment of 
welfare recipients and 
irresponsibility towards tax¬ 
payers. 

Citing several instances of 
financial irregularity within the 
welfare structure, Buczko 
termed the department “its own 
worst enemy,” thus answering 
welfare agency supporters 
charges that he is the sole 
possessor of that title because of 
his frequent attacks on the state 
welfare system. 

In leveling his charges of 
mismanagement, the state 
auditor first revealed the 
existence of several large bank 
deposits which welfare did not 
know existed. 

In one case, state examiners 
from Buczko’s office discovered 
$151,000 that had been on 
deposit in welfare accounts for 
19 months, and in a similar 
finding, a phased out bank 
account showed a balance of 
$239,000 supposedly covering 
outstanding checks. Welfare 
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aides could not supply a list of 
the checks. 

Evidently a bookkeeper in the 
department had deposited 
refund and cancelled checks in 
the accounts but had made no 
entries in the stwte’s records, 
said Buczko. 

Authorized by the State 
legislature to conduct probes 
into not only the Welfare 
Department but also its sub¬ 
sidiaries, auditing examiners 
began to analyze the records of 
almost 300 nursing homes in the 
state last February. 

Buczko stated the probe 
revealed “that the nursing 
home industly is not properly 
maintaining its records, and the 
Department of public welfare is 
not overseeing their 
operations.” 

He cited the instance of a 
nursing home found to have a 
balance of over $190,00 in its 
personal needs account. When 
questioned, the home stated 
that it was waiting for in¬ 
structions from the welfare 
department as to disposition of 
the money. 

Buczko’s men also checked 
into the system's drug billing 
procedures. “Once again, the 
vesults of our audit shocked the 
imagination,” explained the 
state's financial guardian. 

Examiners found that welfare 
people paid a recipient $2,303.25 
for drugs and drug parapher¬ 
nalia over a two and one-half 
period. The recipient’s doctor 
explained that the drugs serre 
needed to relieve pain, but felt 
in view of repeated use “that 
some degree of habituation is 


present,” Buczko said. 

Buczko told his audience that 
the Welfare administration was 
paying for an “exewssive” 
amount of methadone, that 
there were too many instances 
of duplicat billings, errors in 
doctor’s names and prescirp- 
tions for liquor. 

Buczko next turned his 
listeners' attention to the 
welfare department’s contracts 
with 42 day care centers 
throughout the Commonwealth. 

Massachusetts paid the 
centers a total of $3,806,987 for 
services to 1,675 children and, 
according to Buczko, his 
examiners found that many of 
the already paid-for slots went 
unfilled despite a requirement 
that the state review day care 
enrollments every three 
months. 

In one day care center alone, 
stated Buczko, the total cost to 
the state for unused slots from 
Oct. 1970 to Oct 1971 was 
$16,500. 

He also revealed that some 
centers were charging the state 
up to $53 per week per eligible 
child, while fees for private 
students range from a low of $17 
per week to a high of $30. 

“Once again, the abuse by 
both day care centers and the 
welfare department is flagrant 
and discouraging,’’ stated 
Buczko. 

Narrowing his criticism of the 
currently controversial “0-3 
Account” to the welfare system, 
he told his audience that in 1971 
an additional $12 million had 
been added to that depart¬ 


ment’s consultant fund after the 
state legislature had allocated 
only $567,000 for that purpose. 
Buczko labeled this transaction 
”a personal boondoggle for 
friends, relatives and political 
rewards.” 

He added that it was difficult 
for his examiners to discover 
the eventual destination for the • 
money because the system did 
not comply with federal and 
state regulations concerning the 
reporting of these fees. 

Buczko was able to provide a 
few examples and regaled the 
assembled conservatives with 
the story of a welfare consultant 
who in addition to an annual 
salary of $40,000 was also 
reimbursed by the state for all 
personal expenses including 
rental of a Boston apartment, 
meals, taxi fares and the cost of 
weekly visits to his home in 
another state. 

According to his job 
description the man was hired 
”to install and develop a system 
for monitoring existing and 
newly-defined projects which 
have been approved by the 
commissioner.” Buczko did not 
state any objection to that job 
description until he learned that 
the man was also responsible 
for creating the projects he was 
supposed to monitor. 

“I haven’t the slightest in¬ 
dication of what is done for 


$40,000. Perhaps I am in error, 
for apparently the job was so 
important, the consultant was 
re-hired for (1973) at the cost of 
$42,000,” stated Buczko. 

He also told of the consultant 
group paid $85,000 to “increase 
and improve coordination 
between the various agencies 
providing social services in 
order to provide more efficient 
targeting of Commonwealth 
efforts, and to provide services 
on the most economical basis.” 

Buczko expressed the hope 
that the group’s first recom¬ 
mendation would be to cut down 
on the number of consultants 
the welfare department has 
been hiring. 

The auditor called on the state 
legislature to investigate the ”8- 
3 racket” and offered his own 
program for correcting the 
mismanagement his examiners 
uncovered in the welfare 
system. 

The chief point of Buczko’s 
proposals would return the 
department of welfare to state 
control. The comptroller of the 
Commonwealth would pass on 
all payments and all bills would 
be paid by the state treasurer. 

Buczko concluded his 
remakrs by urging his audience 
“to yell long enough and hard 
enough so the people on Beacon 
Hill will hear your cry for a 
complete clean-up of the 
welfare system.”

‘‘Architecture, sculpture, 
painting, music, and poetry, 
may truly be called the ef¬ 
florescence of civilized life.” 

In his 19th century essay on 
education, the English 
philosopher Herbert Spencer 
argued that the full bloom of 
mankind can best be seen in his 
creativity. And among those 
scholarly subjects he felt were 
worth mastering, Spencer gave 
high priority to architecture, 
sculpture, painting, music, and 
poetry. 

Few educators today would 
agree entirely with his con¬ 
tentions. Yet, in an era of ad¬ 
vancing technology and 
economic crisis on the 
American college campus, 
those who teach and practice 
fine arts are quick to re-read 
Spencer’s words. 

Even before it opened 25 
years ago, Brandeis University 
accepted an unusual com¬ 


mitment to advance the case for 
artistic creativity. That 
commitment has matured 
during a quarter century, 
growing strong at a pace equal 
to any discipline on the campus. 

There are obvious reasons for 
such maturity ; excellence in its 
student body, in its con¬ 
stituency, in its resources. 
None, however, is more 
essential to Brandeis than the 
human resource. 

Professor Peter Grippe of 
Newton Upper Falls, a long¬ 
time Brandeis teacher who is 
today acclaimed as one of the 
most important abstract ex¬ 
pressionist sculptors, may best 
typify the excellence of human 
resources. During his career, he 
has formed well-controlled, 
understandable philosophies 
about his field and the role 
assigned the university in its 
creative arts stance. 

And since he has taught at 


Brandeis for nearly 20 years, 
Prof. Grippe can recall those 
early commitments to artistic 
integrity. 

‘‘From the beginning, I 
believe there was a firm posture 
taken by Brandeis towards the 
creative arts, and a promise 
made to give a place here to art, 
music, theater and poetry. 

‘‘Equally important among 
its achievements over 25 years, 
has been Brandeis' ability to 
attract well-known, prestigious 
professionals in all fields. They 
became the backbone of the 
University . . . these scientists 
and artists. Many professionals 
preferred to come to Brandeis 
over other more established 
universities,” he commented. 

Grippe believes that teachers 
and professionals like Ijeonard 
Bernstein, Irving Fine and 
others came because ‘‘they saw 
an earnest thrust by Brandeis in 
all directions of fine arts.”

A package of 11 bills designed 
to provide economic and social 
aid to elderly citizens has been 
filed by State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson of Newton. 

A key feature of the 
legislation filed by Mofenson, is 
a bill which would provide a 
guaranteed minimum income 
for persons 65 years of age and 
older. 

‘‘I believe that the key to 
providing meaningful 
legislation for the elderly is 
passage of the minimum 
gyaranteed income which I 
have co-filed with the 
Legislative Council of Older 
Americans and other members 
of the legislature,” said Rep. 
Mofenson, noting that the 
proposed measure would 
provide senior citizens with an 
income equal to the Low 
Standard Budget of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics of the U.S. 
Department of Labor in 1974, 
and rise over the next five years 
to equal the Median Standard 
Budget. 

In addition, Rep. Mofenson’s 
legislation calls for a reduction 
in the eligibility for property tax 
abatements from age 70 to 65; 
provide for public con¬ 
servators; provide for police 
protection for residents of 
public housing; ease medicaid 
eligibility requirements for the 
elderly; provide for improved 
transportation programs for 
senior citizens; allow recipients 
for old age and disability 


assistance to benefit from in¬ 
creases in Social Security 
payments; insure speedy trials 
for seniors and authorize funds 
for elderly nutrition and home 
care. 4 

‘‘Many of our elderly citizens 
are isolated in their homes or in 
public housing, either afraid or 
unable to seek the basic 
necessities of life. This 
legislation will afford them the 
opportunities they have 
previously been denied either 
through legislative inaction, or 
through physical inability or 
incapacity,” said the Newton 
lawmaker, citing increased 
police protection and home care 
and nutrition as high on his list 
of priorities. 

‘‘The time has come,” said 
Mofenson, ‘‘that we recognize 
our debt to the elderly of the 
Commonwealth. All too often I 
have seen men and women in 
their 60’s, 70’s or 80’s who have 
contributed more than half a 
century to society and are cut 
off from any means of self- 
sufficiency. We have to realize 
that Social Security is not 
‘security’ but a basic survival 
fund which is totally inadequate 
to the needs of seniors who often 
require special diets, more 
medical aid and special other 
needs. Who are we to deny these 
people those necessities?” 

Mofenson has in the past filed 
and supported legislation to aid 
the elderly, but said current 
rises in cost of living have 


negated whatever increases 
have been granted to the 
elderly. 

‘‘We must remember that 
senior citizens must survive on 
a fixed income and must depend 
on both the federal governmnt 
and our own state legialature 
for whatever meager in¬ 
creases they receive. This 
package of bills will allow them 
to Live out their lives in the 
dignity to which they are en¬ 
titled,” said Rep. Mofenson. 


Kindergarten 
Registration 
At Underwood 

Kindergarten registration 
will be held at Underwood 
School, 101 Vernon S.T. Neton, 
on Tuesday, Jan. 30, from 1:30 
to 3 p.m.

‘‘They also recognized the 
value of academic freedom, and 
they seized the chance to help 
mold a young, new university 
along philc-opWcal lines that 
corresponded with theirs,” he 
said. 

More significant, he added, 
they contributed ‘‘solid ideas” 
that helped hold the university 
together, especially during its 
early history. Well-known 
visiting artists also came to 
Brandeis to lecture, like

‘‘We must continue this sort of 
thing, of course,” Prof. Grippe 
emphasized, ‘‘to ensure our 
stability in the future.” 

Grippe credits the univer¬ 
sity’s Creative Arts Awards 
Commission as another reason 
why Brandeis is, in his words, 
“among the country’s strongest 
universities in all aspects of fine 
arts.” 

The Creative Arts Awards 
program was developed 16 
years ago, and this, he said, 
“brought into focus our interest 
in fine arts and a concern for 
artists the world over.” 

The program annually honors 
leaders in a variety of fields, 
awarding to them stipends and 
medallions. The commission's 
official medal was, coin¬ 
cidentally, designed and 
executed by Peter Grippe. 

Over the years, Brandeis has 
managed to draw a good 
measure of prestige from this 
program. I think it’s a feather in 
our cap, and many award 
recipients I have talked to rank 
ours with the most important 
artistic awards in the country,” 
he said. 

Grippe has watched the 
university and its student body 
change many times during his 
years at Brandeis. 

“I see a substantial difference 
in students of today from 
yesterday,” he explained. 
“More recent students are very 
well informed, and they ask the 
kinds of questions that have 
great interest to faculty 
members. These are probing 
questions most professors are 
eager to explore with young, 
quick minds. I sense a depth 
here and a search for answers 
that did not exist years ago. 

"Students also seem more 
serious today . . . serious about 
fine arts and creative things. 
There’s an interest among them 
about concepts and the 
philosophy behind art, and why 
things must be done in par¬ 
ticular styles.” 


Nevertheless, he expresses 
concern for what he describes at 
“some confusion” in students of 
the 60’s and 70's, as well as 
“more limited backgrounds 
among students supposedly 
serious in their pursuit of art 
careers.” 

He suggests that public school 
systems may be responsible. 

Despite this, Grippe 
recognizes an increased in¬ 
terest in sculpture and art 
among young people in his two 
sculpture classes and one 
drawing class at Brandeis. 

“I’ve always had fairly large 
enrollments in my classes, but 
it has come to the point recently 
where I’m not always able to 
handle all the people that come. 
Actually, I’m astonished to find 
so many Interested in sculp¬ 
ture.” 

He recalled a recent con¬ 
versation with a Brandeis 
University graduate who now- 
practices dentistry. 

“One of his greatest regrets,” 
Grippe said, “was that he did 
not take any art courses while 
he was at Brandeis.” 

A well-known Greek painter 
told Grippe more than 20 years 
ago: "It’s not the fact you’re a 
dentist, or a doctor or a lawyer 
today. You’ve got to be cultured 
too. You just can’t only be this 
professional man and expect to 
be a total human being.” 

Grippe continued: ‘‘I 

remember both conversations, 
and they left an impression on 
me. Art is a very mystical thing 
and there’s something about it 
that eludes the imagination . . . 
even one's ability to grasp it. 

“And I mean mystical only in 
the sense that music, poetry and 
art should be part of our 
complete selves, the part of our 
lives that makes us three- 
dimensional human beings. I 
try to teach with this kind of 
philosophy.” 

Peter Grippe came to 
Brandeis in early 1953 as a 
part - time lecturer. Before 
that, he taught at the Art Instit¬ 
ute of Buffalo — where he also 
studied — at Black Mountain 
College, at Pratt Institute and 
at Smith College. 

His reputation in the field of 
sculpture was established 

Anderson is one of hundreds 


of art critics the world-over who 
have praised the innovative 
creativity and pledge to art 
integrity of the 60-year-old 
artist. 

In 1965, Grippe was appointed 
the first incumbent to the Joan 
and I>ester Avnet Chair in 
Sculpture, a gift to Brandeis 
from the late King’s Point, N.Y. 
philanthropist, who was also a 
Brandeis trustee. 

“A chair professorship, with 
its prestige and security, is a 
good thing and I’m proud to 
have been associated with 
I jester Avnet. It was rewarding 
to have known him and to have 
talked with him over the years 
about his interest in art and 
sculpture in particular. Here 
was a man whose interest in 
sculpture — he had a good 
collection of contemporary 
work — was supported by a real 
commitment to art.” 

Before Ijester Avnet died two 
years ago, he purchased several 
Peter Grippe pieces for his 
growing collection. 

The words “space” and 
“movement” are keystones in 
the work of Peter Grippe. He 
explains: 

"The concept of movement 
started rather early for me and 
was an idea drawn from East 
Indian sculpture . . . those 
seated figures of Buddha with 
many arms. This gave me a 
direction, not a mechanical one 
like the Futurists, but one that 
expressed a kind of endless 
philosophy. All things have a 
beginning but not an ending. 

“At first, the series of 'Cities’ 
was the result. Its idea was to 
bring all ideas into one focus. 
Previous ideas about sculpture 
had always been centered on 
one viewpoint, either the front 
or back. I wanted sculpture to 
be interesting on all four sides. 
It was an architectural ap¬ 
proach called ‘movement.’ It 
also expressed a certain en¬ 
dlessness . . . something that 
had no beginning and no ending. 

"Each of the ‘Cities’ had 
many figures set on a variety of 
facades, which turned in dif¬ 
ferent directions. They all 
combined to include images and 
pictographic symbols that 
become many aspects of a

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Lyndon Johnson 

In the fall of 1948 old-line Texas politicians were given 
something to talk about for weeks when Governor Coke 
Stevenson lost to a young Democratic former congressman 
named Lyndon Raines Johnson. Stevenson was defeated by 
87 votes, a margin neither recounts nor court action threats 
could overturn. 

Lyndon Johnson brought to Washington a political 
know-how rarely bestowed. He had talents quickly 
recognised by President Franklin D. Roosevelt. He was 
blessed with a strength of purpose and will which won for 
liim respect on both sides of the political aisle. 

The tragedy of death by which he came into office as 
successor to John F. Kennedy never really gave him a 
chance to serve with the rein freedom given others. That 
handicap linked with a war Americans could never un¬ 
derstand wasn’t overcome or even lessened by his 
smashing victory over Senator Gold water. 

As the U.S. mourns his passing, it may well salute a 
resolute gifted American who never truly was able to test 
his strength as one of our potentially great leaders.

Rail Bargain 

State transportation officials figure the MBTA got a bargain 
when it signed an agreement with the bankrupt Penn Central to 
take over 145 miles of the railroad’s right-of-way which includes 
the present physical commuter system plus unused trackage to 
Plymouth and Brockton. 

A swift glance at the deal would seem to indicate the officials 
are right. In these days when millions of dollars are bandied about 
in conversation like thousands in the old days, $19.9 million 
doesn’t seem an impossibly attainable figure. 

It even shrinks a little bit when you realize it will be paid 
through a federal loan. 

Actually, what the state is getting is a rail route to Boston 
from some of its southwest suburbs. The steel rails and the ties 
that support them would be condemned on the spot by old-time 
rail section foreman, his first assistant and any section hands who 
were on the job over a couple of weeks. 

Along the right of way in the old days were stations. They 
were heated in winter and equipped with a fan in the summer. The 
station agent was usually a bright middle-aged man who knew all 
his customers. The property was well kept up and though there 
were some complaints the trains ran close to their schedules save 
in inclement weather when the “plow itself is having a time 
getting through.’’ 

A number of years back the station agent disappeared. You 
now paid your fare on the train. After vandals had broken the 
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abandoned stations’ windows, any attempt at their upkeep was 
abandoned and soon the railroad rid itself of the properties im¬ 
possible as Lax burdens. 

One has to go along with Governor Sargent’s and Tran¬ 
sportation Alan Altshuler in their belief the Penn purchase was a 
good one for the present - at least. 

Now all they have to do is put that road bed and the entire right- 
of-way hack in its original shape. That’s going to cost a lot more 
than $19.1 million.

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While he didn’t quite say so, Senator George McGovern made 
it plain during his recent visit to Boston that Salinger was a bit 
careless with the facts in his magazine article. 

In fact, McGovern disclosed that Ted Kennedy offered to give 
White a ride to Miami Beach in his private plane if White were 
tapped to be the No. 2 man on the Democratic National Ticket. 

Ted Kennedy also paid a quiet visit to White’s Beacon Hill 
home to assure the Boston Mayor that he had not made any effort 
to block his nomination for Veep. 

The only surviving Kennedy brother declares quite candidly 
that his first choice for Vice President was Congressman Wilbur 
D. Mills, chairman of the powerful House Ways and Means 
Committee. 

What obviously disturbed Ted was the report that he had 
telephoned Congressman Robert F. Drinan and Harvard 
Professor J. Kenneth Galbraith, both members of the 
Massachusetts delegation to the Democratic national convention, 
to promote opposition to White. 

Father Drinan confirms McGovern’s statement that Kennedy 
did not call him. McGovern also denied Ted telephoned to 
Galbraith. The latter hasremained silent on the matter but 
evidently was personally opposed to the choice of White as the 
Vice Presidential nominee. 

The real reason McGovern did not pick Mayor White as his 
Vice Presidential running mate, according to McGovern himself, 
was that several of his senatorial colleagues, whose help he 
needed, lobbied for Missouri Senator Thomas Eagleton, and he 
derided Eagleton was better known nationally than White and 
more familiar with the national issues. 

Senator McGovern used rather harsh and strong language 
when he charged that Henry Kissinger “was lying’’ when he 
declared last Oct. 26 that peace was at hand. 

McGovern went pretty far in expressing the belief that 
President Nixon had instructed Kissinger to make the statement 
he did and that Kissinger knew he was deceiving the American 
people 12 days before the election. 

Kissinger obviously was over-optimistic in estimating the 
length of time it would take to achieve a peace agreement, but it 
seems unlikely that he dliberately lied in order to Improve 
President Nixon’s chances of winning reelection, as McGovern 
maintains. 

Some Washington officials, with good White House con¬ 
nections, assert that Kissinger has been unfairly treated by many 
political observers, including this writer. They say the reason the 
progress toward peace bogged down late last autumn was that the 
North Vietnamese reneged on agreements they had made in the 
peace talks and that this prompted President Nixon to order the 
bombing which aroused bitter criticism. 

To this listener Senator McGovern sounded a bit arrogant 
when he declared that he would have tapped Maine’s Senator 
Edmund Muskie to be his Vice Presidential running mate if 
Muskie had dropped out and endorsed him prior to the national 
convention. 

Muskie might have agreed to accept second place on the 
Democratic ticket if he had been asked first lime around, but 
there is no certainly he would have done so since, of course, he 
stood for the Vice Presidency in 1M8. 

McGovern probably has a legitimate complaint concerning 
those many political columnists who wrote critical articles about 
him. He also is right when he says the Eagleton episode could 
have happened to anyone, 

But to this onlooker it seemed the coverage McGovern 
received in the news columns of the newspapers and in the reports 
of the television networks was reasonably fair. 

His complaint about President Nixon failing to campaign for 
reelection is an unusual one. 

Mr. Nixoo look a calculated gamble in foUowiog the political 
strategy he employed. It might have boomerang*** 1* he were 
opposed by a less controversial candidate than George 
McGovern. 

Senator McGovern feels his own mistakes and those of his 
staff members were blown up beyond their true importance. 


In one sense he may be right. But he was standing for election 
to the most powerful and important office in the world. And his 
mistakes provided some evidence of his ability to fill that office. 

It was not the fault of the newsmen that McGovern said he 
was 1000 per cent behind Eagleton and then later asked him to 
step down from the ticket. 

As McGovern says, nobody in his camp engaged in wiretap¬ 
ping or political sabotage, or killed anybody, or tunneled money 
through Mexican banks, or paid off thugs behind the door. That 
certainly Is to the credit of McGovern and his top campaign aides. 

But to a great many people George McGovern seemed unable 
to run his own campaign headquarters and appeared too in¬ 
consistent and too far out on too many things to be placed in the 
Presidency. That is why George McGovern was defeated in an 
election in which a vast number of people voted against him 
rather than for President Nixon. 

This basic explanation for his landslide loss which he 
has never really grasped. George McGovern, it may be added, is 
a very likeable person. But that is not enough to qualify him for 
the Presidency. 

' Ten Years Have Left Their 
Mark Upon Sen. Ted Kennedy 

It was just slightly more than 10 years ago that Ted Kennedy 
began his public career as a member of the U.S. Senate. 

In the intervening decade Ted has made greater political 
progress than his late, great brother John did during his first 10 
years on Washington’s Capitol Hill. 

John F. Kennedy was defeated for the Vice Presidential 
nomination at the 1956 Democratic National Convention after he 
had served in public office a little less than 10 years. 

The Presidential nomination was Ted’s for the taking last 
year after he had been In public life the same period of time. He 
didn’t want it. 

Ten years have taken a greater toll on Ted Kennedy than on 
most persons. Not quite 41 years old, Ted’s hair is now greying at 
the temples, and he shows the effect of the tragedies which have 
marred his life. 

He was presiding over a Senate session when he received the 
shocking word his President brother had been assassinated in 
Dallas. 

Seven months later, Ted himself was almost killed when a 
private plane crashed on its way to the Democratic State Con¬ 
vention in West Springfield, and he suffered a broken back which 
hospitalized him for six months. 

Almost exactly four years later, his only surviving brother 
Bobby was killed in a Los Angeles hotel as he savored a victory in 
the California Presidential Primary in his bid for the Democratic 
nomination for President. 

Tragedy struck again the following year when an automobile 
Ted was driving went off a bridge at Chappaquiddick and a young 
woman companion was drowned. 

So it is not surprising that Ted shows the effect of the strain 
the 10 years since he entered public life on his own have placed on 
him. 

But If time has left Its mark upon Ted, he, too, has left his 
mark upon history. 

It is widely assumed that Ted Kennedy will accept the 
Democratic Presidential nomination in 1976, but some people 
close to Ted believe he will decline again to stand for the 
Presidency and will run instead for another term in the Senate. 

So certain are some of the political seers that Ted will carry 
the Democratic banner into the 1976 Presidential election that 
they already are talking in terms of a senatorial battle between 
Boston Mayor Kevin H. White and Congresswoman Margaret M. 
Heckler. 

While the Democratic party may have a better chance of 
gaining control of the White House in 1974 than in 1972, this ob¬ 
server is inclined to agree with those who believe Ted will not be a 
candidate for the Presidency in the next election. 

The pressure from members of his family not to follow the 
political paths of his two older brothers is still very great.

Questions At Forum Reveal 
What Russians Want To Know 

A news despatch told recently of a monthly forum held in 
Moscow at which Soviet citizens pay 50 kopeks apiece (60 cents) 
for the privilege of directing questions to a panel of Russian 
newsmen. 


One member of the audience asked why the Soviet Union 
hadn’t placed men on the moon. Konrad Smirnov, a Russian 
commentator in his 30’s, replied that it cost the United States $23 
billion to send the first few men to the moon. 

That was the equivalent of 40 huge hydroelectric stations 
such as the new Bratsk Dam or five million apartments, he said. 
What was better apartments or moon landings? Smirnov asked. 
His listeners obviously preferred apartments. 

“What was left of Hanoi after the bombing by U.S. planes?” 
Smirnov was asked. He replied that brick structures were still 
standing, wooden houses could be rebuilt easily, the food situation 
was normal, and morale was high. “The bombings haven’t 
shaken the determination to resist American aggression,” he 
declared. 

“Why had so few U.S. planes been shot down?” was the next 
question. Smirnov said the losses were not small at all but, in fact, 
were so heavy American fliers were fearful about going into 
action. 

Wasn't it time to call President Nixon a criminal for 
deceiving the people and shouldn’t Soviet citizens be demon¬ 
strating against the United States? a listener asked. 

The audience sat hushed as Smirnov said the Soviets should 
let the American citizens speak out about President Nixon. They 
had reelected him on a promise of peace, and it was up to them to 
influence him.. The Soviet Union had criticized the bombing and 
had warned that American-Soviet relations hung on a settlement 
of the Vietnam war, he continued. 

Then Smirnov went on to say that while the Soviet Union had 
taken a firm stand orv Vietnam, it also had to deal with the United 
States. That appeared to satisfy the audience. 

Mr. Smirnov fielded some questions with less than candid 
answers and bypassed others. 

Why had Egypt dismissed Soviet technicians last year, and 
why was Egypt buying arms in the west now? he was asked. 

His somewhat less than complete response was that the 
Soviet technicians had finished their job and that Egypt had a 
right to do as it pleased. 

Smirnov sidestepped a question whether there is a secret 
Zionist organization operating in Russia. In reply to another 
inquiry, he said there is Zionist pressure on Jews to leave Russia. 

“Let those go who wish,” he asserted, adding that about 95 
per cent of those who have applied for the right to go to Israel 
have been allowed to do so. 

The questions reflected the thinking of the Soviet people and 
what interests them. The answers pretty much indicated the 
policies of Soviet officials. 

Must Read Fine Print In 
State Reorganization Bills 

Proposals for the reorganization of state agencies which 
provide human services contain some interesting but confusing 
figures. 

A report by Secretary for Human Services Peter C. Goldmark, 
Jr., declared that the cost of providing these services has in¬ 
creased an average of $64 million during the four years Governor 
Francis W. Sargent has been in office. 

Mr. Goldmark asserts that the suggested reorganization, 
which would eliminate 900 jobs and phase down another 1800, 
would save the Commonwealth an estimated $44 million a year. 

But then it is necessary to continue on and read the fine print 
to learn what Secretary Goldmark means when he says the 
reorganization would save $44 million. 

What he apparently is saying is that expenses would go up $35 
million in the next state fiscal year if there is no reorganization 
but would drop $9 million if there is a reorganization. 

These figures evidently refer to administration costs and not 
to such expenses as welfare allowances paid out to needy persons. 

Human services, which Goldmark maintains would be im¬ 
proved under the reorganization plan, include public assistance, 
health and mental health, corrections and rehabilitation 
programs. 

The number of boards and agencies serving the social needs 
of the public, especially the disadvantaged, would be reduced 
from 17 to nine. Both the State Public Works Department and the 
Department of Youth Services would be abolished and their 
functions shifted to other agencies administered largely at the 
regional level. 

Whether this would eliminate much of the present waste and 
fraud in the welfare department and result in the savings which 
are claimed is a question only time will answer. 

But members of the Legislature, whatever their doubts, 
seemingly have little choice but to take Governor Sargent and his 
cabinet members at their word and give them the governmental 
reorganization they say will make possible big savings. 

If the reorganization fails to do what Mr. Sargent maintains it 
will, the people of Massachusetts could and undoubtedly would 
vote him out of office next year. 

Seven Solons Voted Against 
North Viet Pullout Demand 

State Senator Jack H. Backman of Brookline apparently 
thought the Massachusetts Senate was attending to its own 
business when it adopted a resolution he sponsored urging “im¬ 
mediate and complete withdrawal of all materials and armed 
forces — land, sea and air — in and all over Southeast Asia.” 

But he became indignant and termed it “inane and insane” 
when the Senate approved a second resolution calling upon North 
Vietnam to withdraw from South Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia 
and return all prisoners of war. 

Backman argued that the Massachusetts Senate is in no 
position to tell another nation what it should do. Paradoxically, 
Backman obviously believed the Senate was in a position to tell 
President Nixon and Congress what to do. 

Senators Joseph F. Timilty of Hyde Park and Denis L 
McKenna of Somerville had a Doint when they argued that the 
State Senate has enough problems right here in Massachusetts to 
engage its attention. 

Seven Senators voted against the resolution calling upon 
North Vietnam to pull out of South Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia 
and return the prisoners of war. Senator Backman and six of his 
colleagues presumably did not want to hurt any feelings in Hanoi. 

Twenty Airports Collecting 
Head Tax From Passengers 

Many Greater Bostonians report on being required to pay a $1 
or $2 head tax when using airports in other sections of the country. 
Some discuss it indignantly. Others talk about the levy as 
something to be expected. 

Approximately 20 airports are now collecting the tax, and 
another 20 are considering doing the same thing. Logan Airport, 
where a tax-exempt status is granted on property used (or private 
business purposes such as motels, restaurants and pay parking 
facilities, does not yet levy the tax but probably will come around 
to it eventually. 

Congress tried to knock out the airport tax last year, but 
President Nixon vetoed a bill it enacted. (Some experts on con¬ 
stitutional law doubt that Congress has the right to tell a local 
government what taxes it can or can’t impose.) 

Airports presently vary in how strictly they enforce collection 
of the head tax. A visitor to Philadelphia reports that he sue- 
cuccessfuily refused to pay the tax there and was allowed to go his 
way after signing a statement on his refusal. 

On the other hand, a passenger who tried to do the same thing 
at the Sarasota-Bradenton Airport in Florida was forcibly 
removed from a plane, arrested and hauled off to jail. 

Philadelphia, incidentally, levies a $3 boarding charge, the 
highest in the country. The money collected at the airport there is 
turned over to the city government. 

While airports generally are considered nuisances rather 
than assets to the communities in which they are located because 
of the noise created by the planes landing and taking off, most of 
them operate at a financial loss, and the head tax actually doesn’t 
enable them to break even.

Comments On 
Mann’s Address

After attending Mayor 
Mann’s State of the City Ad¬ 
dress last Monday night, I 
would like to elaborate on a few 
comments made by city of¬ 
ficials after the event. 

I feel that this so-called ad¬ 
dress, was for the benefir of the 
press and not beneficial to the 
public. The mayor delivered a 
well written speech and he 
should be given credit for it. But 
the mayor should not be given 
credit for programs he didn’t 
originate. 

Also, in reviewing the events 
of 1972, it seems that the mayor 
forget to include some of his 
negative aspects of his term: 

1) That he used his veto power 
more times than the past two 
mayors combined.

What is happening 
now is that there are so many 
temporary people at City Hall 
that the permanent employees 
are finding it more difficult to 
do their jobs efficiently. I 
wonder what is going to happen 
to the system when the EEA 


funds dry up and the temporary 
help leave. 

4) To quote another ac¬ 
complishments that the mayor 
"The Rumford Avenue dump 
has been converted into a 
sanitary land fill area." This is 
true. But, the credit does not 
belong to the executive 
department. It was only 
through the efforts of the area 
aldermen, the cooperation of 
the State Dept, of Public Health 
and good press coverage that 
the administration was forced 
to correct the horrendous 
condition of the dump. 

There are many other ac¬ 
complishments tha the mayor 
has claimed credit for that I 
disagree with, but, I would like 
to comment on just one more. 

5) The mayor said that the 
city is in the "process of 
reorganizing and revitalizing 
the methods the city has used 
for snow removal." 

To this statement I can only 
answer "Bull." I, personally, 
have been trying for 13 months 
to persuade the city to update 
its snow policy and, as of 
Monday night, Jan. 15, 1973, 
after a discussion with Richard 
Dudman, Director of Public 
Works, I know that the ad¬ 
ministration has not established 
one significant change in our 
antiquated, inefficient, and 
wasteful snow plowing policies. 

The statements that I have 
made today do not bring me 
pleasure. I would much prefer 
to agree that the administration 
has accomplished what it set 
out to do. But, the fact is simply 
not so and, I feel, it is my 
obligation as an alderman to 
inform the citizens of my views.

l^ick of transportation bet¬ 
ween the central city and the 
industrial areas in the suburbs 
has long been recognized as an 
important factor in unem¬ 
ployment rates in the central 
city which are high above 
average unemployment rates in 
the state and the nation. 

In an innovative effort to 
bridge the gap between inner 
city residents looking for work 
and the growing employment 
opportunities along Route 128, 
the MBTA established the 
Employment Express which 
takes passengers from Dudley 
Station to Route 128 firms. 

Undertaken with the aid at 
first of a federal subsidy from 
the Department of Tran¬ 
sportation, the Express initially 
was viewed as a success in 
bringing workers to jobs. 
However, as passengers found 
jobs many ceased to ride the 
Express and joined car pools, 
or, in some cases, earned 
enough to afford their own cars. 
The number of passengers fell 
and. inevitably, an operating 
deficit grew. The growing 
deficit led the MBTA to suspend 
the southern route which served 
the Newton and Needham in¬ 
dustrial areas. 

We believe that this decision 
should be reversed for the 
following reasons. First, there 
should be some public means of 
transportation for those com¬ 
muting from the inner city to 
this stretch of 128, particularly 
with the governor’s proper 
emphasis on increasing the use 
of mass transit and reducing the 
use of private transportation. 

Secondly, continuation of the 
Employment Express is an 
essential part of current state 
policy to lower the unem¬ 


ployment rate, by providing a 
continuing link between those 
seeking work and firms seeking 
workers. 

Third, a lower-cost tran¬ 
sportation mode, such as a link 
between the last station on the 
Riverside line and Route 128 
could be used. The possibility of 
a federal subsidy to further 
reduce the cost should be in¬ 
vestigated. The same 
imaginative thinking which led 
to the establishment of the 
Express could undoubtedly also 


lead to reduction of the costs of 
its. continued operation. 

We therefore strongly urge 
the reinstatement of the 
southern route of the Em¬ 
ployment Express since its 
continuation is clearly in the 
public interest.

included Instruction ($73,437), 
New Equipment ($39,750), and 
Fixed Charges ($70,455). The 
latter figure represents a 
projected 10 per cent cost in¬ 
crease. 

At Monday night’s meeting, 
former member Edwin 
Hawkridge, who sat on the 
Newton School Committee for 
14 years, was present, and gave 
a brief speech emphasizing the 
need for urgency in holding 
down budgets. 

“I’m scared that if the School 
Committee does not show real 
restraint,” said Hawkridge, 
4 ‘there will be ensuing trouble in 
trying to manage the finances. 

“You can’t cut a budget on a 
line-by-line basis,” he con¬ 
tinued. Hawkridge told the 
members that they should ask 
the administration what it 
would do if they arbitrarily 
deleted $500,000 from their re¬ 
commended budget. 

Superintendent Fink 
responded by first claiming he 
appreciated the former board 
member’s “position,” but that 
the committee should not “put 
in the hands of the ad¬ 
ministration” all the budget¬ 
trimming powers. Alluding to 
the proposed hikes over which 
hid department has no control, 
Fink said “We don’t determine 
some of the increases."

Nature’s Ways 

Blue Jays are observed 
negatively. 

By that, we mean that the 
presence of blue Joys at a winter 
bird feeder ranks as a nuisance. 
The absence of blue joys 
generally passes unnoticed, 
except by the few who consider 
the dearth of blue jays a 
positive benefit 

Unfortunately, the negative 
attitude has permitted a 
mysterious decline in blue Jays 
in New England to occur 
without any indication of what 
may have caused it. Such 
situations leave ornithologists 
itchy for answers. 

So far, the New England blue 
jay scenario has been pieced 
together thus: 

Last fall large flocks of blue 
Jays appeared in New England 
woodlands. The noisy gangs 
seemed about normal for the 
period in which many blue jays 
migrate southward. Most bird 
feeders that were hung in trees 
at that season attracted the 
usual array of blue Jays, or at 
least, most persons assumed 
that the normal numbers were 
present. 

By November, conservation 
organizations had received a 
few queries from persons who 
feed birds about a scarcity of 
blue jays. The shortage was 
assumed local, until late 
December when experienced 
birders went afield in a coor¬ 
dinated Christmas count caper. 
The count disclosed that in 
some areas blue jays had 
declined 75 per cent from the 
previous year’s numbers. 

At this time, no one knows 
when the shortage began. Did 
an unusual number of jays 
move south? Or, were there 
actually fewer jays than normal 
in the southward migration? Is 
it possible that blue jays had a 
poor nesting season in wet 1972? 
Or, are they just obvious in¬ 
dicators in a general decline 
among birds? After all, 
chickadees and a few other 
woodland types seem to have 
declined also. 

Usually when blue jays 
throng feeding areas, one can 
find a dead blue jay in the yard 
occasionally. But this year 
almost no dead blue jays have 
been reported. Indeed, the wild 
bird death investigation unit in 
Massachusetts has received 
fewer blue jays than normal 
this year. So, if disease swept 
through the blue jay population, 
it must have occurred in 
summer when most were away 
from suburban lawns. 

Since blue jays can eat almost 
anything they can swallow, it 
seems unlikely that famine 
could have gotten them. 

One night like to think that in 
disappearing blue jays were 
performing some worthwhile 
service, such as keeping alive a 
bountiful supply of Cooper’s 
hawks or sharpshinned hawks. 
This obviously is untrue, since 
these woodland hawks continue 
scarce. 

To learn more about the 
extent of blue jay shortage and 
to note whether any clue to the 
disappearance emerges, James 
Baird of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society has begun a 
blue jay investigation. He 
would like to hear from that 
rare individual who has any 
firm information about jays in 
relation to the local lawn. He 
wants to know whether blue 
jays are more common or rarer 
at your feeder this winter, with 
comparable figures for the two 
years. Also, at what period in 
the winter was the increase or 
decrease of jays first noted.

The official Air Force Art 
Collection dates back to the 
early days of the USAF as a 
separate military service. Just 
a few years later, in 1950, the art 
collection was established i 
the acquiston of 
paintings. In r 

works of art covdHng the Army 
Air Corps role in World War II 
were transferred from the U.S. 

Army and a number of captured 
German and Japanese works 
added to the collection. In 1957 
and 1959 the Beresford and 
Farre collections were ob¬ 
tained. 

Today the collection totals 
more than 3,000 paintings. Over 
half of these have been acquired 
as the result of the continuing 
Air Force Art Program 
established in 1954. 

In 1951 the Air Force had 
taken 90 of America’s most 
famous illustrators and 
editorial cartoonists on an in¬ 
doctrination tour of USAF in¬ 
stallations to paint a history of 
the Air Force’s newly ex¬ 
panding globe-girdling mission.

“We’re 
difinitely weak in the high bar, 
and we’ve got to improve in the 
vaulting,” said Jessup. The 
floor excercise and pommel 
horse were particularly strong 
events for Newton as Tigers 
notched the top three scores in 
both. Frank Giovannini, Chris 
Brown, Andy Schon, and Mitch 
Baker grabbed first place in 
four of the six events. 

On Friday, January 12, 
Newton faced North Quincy. 
Although only one NHS gym¬ 
nast had a first place, Christ 
Brown on the pommel horse, the 
meet was very close 
throughout. Newton,s poor 
performance on the high bar 
proved costly as North Quincy 
posted an 11.50-8.65 margin. 
That edge made up the better 
part of North Quincy’s 80.0-75.4 
winning margin. No other event 
was decided by more than 1.5 
points. Thus, the Tigers were in 
it until the very end “I really 
would have liked to beat North 
Quincy,” said Jessup. The loss 
evened Newton’s record at 1-1. 

Newton made a strong 
comeback in their next meet 
against Wellesley on Tuesday, 
January 16. NHS gymnasts 
placed first in all six events in 
coming out on top, 80.6-71.2. For 


the second time in three meets 
Tigers grabbed first, second, 
and third places on the pommel 
horse. In this event alone 
Newton High was able to out- 
score Wellesley by six points. 
“I’d have to say that we’re 
strong on the pommel horse,” 
said Jessup. Chris Brown and 
Andy Schon led the way for the 
Tigers with two firsts apiece. In 
the meet nine Newton gymnasts 
posted their best scores of the 
season. 

The Tigers’ next meet, 
against Lexington on Friday, 
January 19, could be viewed as 
an improvement over their 
previous performance, even 
though they lost 92.15-81.10. The 
high total score is an indication 
of this. There is also the fact 
that sixteen of Newton’s in¬ 
dividual performances were 
their best of the season. 
“Lexington is always tough,” 
said Jessup, “because they 
have kids doing gymnastics for 
four years. I think we made a 
very good showing.”

A weakness in one area of a 
team can often be disastrous;

Then he 
separated his shoulder. The 
Bruins reached down and 
plucked John Adams off the 
Braves' roster. 

Former University of Ver¬ 
mont netmlnder Dave Reece 
was hired and came to the 
rescue after that unfortunate 
circumstance. 

The next two guys to go for 
lengthy periods were Ron Jones 
and Ron Boehm and the team 
really went into a slump. The 
Braves fell to third, but after 
their return climbed back into 
second place. 

Boehm is now reinfured, the 
flu is wiping out the roster like 
the plague, and Richie Leduc 
was brought up by the Bruins.

After one month of operation, 
the Alcoholism Detoxification 
and Rehabilitation Unit at 
Middlesex County Hospital, 
Waltham, is expanding from 10 
to 20 beds. ^ 

During its first month, the 
unit treated 35 people from 14 
cities and towns in Middlesex 
County. Sofar they have not had 
to send anyone to another 
detoxification unit, but have 
taken a number of referrals 
from other hospitals which were 
full Referrals have come from 
every possible source such as 
the clergy, Alcoholics 
Anonymous, family service 
agencies and even a school 
guidance counselor, William 
Hartigan, unit director, said. 

The unit’s telephone coun¬ 
seling service has been 
receiving a steady increase in 
use from persons with a 
drinking problem, their 
families and various agencies in 
the area.. Hartigan is also 
available to speak to com¬ 
munity groups and agencies 
about alcoholism. 

The unit has had its dramatic 
moments. One of the hocpital’s 
Security Guards, Peter Hanes, 
able to talk one patient out of 
an attempted suicide. Mouth to 
mouth resuscitation was used 
when another admission suf¬ 
fered a respiratory arrest 

The comprehensive medical 
workup given each patient on 
admission has uncovered a 
number of other illnesses such 
as diabetes and tuberculosis.

Pasta, how do I love thee? Let me 
count the ways: Shells, corkscrews, 
elbows, stelline, cavatelli, tubettini, 
rigatoni, lasagne, fusilli, inalfade, 
spaghetti, maccaroncelli, mostaccioli, 
creste de gallo, bows, alphabets, and a 
never-ending ribbon of broad, medium 
and fine noodles. These many shapes of 
pasta deed definition—they’re in the 
macaroni family, a term referring to 
all wheat products squeezed and dried 
into noodle shapes and forms. 

Perhaps you’ve wondered, on 
occasion, about the proper method of 
cooking pasta and how much spaghetti 
or macaroni you will need when a 
recipe calls for, soy, two cups of cooked 
macaroni. 

Here are some pasta tips: All pasta 
products should be cooked in this 
manner—allow four quarts of rapidly 
boiling water for every pound of pasta. 
This allows free circulation of water 
around the product to insure even 
cooking. Add the pasta slowly so the 
rapid boiling action never stops. For 
every four quarts of water, add two 
tablespoons of salt to bring out the 
flavor of the product, and one 
tablespoon of cooking oil to minimize 
splashing and to keep the strands 
separate. Always cook pasta uncovered 
and stir occasionally to prevent the 
pieces from sticking. For correct 
cooking time, consult your recipe. 

One ounce of macaroni or spaghetti 
is equal to one-half cup in the uncooked 
state and one cup when cooked. 
Macaroni and spaghetti double in size 
when cooked—noodles remain about 
the same or expand by one-fourth. 

Pasta has much to recommend it— 
besides being a low cost food, the bland 
flavor allows it to blend well with a 
variety of foods and is ideal with meats, 
fish and cheese. The addition of three B- 
vitamins, thiamine, niacin and 
riboflavin, plus the mineral iron, makes 
enriched spaghetti, macaroni and egg 
noodles as heathful as they are 
delicious. Here are some pasta recipes 
other than that old favorite, Spaghetti 
and Meatballs. 

CHEESE NOODLES 
8 ounces medium egg noodles 
3 tablespoons wheat germ 
1 container (8 oz.) ereamstyle 
• mmi 


cottage cheese, at room temperature 
freshly ground pepper 

Cook noodles according to package 
directions: drain in a colander and 
return to clean saucepot; over very low 
heat, stir in wheat germ and cottage 
cheese. Add pepper to taste. Serves 6. 

GLAZED CHICKEN ROSE 
WITH PASTA 

4 or 5 boned chicken breasts 
salt and pepper 

3 tablespoons butter or oil 

4 cup thickly sliced green onion 
14 tablespoons cornstarch 

1 cup chicken broth 
One third cup California rose or 
white dinner wine

Sprinkle chicken breasts with salt 
and pepper. Brown slowly In 2 
tablespoons butter or oil. Bake In 
moderate oven, 350 degrees, for 20 
minutes, until cooked through. 
Meanwhile saute green onion lightly in 
remaining tablespoon oil. Stir In corn¬ 
starch. Add broth and wine and cook, 
stirring, until sauce boils thoroughly 
and is slightly thickened Add soy 
sauce, peas and water chestnuts, and 
heat. Arrange hot buttered spaghetti on 


serving plate, and top with chicken 
breasts. Pour sauce over chicken and 
serve at once. Serves 4-5. 

EASY MEAT MANICOTTI 
18 manicotti noodles (about 8 oz.) 
1 pound ground beef 
1 cup small curd cottage cheese 
4 teaspoon garlic powder 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 envelope (14 oz.) spaghetti sauce 
mix 

1 can (1 lb.) tomatoes 
4 cup water

Junior College Displays 
Unusual Marine Exhibit 


A large collection of rare 
shells is being exhibited in 
Claflin Hall at Newton Junior 
College, Washington Park, 
Newtonville. All the items have 
been contributed by students 
and members of the college 
faculty. 

On display are unusual 
specimens from the Caribbean 
waters, the New England coast, 
the Indo-Pacific area, the 
Virgin Islands and Cuba, as well 
as other areas. 

Of particular interest are the 
very rare specimens in the 
Indo-Pacific collection, many of 
which have been featured in a 
recent issue of the National 
Geographic Magazine. Among 
them are the Venus Comb, the 
Banded Murex, the Scorpian 


Conch and the Spindle Shell, all 
of exotic contour and origin. 

In addition, the exhibit in¬ 
cluded a trumpet shell from 
Cuba, eighteen inches long and 
twelve inches wide, and unusual 
samples of coral and calcified 
fish from various parts of the 
world. 

Stages in the development of 
marine life are also displayed 
and are changed from time to 
time to include a wide range of 
biological analyses. 

This exhibit, arranged by Mr. 
George Hahn ofthe college 
faculty for a course in marine 
ecology, has been used by 
classes from other Newton 
schools ans will continue to be 
open indefinitely to te public.

single figure. It was the first 
time the figure had dissolved in 
this way . . . where background 
and foreground blended into 
one,” he said. 

The series produced other 
ideas for Prof. Grippe, and in 
those years he envisioned the 
concept of “space.” He was the 
first sculptor to project this 
ideas. 

“Negative and positive space 
fascinated me. I felt that I could 
take negative space — that is 
the empty space between two 
objects — and turn it into 
positive space. And I could use 
the shape that this space for¬ 
med from open shapes, and add 
new dimensions to sculpture. 
This concept, of course, began a 
whole new career for me in 
which I am still involved 
today.” 

His space ideas became 
widely known in sculpture 
circles. Many of his bronze 
space figures were cast in 


Rome in the 60’s while he was on 
a Guggenheim Fellowship. At 
the time, Italian artists worked 
out variations of their own, but 
each was connected with Peter 
Grippe’s concept of space. 

"“It’s very exciting for me 
now,” Prof. Grippe continues. 
“I’ve since tried some of these 
space and movement concepts 
in my most recent work, called 
the ‘Hiroshima’ series.” 

These depict sur¬ 
vivors of Hiroshima for which 
Prof. Grippe used two books on 
the subject to derive source 
material and “imagery.” The 
series is made up of a collection 
of small pieces, three to four 
feet high, each showing a 
survivor of the nuclear bombing 
of the Japanese city. 

“I didn’t want anything 
political involved in 
‘Hiroshima’ . . . only to make a 
statement of how wonderful and 
courageous it is for the survivor 
to come out of such a holocaust. 
To show him not only as a 
pained human being but 


something beautiful and 
heroic.” 

“So again I’m physically 
working on space. It is im¬ 
portant for me to set each figure 
in this series off balance. This 
precariousness symbolizes 
man’s insecurity and his 
inability to stabilize the con¬ 
dition of his world. 

“These are, after all, sur¬ 
vivors of a violent bombing, and 
thrown objects flying through 
the air, pinning down their 
victims by force, signifies a 
degradation of man and man 
being reduced to rubble.” 

While Peter Grippe may not 
intentionally be making a 
political statement, the 
Hiroshima series shows the fall 
of man, and is a powerful 
condemnation of war. 

“I find that political ideas 
limit creativity, and if artists 
are bent on expressing political 
concepts, I BELIEVE THEY 
SOMETIMES ARE HIN¬ 
DERED BY THE CHIP ON 
THEIR SHOULDER.”

His newest work, “Figure In 
Movement” had its roots in his 
early feeling for East Indian 
sculpture. The seven-foot-high 
laminated wood piece was 
commissioned by Simmons 
College in Boston and shown for 
the first time last month. It is 
permanently installed in 
Simmons’ new science building. 

"It strides, I believe,” he 
said, “and it moves while dealing 
with negative space that 
becomes positive. ‘Figure’ 
represents for me a closing of 
an important phase of my 
career ... a bringing together 
of many ideas I’ve been 
working on for the past 10 years.’ 

Grippe is not quick to claim 
special influences on his work 
but he does not hide his ad¬ 
miration for the works of 
Alberto Giacometti and 
Medardo Rosso. Rosso, he said, 
was a contemporary of the 
great Rodin while Giacometti 
was a modern sculptor who died 
recently. 

Grippe is a prolific sculptor. 
His works are in the best 
private collections in the world, 
as well as in the most 
prestigious museums. These 
include the Museum of Modern 
Art, the Whitney Museum, the 
Metropolitan Museum and 
many others. 

Several examples of his work 
can be found on the Brandeis 
campus. Chief among them is a 
portrait of the composer Irving 
Fine, on view in the Slosberg 
Music Center, and a sculptured 
figure in front of Shapiro Forum 
at Olin-Sang American 
Civilization Center. 

In the meantime, he has beer 
honored many times. Some of 
his major awards are the 
Purchase Prize of the Brooklyn 
Museum; the $500 prize of the 
Metropolitan Museum; The 
Charles M. Lee Award of the 
Print Club of Philadelphia; a 
first place prize for sculpture of 
the Boston Arts Festival; a 
$1000 prize of the National 
Council for U.S. Art in sculpture 
competitions sponsored by the 
United Nations; and an award 


at the 1961 Rhode Island Arts 
Festival. 

He has successfully fused the 
role of artist and teacher for 
over 20 years. And from the two, 
he creates an impression of 
total satisfaction. 

“In all.art history, the artist 
has been a teacher. I think there 
is a give and take between the 
two that benefits both. Students 
often serve as the testing 
ground for new artistic con¬ 
cepts, and from the tremendous 
variety of student viewpoints 
comes a fountain of natural 
ideas. 

“Teaching is a reality, and 
many artists feel the need to 
compliment their private studio 
work with work in the 
classroom. It reminds me of the 
artists’ guild in the times of 
Titian and Rubens, which 
after all, produced some of the 
greatest artists in history. 

“Teaching young people in 
exciting, and when pupils ab¬ 
sorb your ideas and later those 
ideas take hold . . . well the 
teacher then has experienced 
the ultimate reward.”

Professor Morris Weitz of 
Newton Centre, a member of he 
Brandeis University Philosophy 
Department since 1969, has 
been named the Richard Koret 
Professor of History of Ideas 
and Philosophy. 

The chair, established in 1969 
through a bequest of the late 
Richard Koret of New York 
City, was created to support a 
distinguished academician. 

Prof. Weitz joined the 
Brandeis faculty after serving 
at Ohio State University. Prior 
to that, he taught at Vassar 
College and the Universities of 
Washington and Michigan. 

He has held research and 
Guggenhiem Fellowships at 
Oxford, and recently was 
awarded a senior fellowship 
from the National Endowment 
for the Humanities.
